"The  Old  Testament,  Its  Intent  and  Content"  is  writ- 
ten for  the  person  who  wants  to  know  why  the  Old  Testa- 
ment was  written,  and  what  each  Book  tries  to  tell.  It  might 
be  described  as  a  summary  of  each  Book.  The  briefest 
summary  consists  only  of  a  few  sentences;  the  longest,  only 
a  few  pages.  The  book  is  not  meant  to  be  read  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  Old  Testament,  but  rather  as  a  preview  to 
what  will  be  found  in  each  Book. 

The  books  of  the  Old  Testament  are  a  widely  varied 
group,  usually  divided  into  three  main  divisions:  Law, 
Prophets,  and  the  Writings.  The  books  of  the  Law  consist 
of  the  five  books.  Genesis  through  Deuteronomy,  commonly 
called  the  Pentateuch.  The  Prophetic  books  are  subdivided 
into  two  groups,  the  former  and  the  latter  prophets.  The 
last  group,  called  Writings,  is  comprised  of  a  miscellany  of 
independent  works,  including  short  stories  and  the  Psalms. 
In  addition,  the  Apocryphal  l)ooks,  which  seldom  appear 
in  Bibles  today,  but  which  the  author  feels  are  a  tremen- 
dously important  part  of  the  Bilile,  are  also  summarized. 
The  questions  at  the  end  of  each  chapter  are  designed  to 
lift  up  the  essential  elements  of  the  Book.

Duke  University  conferred  upon  him  the  B.D.  degree;  and 
the  Iliff  School  of  Theology,  Denver,  Colorado,  the  Th.D. 
Dr.  Hamlin  is  listed  in  Who's  Who  is  the  South  and 
Southwest,  and  in  the  Directory  of  American  Scholars.  At 
present  he  is  serving  as  minister  of  the  First  Christian 
Church.  Goldsboro.  North  Carolina.  Although  this  is  the 
author's  first  published  book,  he  is  well-known  for  the 
numerous  articles  he  has  written  which  have  appeared  in 
his  denominational  magazines. 

The  purpose  of  this  book  is  to  serve  as  a  guide  for  the 
better  understanding  of  the  intent  and  content  of  the  books 
of  the  Old  Testament.  It  does  not  pretend  to  present  a 
detailed  study  of  the  Bible,  but  is  content  to  be  used  as  a 
guide  book  for  students  and  similar  groups  of  people  who 
desire  to  attempt  more  than  just  a  casual  reading  of  the 
Old  Testament.

Begins  Fourth  Year 

January  1st  1956  we  begin  our 
fourth  year  as  your  State  Secretary. 
The  past  three  years  have  been  rich 
and  rewarding-  in  Christian  Fellow- 
ship and  cooperative  labors  with  the 
Disciples  of  Christ  in  North  Carolina 
These  years  have  seen  the  State  Bud- 
get grow  from  $17,000  to  $52,000. 
Christian  Education  and  now  the 
C.  M.  F.  have  merged  witli  the  State 
Society.  Uniffrad  Promotion  g'iving 
has  doubled  in  5  years.  Camp  Caro- 
line has  been  completed.  Many  fine 
new  church  sanctuaries,  educational 
buildings,  and  parsonages  have  been 
erected.  Atlantic  Christian  College 
has  shown  a  great  upsurge  of  pro- 
gress. These  and  many  other  achieve- 
ments have  shown  that  there  is  a 
mighty  tide,  born  of  God  that  is 
lifting  the  life  of  our  churches  across 
the  state. 

Many  problems  and  challenges  still 
face  us;  our  churches  need  a  passion 
for  souls  that  will  create  an  evan- 
gelistic upsurge.  If  the  present  ad- 
vance is  to  be  continued  it  must  be 
undergirded  by  a  Stewardship  em- 
phasis that  will  lead  our  people  to 
bring  tithes  and  offerings  to  God's 
altar  sufficient  to  do  His  work-  Not 
only  must  we  give  our  money  but 
our  youth  for  leadership  in  the  min- 
istry of  the  church.

When  we  were  in  Germany, 
Greece,  Egypt,  Jordan,  Israel,  Tur- 
key and  Yugoslavia  this  summer,  we 
were  greatly  pleased  by  the  quan- 
tity and  the  quality  of  the  projects 
supported  by  the  Week  of  Compas- 
sion in  recent  years-  On  the  other 
hand,  it  was  evident  that  we  have 
not  done  enough. 

This  is  well  illustrated  by  an  ex- 
perience in  Jannina,  Greece.  First, 
we  were  taken  to  visit  a  da^^  nur- 
sery for  refugee  children.  There 
were  forty-five  children  being  sei*ved- 
They  were  satisfactorily  cloth- 
ed, well  fed,  and  exceedingly  happy. 
They  were  enjoying  the  care  provid- 
ed by  love  and  concern.  Every  one  of 
them  smiled. 

From  this  place  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice we  went  four  or  five  rods  up 
the  hill  and  visited  a  refugee  camp. 
The  children  in  large  numbers  fol- 
lowed us  around  the  camp.  They 
were  not  clean  nor  well  fed-  They 
showed  signs  of  disease  because  they 
lived  in  poverty  and  filth.  They  did 
not  smile-  They  were  looking  fo'' 
something  to  provide  for  their  phys- 
ical needs.  We  did  not  enjoy  our 
lunch  that  day.

Facts  About  Ford 
A\laniic 

Atlantic  Christian  College  has 
been  named  as  one  of  the  many 
church  related  colleges  and  universi- 
ties that  will  share  in  the  Ford  Foun- 
dation Grant.  The  amount  that  the 
college  will  receive  from  the  Foun- 
dation has  not  been  announced. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to 
explain  the  facts  about  the  Ford 
Foundation  Grant  to  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  supporters  and  to  dis- 
pel any  and  all  false  ideas  that  may 
have  arisen  about  the  use  of  the 
money. 

The  principal  cannot  be  touched 
lor  10  y^-ar-z,  and  even  the  income 
from  ih.e  principal  can  only  be  used 
for  raisiiij,-  faculty  salaries  during 
that  *irst  ten  years.  Our  present 
buiL'.'ng  program  must  continue  to 
be  paid  for  L  :m  church  and  commun- 
ity funds,  year  by  year,  and  is  due 
to  be  paid  for  before  the  principal 
of  the  Ford  grant  becomes  unre- 
stricted- Even  if  the  principal  were 
available  now  for  this  purpose,  it 
would  pay  (assuming  we  get  $100, 
000)  only  about  one-seventh  of  the 
cost  of  our  present  program. 

Even  though  the  grant  is  designed 
to  increase  faculty  salaries,  only  the 
income  or  interest  on  the  principal 
can  be  used  during-  the  first  10  years. 
The  grant  approximates  in  total  only 
one  year's  cost  of  our  faculty.  If  a 

President  Urges  Early 
Applications 

Dr.  Travis  A.  White,  president  of 
Atlantic  Christian  College,  urges  all 
young  people  of  the  Disciples  of 
Christ  in  North  Carolina  who  are 
planning  to  attend  college  in  the  fall 
of  1956-57  to  get  their  applications 
in  early. 

"It  is  the  primary  purpose  of  the 
college  to  serve  our  own  church  peo- 
ple. In  the  past,  many  of  our  church 
youth  have  waited  until  late  summer 
to  apply  for  admission  and  then  have 
been  turned  down  because  we  already 
had  our  quota". 

"We  would  like  to  give  our  Dis- 
ciples students  first  choice  at  the 
college,  but  the  demand  is  so  grp'.t 
in  our  local  area,  and  our  faciiiti;3 
are  so  limited  that  we  have  to  ha"'e 
their  applications  early  in  order  to 
take  care  of  them,"  he  explained. 


Grant  To 
Christian  College 

5%  return  is  obtained  on  the  princi- 
pal sum,  the  grant  would  mean  only 
a  5%  increase  in  faculty  -salaries. 
Yet  faculty  salaries  need  to  be  in- 
creased an  average  of  30%  to  bring 
them  into  line  with  a  fair  comparison 
with  other  wage  rates. 

Before  this  gift,  our  endowment 
stood  at  $450,000.  It  has  been  esti- 
mated that  we  need  an  additional 
million  in  endowment  as  a  minimum. 
(Davidson  has  $7,000,000).  A  grant 
of  one  hundred  thousand  would  be 
only  about  a  tenth  of  our  safe  mini- 
mum I'equirements. 

The  Ford  Foundation's  latest 
grants  follow  and  accelerate  a  trend 
of  the  business  world,  namely,  to 
recognize  the  importance  of  educa- 
tional institutions  and  the  importance 
of  private  systems  of  higher  educa- 
tion alongside  the  state  -  supported 
systems.  It  would  be  tragic  if  the 
Ford  grant  caused  a  slackening  of 
church  support;  rather  it  ought  to 
encourage  it  and  stimulate  it. 

ACC  would  have  missed  this  grant 
if  it  had  not  just  received  its  region- 
al accreditation-  For  several  years, 
the  college  has  been  working  desper- 
ately to  achieve  this  highest  possible 
ranking.  The  community  of  Wilson 
and  the  churches  have  aided  im- 
measurably in  this,  for  we  know 
that  if  the  recent  inspecting  com- 
mittee had  found  that  the  college 
was  not  respected  and  supported  by 
the  community  and  churches,  accred- 
itation achieved  on  December  1,  could 
not  have  been.  Just  eleven  days  later 
the  Ford  grants  were  announced.  The 
timing  of  course,  was  coincidental. 
But  the  fact  remains  that  accred- 
itation paved  the  way  for  such  gifts, 
and  signifies  that  the  college  is  wor- 
thy and  deserving  of  them-

In  India 

During  the  summer  Dr.  Donald 
McGavran,  our  missionary  to  Tak- 
'hatpur,  India,  visited  Mr.  C.  B. 
Brooks  of  Kinston  to  express  the 
appreciation  of  the  people  of  Tak- 
hatpur  for  Mr.  Brooks'  $10,000.00 
gift  to  Brooks  Agricultural  Insti- 
tute. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the 
note  of  appreciation  given  by  Dr. 
McGavran  to  Mr.  Brooks:  "The 
g-enerous  gift  of  Kinston's  C.  B. 
Brooks  came  to  us  in  Takhatpur  at 
a  most  opportune  time.  We  had  1.50 
students  in  an  agricultural  based 
middle  school  and  were  holding 
classes  in  church.  We  had  a  trained 
staff,  a  fine  site  and  no  money  for 
a  suitable  school  building.  Then  came 
the  Brooks  Memorial  gift  of  $10,000.

Mrs.  Mary  Pollard  set  to  work  at 
once  and  within  a  few  months  a 
permanent  brick  and  reinforced  con- 
crete school  building  with  six  large 
class  rooms  and  a  science  laboratory 
which  serves  temporarily  as  a  hall 
was  erected.  Two  thousand  of  the 
local  gentry  and  country  people  at- 
tended the  dedication  where  a  memo- 
rial tablet  to  Mr.  Brooks'  father  in 
memory  of  whom  the  gift  was  given, 
was  unveiled.  Rev.  J.  G.  Samuel,  Dr. 
McGavran,  Mr.s  Pollard,  Mr.  Ragen- 
dra  Lai  and  other  members  of  the 
staff,  both  Indian  and  American, 
take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
to  Mr.  Brooks  our  sincere  gratitude 
for  this  timely  and  generous  gift 
which  has  built  a  school  through 
which  the  rural  churches  in  the 
Bilaspur  District  in  India  will  put 
their  sons  and  daughters  into  the

I  would  request  you  all  to  think 
a  little  over  the  cause  of  their  great 
improvement.  According  to  my 
judgement,  the  first  thing  is  their 
coming  into  contact  with  the  Lord, 
Jesus  Christ  and  His  missionaries; 
and  the  second  is  education-"

Wilbanks  Church 

First  Christian  Church  of  Wil- 
banks plans  to  dedicate  its  building 
and  conduct  a  note-burning  cere- 
mony, February  26,  1956,  at  the 
11:00  a.m.  service.

Eugene  Taylor;  Cecil  Brown;  Mor- 
gan McKinney;  Worden  Allen;  Wil- 
liam E.  Tucker;  James  Hemby;  and 
the  Rev.  John  Barclay  of  Wilson  who 
served  this  church  on  Sunday  after- 
noons for  15  years. 

This  last  November,  the  Wilbanks 
church  joined  in  a  unity  with  Wal- 
stonburg  and  secured  its  first  locat- 
ed pastor,  the  Rev.  Ivan  Adams, 
who  now  conducts  services  every 
2nd  and  4th  Sundays. 

Space  does  not  permit  the  listing 
of  names  of  the  many  laymen  past 
and  present  who  have  rendered  hero- 
ic and  sacrificial  service  to  this  en- 
terprise. 

All  former  members  and  friends 
are  invited  to  share  this  day  of  cele- 
bration with  the  Wilbanks  congrega- 
tion. Following  the  morning  service  a 
luncheon  will  be  served  at  12:30.

Brother  R.  V.  Hope  who  has  served 
as  pastor  of  the  Burlington  Church 
for  the  past  12  years,  retired  on  Jan- 
uary 1  due  to  ill  health. 

Last  June,  Rev.  Hope  celebrated 
his  50th  year  in  the  Christian  minis- 
try. He  was  ordained  in  1905.  He 
received  his  training  at  Eugene  Bible 
College,  Eugene,  Oregon;  College  of 
the  Bible;  and  Transylvania  Univer- 
sity in  Lexington,  Kentucky. 

During  the  long  years  of  his  minis- 
try, he  served  the  churches  at  Eu- 
taw,  Alabama;  at  Washington,  N.  C. 
for  7  years;  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C; 
Central  Christian  Humbolt,  Tenn.  for 
12  years;  Decatur  Street  Christian 
Church,  Memphis,  Tenn.  In  1936,  he 
returned  to  North  Carolina  where  he 
served  several  rural  and  village 
churches.  In  1942,  he  went  to  Roan- 
oke Rapids,  where  he  served  for  2 
years;  and  then  in  1944,  located  with 
the  church  at  Burlington  where  he 
has  continued  until  the  time  of  his 
retirement. 

During  his  ministry,  Mr.  Hope 
numbers  some  two  thousand  people 
he  has  won  to  Christ.  He  has  officiat- 
ed at  many  funerals  and  weddings, 
has  led  in  construction  of  a  number 
of  outstanding  church  buildings,  and 
all  in  all,  has  rendered  a  monumental 
service  to  his  Lord,  whom  he  has  so 
faithfully  served  through  these  50 
years. 

We  would  salute  this  veteran  of 
the  Christian  ministry  with  our 
heartiest  congratulations  for  a  work 
that  has  been  well  done.  We  pray 
that  he  may  experience  a  recovery 
of  health  and  be  able  to  enjoy  his  de- 
clining years.

Not  only  have  the  Wyndhams  ren- 
dered major  service  at  Jacksonville, 
but  they  have  been  most  cooperative 
and  helpful  in  the  total  program  of 
our  Brotherhood  throughout  the  state 
serving  on  various  committees  and 
boards. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  see 
them  leave  our  state.  Yet,  it  is  with  a 
sense  of  appreciation  for  their  hav- 
ing been  among  us  these  years  and 
for  the  splendid  contribution  they 
have  made.  The  prayers  and  best 
wishes  of  their  many  friends  of  the 
state  go  with  them  to  their  new  field. 
May  God  richly  bless  their  labors 
there  as  He  has  in  North  Carolina

I  Message  of  the  Month  | 

The  Christian  Approach 

The  Week  of  Compassion  is  upon 
us — a  week  to  challenge  each  minis- 
ter, laymen,  and  church  to  rethink 
and  give  expression  to  our  concern 
about  the  needs  of  others. 

Christ  warned  that  a  man's  real 
life  never  consists  in  the  abundance 
of  what  he  possesses. 

Selfishness  prompted  Jesus  Christ 
to  tell  the  parable  of  the  Rich  Fool. 
It  is  an  account  of  a  farmer  who 
faced  the  problem  of  storage  for  his 
bumper  crop.  The  farmer's  thoughts 
clearly  reveal  his  sphere  of  interest; 
What  shall  I  do,  for  I  have  no 
place  to  store  my  crop  ?  I  will 
do   this — I    will    pull   down  my 
barns  and  build  bigger  ones;  and 
there  I  will  store  all  my  grains 
and  goods.  And  I  will  say  to  my 
soul:  Soul,  you  have  ample  goods 
laid   up   for   years:    Take  your 
ease — eat,  drink,  and  be  merry! 
Where   in   this   planning   is  there 
any  concern  for  anyone  except  him- 
self ?  To  Christ,  such  a  person  was 
totally  unaware  of  the  things  that 
really  make  life  beneficial  and  Chris- 
tian. The  farmer  was  foolish  because 
his  concern  was  in  that  which  decays 
and  passes  away. 

Dr.  Peter  Marshall  pleaded:  "Help 
us  to  .  .  .  see  all  of  life  in  it's  true 
perspective.  Then  we  shall  not  fall 
in  love  with  the  things  of  time,  but 
come  to  love  the  things  that  endure. 
Then  sliall  we  be  saved  from  the 
tyranny  of  possessions  which  we 
have  no  leisure  to  enjoy,  of  property 
whose  care  becomes  a  burden." 

The  Disciples  of  Christ  could  read 
again  with  profit  the  twenty-fifth 
chapter  of  Matthew:  "Inasmuch  as 
you  did  it  unto  the  Isast  of  these  my 
brethren,  you  did  it  unto  me." 

Where  do  you,  Mr.  Churchgoer, 
express  your  Christian  concern?  Do 
you  live  for  power,  success,  or  mon- 
ey? What  do  you  hope  to  see  as  a 
reward  when  you  fold  your  hands  at 
three  score  and  ten?  The  answer 
to  these  questions  will  determine 
what  kind  of  person  you  are,  for 
where  your  treasure  is,  there  is  your 
heart. 

Let  us  not  fail  the  causes  repre- 
sented in  the  Week  of  Compassion 
Observance.  If  we  fail  in  expressing 
our  concern,  we  fail  Christ  and  His 
Kingdom;  but  we  also  fail  ourselves 
and  our  best  judgement.

In  reading  the  minutes  of  our 
Board  meeting  20  years  or  so  ago, 
meeting  expenses  was  something  to 
be  hoped  for  sometime  and  a  donation 
of  clothing  was  a  major  event  and 
doubt  was  expressed  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  Florida  Christian  Home 
could  survive.  Times  have  changed — 
thanks  to  the  growing  interest  of 
our  Churches  in  our  Home  and  the 
growing  support  that  has  accompan- 
ied that  interest.  Could  these  dis- 
couraged Board  members  of  those 
early  days  have  looked  into  our  re- 
cord of  donations,  their  hearts  would 
surely  have  been  gladdened  and  the 
burdens  they  carried  then  would  have 
been  lightened. 

This  a  partial  report  on  1955.  84 
donations  of  food  may  not  sound  as 
if  much  had  been  received  but  one  of 
these  donations  included  58  bags, 
cartons,  etc.  of  canned  and  fresh 
fruits  and  vegetables  from  the 
Churches  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley 
of  Virginia.  However,  with  such  a 
large  Family  these  are  consumed 
quickly  so  it  is  necessary  to  purchase 
canned  and  fresh  food  weekly.  7S 
local  donations  were  received  oi 
cooked  food — left  over  from  dinners, 
etc.  One  of  these  donations  gave  us 
two  complete  turkey  dinners.  70  bush- 
els of  citrus  fruit  came  from  Florida 
Churches  and  friends. 

138  donations  of  clothing  included 
2,881  articles  of  clothing.  This  is 
made  available  to  our  guests  by  use 
of  a  clothing  rack  on  the  third  floor. 
The  ones  who  are  physically  unable 
to  get  to  this  rack  are  cared  for  by 
our  housekeeper. 

Programs  are  a  source  of  much  joy 
to  our  Family.  There  were  23  formal 
programs  and  many  informal  ones. 
In  addition,  the  local  Fellowships 
furnish  monthly  missionary  pro- 
grams to  our  Family  and  the  guests 
themselves  have  a  weekly  prayer 
meeting.  They  also  have  a  Sunday 
School  class  each  Sunday,  followed 
by  communion  served  by  the  elders 
of  our  Edgewood  Church  to  the 
shut-ins. 

Our  Home  is  beautified  with  many 
baskets  of  flowers  and  other  lovely 
arrangements.  65  of  these  were  re- 
ceived in  addition  to  many  gifts  of 
cut  floweiis,  planters  and  potted 
plants.  One  came  from  an  unknown 
donor  on  May  Day  (our  May  basket) 
and  was  one  of  our  loveliest.  A  large 
arrangement  of  golden  mums,  graced 
with  5  birds  of  paradise.  And  much, 
much  more  of  everything  was  re- 
ceived. 


Wilson's  Mills 

We  have  recently  completed  an 
educational  building,  which  includes 
5  class  rooms  and  a  modern  kitchen. 
Also,  the  interior  of  the  main  build- 
ing is  being  remodeled  and  redeco- 
rated. 

It  is  a  project  of  which  we  can 
be  justly  proud;  first  of  all  for  the; 
much  needed  class  room  space,  and 
added  dignity  to  the  worship  of  the 
church,  and  also  for  the  spirit  of  fine 
co-operation  of  all  the  members. 


Walstonburg- 

The  Walstonburg  Christian  Church 
is  in  the  process  of  purchasing 
stained  -  glass  Memorial  windows. 
They  hope  to  have  them  installed  by 
early  spring. 

The  youth  of  the  Church  were  in 
charge  of  the  program  on  Sunday 
night,  February  6.

Vacant  pulpits  are 
still  our  major  concern.  However,  we 
are  glad  to  report  the  new  minister 
at  Durham  is  now  on  the  field,  and 
that  Pfafftown  has  called  a  pastor, 
who  will  locate  before  too  long.  How- 
ever, the  resignation  of  Bro.  Neal 
Wyndham  at  Jacksonville  creates  an- 
other vacancy,  which  along  with 
Goldsboro,  Williamston,  and  others 
will  have  to  be  filled. 

Special  meetings  attended  during 
the  month  included  the  Albemarle, 
Pamlico,  Mill  Creek,  and  Hookerton 
Union  Meetings.  Atlantic  Christian 
College  Trustees  Meeting,  a  meeting 
of  the  State  Budget  Committee,  and 
attendance  at  the  Council  of  Churches 
Annual  Meeting  at  Burlington. 

Special  services  rendered  includ- 
ed church  board  Installation  supper 
at  Greenville;  C.M.F.  Installation  at 
Wilmington,  and  Church  Officers  In- 
stallation at  Morehead  City;  seven 
meetings  were  held  with  pulpit  com- 
mittees. 

The  churches  at  Williamston,  Wil- 
son, Greenville,  Wilmington,  Raleigh, 
Durham,  Goldsboro,  Morehead  City, 
Jacksonville,  Burlington,  Washington, 
Dunn,  and  Bethany  Craven  were  vis- 
ited. 

A  total  of  15  days  was  spent  in 
the  field,  14  days  in  the  office.  20 
field  conferences  were  held,  and  19 
office  conferences.  A  total  of  1,800 
miles  was  traveled. 


Elizabeth  City 

Attendance  was  excellent  at  all 
services  during  January.  On  the  29th 
there  were  255  in  Sunday  School. 
Since  May  15,  1954  we  have  paid  off 
an  Educational  Building  Fund  note 
of  $15,000.  We  have  now  a  $4,000 
note  negotiated  for  the  completion, 
during  January,  of  the  upstairs  of 
the  Educational  Building  valued  at 
$30,000.  The  actual  cost  was  less  be- 
cause of  the  fine  help  of  members, 
friends  and  the  excellent  planning  of 
our  contractor,  Mac  Jennings,  and 
building  committee. 


North  Carolina  Shows  Gain 
In  Giving 

The  first  six  months  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Year  from  July  1st  to  De- 
cember 31st  shows  Unified  Promo- 
tion receipts  from  North  Carolina  of 
$28,512.  This  is  a  gain  of  $1,586  or 
almost  6%. 

Receipts  for  designated  money 
shows  $15,091  or  a  gain  of  $5,018,  a 
net  gain  of  49%. 

The  largest  gains  were  made  in 
church  and  bible  school  offerings. 

We  are  happy  that  there  has  been 
this  gain  in  our  Unified  Promotion 
giving,  however,  for  us  to  reach  the 
goal  of  this  year  there  must  be  al- 
most twice  as  much  of  an  increase 
during  the  next  six  months.  For, 
there  to  be  an  increase  in  Mission- 
ary activity  all  the  way  from  the 
state  of  North  Carolina  to  the  ends 
of  the  earth  it  means  that  there  must 
be  a  continued  increase  of  Mission- 
ary receipts  from  our  churches.

About  Completed 

Workers  this  week  put  the  fin- 
ishing touches  to  the  construction  of 
the  new  Science  and  Mathematics 
building  on  the  campus  of  Atlantic 
Christian  College. 

One  of  the  final  details  was  the 
laying  of  asphalt  tile  on  the  floors 
of  the  two  story  brick,  fireproof 
building  located  to  the  North  of  the 
present  college  campus. 

Also  set  to  get  underway  now 
that  construction  has  been  completed 
is  the  equipment  project  for  the 
building.  Work  in  that  phase  is  ex- 
pected to  start  next  week. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  60  days 
will  be  needed  to  furnish  and  equip 
the  building.  It  is  hoped  that  occu- 
pancy can  take  place  around  April 
15,  it  was  revealed  by  Milton  L. 
Adams,  Business  Manager  of  the 
college. 

Meanwhile,  work  on  the  other  two 
new  buildings  being  constructed  on 
the  campus  is  progressing  satisfac- 
tory. 

The  roof  is  already  up  on  the  Ad- 
ministration building  and  the  brick 
work  has  begun. 

Workers  will  raise  the  roof  on  the 
plassroom  biiildSng  in  about  two 
weeks  it  was  reported. 

Both  buildings  are  scheduled  to  be 
completed  in  time  for  occupancy  be- 
fore the  college  opens  for  its  55th 
annual  session  next  September. 


ACC  Enrollment 
Is  Announced 

Preliminary  enrollment  figures  for 
the  spring  semester  at  Atlantic 
Christian  College  were  announced 
this  week  by  Dr.  James  M.  Moudy, 
Dean  of  the  college. 

Dr.  Moudy  said  that  560  students 
were  registered  for  classes  in  the 
regular  college  for  the  spring  semes- 
ter. An  additional  96  students  were 
registered  for  work  in  ACC's  Even- 
ing College. 

The  total  enrollment  is  slightly  be- 
low that  of  the  fall  semester,  Dr. 
Moudy  pointed  out.  "Because  of  our 
overcrowded  conditions,  we  planned 
for  a  small  decline  the  second  se- 
mester and  turned  away  a  lot  of  stu- 
dents who  applied  for  admission," 
Dr.  Moudy  said.  "Until  our  new 
classroom  building  is  completed  we 
will  be  forced  to  limit  our  enroll- 
ment," Dean  Moudy  said.

In  Memoriimi 


Week  Of  Compassion 

Yu  Pyeng  Yul,  an  eighteen-year- 
old  refugee  from  North  Korea,  who 
had  lost  trace  of  his  family,  went 
down  south  to  look  for  them.  As  he 
walked  through  a  field,  he  stepped 
on  a  min;.  Both  legs  and  his  right 
arm  had  to  be  amputated-  Gradu- 
ally he  recovered,  artificial  limbs 
were  made,  and  he  was  trained  in 
their  use.  He  became  a  Christian  in 
this  time  and  decided  to  be  'of  use 
in  the  world  by  learning  to  be  a  lab- 
oratory technician. 

It  is  to  help  such  as  this  young 
man  that  the  amputee  program  of 
Church  World  Service  is  run.  Leg 
and  arm  amputees  come  in  quite 
helpless,  often  emotionally  warped 
and  savage  with  despair.  The  pro- 
cess of  their  rehabilitation  is  a  long 
one  that  may  include  not  only  the 
new  limb  itself  but  hospital  opera- 
tion to  reshape  the  stump,  a  period 
of  learning  to  use  the  new  limbs  by 
hours  of  carefully  guarded  practice 
in  walking  a  line,  up  and  down  steps, 
in  using  an  artificial  hand  to  open 
and  shut  doors  or  drink  from  a  cup. 

The  limbs  are  made  entirely  of  lo- 
cal materials.  The  work  is  done  in 
four  Church  World  Sei-vice  work 
shops  staffed  by  workers  who  are 
amputees  and  who  develop  great  skili^ 
in  stitching  of  straps  for  artificial 
limbs  (as  shown  in  this  picture), 
carpentry,  leather  work,  and  in  ac- 
curate fitting.  Not  only  are  limbs 
made  and  fitted  but  patients  are  kept 
for  some  months  to  be  trained  in 
their  use  and  are  thereby  introduced 
to  Christian  standards  of  sharing 
and  living. 

Many  war  victims  have  literally 
been  "put  on  their  feet"  by  the  gifts 
of  the  churches,  such  as  our  Week 
of  Compassion  gifts.  Up  to  April, 
1955,  1192  patients  had  registered, 
913  of  them  had  been  measured,  842 
limbs  had  been  made,  and  about  50 
patients  are  trained  eadh  month. 
An  even  greater  number  have  been 
influenced  by  this  evidence  of  prac- 
tical Christianity.

Around  the  State  With 
the  Churches 


Greensboro 

The  second  Leadership  Training 
School  was  held  recently  in  our 
church  with  an  enrollment  of  55.

"Rise  up,  0  men  of  God;

Today 
we  marvel  at  the  magnitude  of  man's 
achievements,  and  wait  with  bated 
breath  the  surprises  of  tomorrow.

When  we  were  in  the  struggle  of 
fund  raising  to  get  this  job  done,  Ave 
visioned  a  period  of  great  joy  and 
rest.  At  this  point  our  joy  is  a  re- 
ality, but  rest  is  farther  away  than 
ever.  Never  have  we  seen  so  many 
physical  needs  which  must  b?  mit 
if  Goldsboro  Christian  Institute  is 
to  boast  adequate  facilities  to  m^-^ 
the  demands  of  our  In-Service  Train- 
ing Program.  Building  the  Auditor- 
ium lifted  us  to  a  height  from  which 
we  are  able  to  see  many  of  the  d  re 
needs  that  have  here-to-fore  bsin 
rendered  invis  ble  by  the  press  of  the 
tasks  at  hand. 

We  need  a  Central  Heating  Plant; 
;eats  for  the  Auditorium;  a  Drainagd 
System  for  the  campus;  dormitory 
icilities....  and  the  old  building  needs 
repairs  and  painting  on  the  inside. 
We  need  to  put  Coping  atop  tlie  walls 
of  the  old  building  to  prevent  fur- 
ther water  damage  to  the  inside 
walls.  Also  a  drainage  system  to 
move  the  water  that  pours  from  the 
gutters  of  the  Auditorium  is  some- 
thing that  should  be  done  now  and 
could  be  done  at  small  cost,  but 
funds  are  lacking. 

We  have  asked  some  Officials  of 
the  Usher  Convention  No.  2  to  come 
to  our  rescue,  and  w«  shall  continue 
to  contact  organizations  and  indiv- 
iduals for  help.  Unless  something  is 
done  to  keep  this  water  moving  until 
it  enters  the  drainage  ditch,  our  base- 
ment will  flood  every  time  we  have 
heavy  rain.  The  drainage  problem  is 
more  serious  now  than  it  was  before 
the  Auditorium  was  built.

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Budget  Approved 

The  N.  C.  Christian  Missionary  So- 
ciety approval  of  its  1956-57  budget 
in  the  amount  of  $74,765.00  at  meet- 
ings of  the  Commission  on  Brother- 
hood Finance  in  Indianapolis  early  in 
March.  Your  state  secretary,  Ross  J. 
Allen,  presented  the  askings  before 
the  Commission. 

Approval  to  begin  or  continue  cap- 
ital funds  campaigns  in  North  Caro- 
lina was  also  given  by  the  Commis- 
sion. North  Carolina  received  approv- 
al to  solicit  capital  funds  totaling 
$20,000.00  from  churches,  individuals 
and  corporations.  Most  of  these  funds 
are  scheduled  for  special  projects 
and  the  construction  of  new  churches 
and  educational  facilities. 

The  Commission  approved  operat- 
ing budgets  for  the  55  cooperating 
agencies  in  Unified  Promotion  total- 
ing $4,904,200.00  and  approved  capi- 
tal funds  campaigns  for  these  same 
agencies  in  the  amount  of  $2,424,- 
600.00. 

In  addition  to  askings  approved  by 
the  Commission  on  Brotherhood  Fi- 
nance, askings  totaling  $3,911,910.40 
for  operating  budgets  and  capital 
funds  campaigns  were  approved  by 
the  Commission  on  Budgets  and  Pro- 
motional Relationships  for  some  29 
agencies  outside  of  Unified  Promo- 
tion. The  Budget  Commission  gives 
final  approval  of  the  askings  of  both 
commissions. 

All  state  societies,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Kansas  and  Oregon,  cooperate 
in  Unified  Promotion,  as  do  most  of 
the  national  agencies.  As  members  of 
Unified  Promotion  budget  askings 
are  cleared  each  year  through  the 
Commission  on  Brotherhood  Finance. 
The  Commission  was  established  in 
1950  at  the  request  of  Unified  Pro- 
motion. It  is  composed  of  15  mem- 
bers who  serve  for  a  five  year  term 
and  are  selected  geographically. 
Gerald  Berneking,  Colorado  Springs, 
Colorado,  is  chairman;  Glenn  B.  Lacy 
is  research  director.

I  Message  of  the  Month  | 

As  we  put  forth  special  efforts 
before  and  during  the  Easter  season 
to  relive  the  life  of  Jesus,  as  he  was 
betrayed,  was  crucified  and  then  arose 
from  the  grave,  we  renew  our  faith, 
hope  and  enthusiasm  in  this  inspired 
truth;  that  Jesus  still  lives  today 
and  has  an  incompleted  program  for 
us  to  fulfill.

56  Are  Studying 
To  Serve  Church 

In  a  report  released  this  week,  the 
Department  of  Religion  at  Atlantic 
Chr'stian  College  revealed  that  it 
now  has  56  students  preparing  for 
full-time  Christian  service. 

Of  this  total  39  are  members  of  the 
churches  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ 
while  eight  are  Methodists,  seven  are 
Baptists  and  two  are  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists. 

This  is  the  lai-gest  number  of  stu  • 
dents  the  department  has  ever  had  in 
any  one  semester,  it  was  revealed. 

Of  the  total  group  in  preparation 
for  service  to  the  Church,  33  are 
studying  for  the  Ministry,  while  22 
are  preparing  to  be  directors  of  re- 
ligious education  and  one  is  studying 
to  be  a  medical  missionary. 

A  survej'  of  the  students  in  the  de- 
partment shows  that  most  of  them  are 
already  active  in  the  field.  Fifteen 
of  these  students  are  holding  regular 
pastorates  at  this  time.  Four  are  at 
present  serving  as  directors  of  re- 
ligious education  in  churches,  one  is 
serving  as  a  minister  of  music  and 
seven  more  are  doing  regular  supply 
preaching  at  the  present  time. 

The  Department  of  Religion  at  the 
college  is  headed  by  Dr.  James  M. 
Moudy  as  Chairman. 

Allan  R.  Sharp,  a  member  of  tlie 
department's  faculty  also,  serves  as 
liaison  between  the  churches  who 
need  assistance  from  students  and 
tlie  students  themselves. 

In  conjunction  with  the  work  of  the 
department  Mr.  Sharp  has  just  com- 
pleted a  Christian  Vocations  Confer- 
ence on  the  college  campus  at  which 
t'me  high  school  students  from  all 
over  the  state  visited  the  campus  to 
gat  detailed  information  on  the  values 
of  Full-time  Christian  Service  as 
life's  work. 

It  is  hoped  that  more  and  more 
students  who  are  active  in  the  Chris- 
tian Churches  of  North  Carolina  will 
make  the  decision  to  serve  the  Church 
and  will  receive  their  training  at  At- 
lantic Christian  College.

Their  wives  are  High 
School  graduates  also  and  want  to 
study  with  their  husbands.  To  us,  this 
is  the  most  promising  thing  that  has 
happened  during  our  six  years  stay 
at  Goldsboro  Christian  Institute.  0 
that  some  way  could  be  found  to  give 
these  young  people  what  they  desire 
before  their  inspiration  withers.  They 
are  poor,  young  farm  couples;  they 
have  no  money,  they  sought  us  out 
yearning  that  haply  a  way  might  be 
found. 

The  Church-Workers  Conference, 
the  first  one  ever  to  be  held  in  this 
area,  was  well  attended;  the  number 
was  seventy.  Their  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm left  no  doubt  in  our  mind 
that  when  the  1957  Church-Workers 
Conference  opens,  the  number  in  at- 
tendance will  more  than  double  that 
of  1956.

Rural  Church  Institutes 

A  series  of  one-day  institutes  for 
North  Carolina  Disciple  rural  church- 
es has  been  announced  by  the  rural 
church  committee  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Christian  Missionary  Society. 
Eighty-three  rural  churches  will  con- 
vene at  fourteen  points  within  easy 
traveling  distance  of  the  churches  in 
each  area. 


Purpose 

Designed  to  assist  the  rural  church 
in  enriching  its  program  of  worship 
and  servce,  the  institute  will  offer  the 
opportunity  to  study  the  areas  of  ma- 
jor concern  faced  by  the  church.  The 
sessions  will  seek  to  make  a  realistic 
analysis  of  the  work  and  program  of 
the  congregations  represented  touch- 
ing the  five  areas  under  consideration. 
An  effort  will  be  made  to  determine 
methods  by  which  each  congregation 
can  achieve  greater  results  for  the 
Kingdom. 


Sessions 

Sessions  will  be  patterned  after  the 
self -evaluation  and  discussion  group 
type  of  study.  Areas  to  be  discussed 
and  resource  leaders  for  the  institutes 
are:  Christian  Education  in  the  Rural 
Church,  Wilbur  Wallace;  Stewardship 
in  the  Rural  Church,  Mrs.  H.  H.  Set- 
tle; Evangelism  (membership  con- 
servation and  development),  A.  D. 
Barker;  The  function  and  responsibil- 
ity of  the  Church  Board,  Ivan  Adams; 
Worship  in  the  Rural  Church,  Frank 
Wibiral. 


Program 

The  institutes  will  begin  at  2  p.m. 
with  those  participating  selecting  the 
discussion  group  of  their  choice.  It  is 
suggested  that  each  church  will  have 
representatives  in  each  group.  A  re- 
corder will  be  appointed  for  each 
group  and  a  report  of  the  discussion

•ng  session  which  will  begin  at  7:30 
P.  M. 


The  meetings  will  be  opened  with 
a  devotional  service  conducted  by  the 
host  pastor.  Where  possible,  it  is 
suggested  that  the  host  church  serve 
3  basket  supper  at  6  P.  M.  During  the 
afternoon  session  there  will  be  par- 
allel sessions  for  the  CMF  and  the 
CWF.  The  institute  will  close  with 
showing  of  an  inspirational  movie.

He  has  been  married  to  the  former 
Miss  Lula  Evans  of  Mount  Jackson, 
Va.  for  46  years.

On  April  22  we  completed  a  12- 
day  Stewardship-Evangelism  Crusade 
under  the  direction  of  L.  O.  Leet  of 
Dallas,  Texas.

I  Message  of  the  Month  | 

We  hear  people  talk  about  the 
"Country  Problem"  as  though  it  were 
a  problem  child.  I  don't  know  all 
about  the  country  church,  after  hav- 
ing served  in  that  capacity  for  forty 
years,  yet  some  I  hear  talk  about  it 
seem  to  know  little  or  nothing;  Why 
should  a  preacher  who  lives  in  a 
town  of  over  2500  know  anything 
about  it  ? 

Some  need  to  find  out  that  the 
country  church  is  not  what  it  was 
thirty  years  ago.  We  have  paved 
roads,  automobiles,  radios  and  TV's 
and  besides  boys  and  girls  are  grad- 
uating from  college  and  coming  back 
home  as  leaders;  besides  the  average 
country  home  has  all  the  modern  gad- 
gets that  you  will  find  in  the  city. 

It  is  hard  to  find  a  country  church 
that  has  not  improved  its  facilities 
in  the  last  fifteen  years.  I  can  re- 
member when  it  was  said,  that  if  a 
preacher  didn't  know  much,  send  him 
to  a  country  church,  but  that  has 
changed  to  "If  you  are  going  to  the 
country,  you  better  take  your  best 
sermon. 

We  have  imposed  on  our  country 
churches.  How?  Ministerial  students 
go  to  college,  most  have  no  money, 
and  the  churches  are  sympathetic.  So 
they  let  them  fill  their  pulpits  till 
they  graduate,  then  they  hunt  what 
to  them  is  greener  pastures  "The 
town  or  city  church".  We  wonder. 

I  have  tried  to  show  my  gratitude. 

I  taught  in  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege for  twenty  years;  while  there  I 
said  to  the  students,  after  you  leave 
here,  go  out  there  in  the  country 
church,  roll  up  your  sleeves  and  the 
church  will  never  let  you  down  but 
some  of  them  are  afraid  of  the  old 
"'stigma,'  They  will  call  me  a  country 
preacher.'" 

Let's  stop  riding  through  college 
on  the  back  of  the  country  church, 
then  say  we  are  looking  for  bigger 
things.  Did  you  ever  hear  the  ex- 
pression "that  young  man  has  gone 
to  the  country  to  bury  himself".  Well 
in  our  world  today  if  a  preacher  al- 
lows himself  to  be  buried  he  is  not 
worth  a  funeral. 

I  am  now  preaching  for  two  of 
them;  one  fifteen  and  the  other  forty 
years.  When  I  started  they  were  both 
oblong  unpainted  churches.  But  now 
they  are  both  modern  churches  with 
the  best  equipment,  adequate  class 
rooms,  modern  dining  rooms  and  kit- 
chens. One  has  a  baptistry,  the  other 
has  modern  air-conditioning. 

No  my  brethren  of  the  "Cloth"  I 
have  not  been  belittled,  but  compli- 
mented for  having  the  opportunity  to 
serve  the  country  church.  So  lets 
stop  imposing  on  the  country  church. 

Yes  Me.  I  would  do  it  again.

Disciples  all  over  the  state  felt  a 
deep  sense  of  loss  on  May  4,  when  it 
was  announced  that  Dr.  Travis  A. 
White  had  resigned  as  president  of 
Atlantic  Christian  College  to  be- 
come president  of  Midwestern  Uni- 
versity in  Wichita  Falls,  Texas. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  col- 
lege met  in  special  session  and  ac- 
cepted Dr.  White's  resignation  with 
"regret"  and  wished  him  every  suc- 
cess in  his  new  position. 

Dr.  White,  in  his  letter  to  the 
board,  said:  "I  came  to  Atlantic 
Christian  College  three  years  ago 
with  no  other  intention  than  to  re- 
main as  long  as  my  usefulness  mer- 
ited a  place.  Extenuating  cincum- 
stances  in  the  interim  have  necessi- 
tated a  re-adjustment  of  my  prev- 
ious plans.  It  is  strictly  on  that  basis, 
rather  than  any  unhappiness  or  dis- 
satisfaction with  my  relationship  to 
the  college,  that  prompts  this  deci- 
sion. This  brief  period  has  been  a 
great  one  for  me,  and  I  trust  it  has 
been  a  step  in  the  right  direction 
for  the  college.  I  believe  in  the  pres- 
ent   and    the    future    potential  of

feeling  of  those  on  the  campus  who 
have  worked  under  Dr.  White  for 
the  last  three  years.

There  will  be  two  conventions  held 
during  the  month  of  May.

Looking  Over 
The  Over-Looked 

In  Dr.  E.  J.  Goodspeed's  scholarly 
translation  of  the  New  Testament, 
he  renders,  Mark  11:11, — "And  he 
came — into  the  Temple  and  looked 
it  all  over".  He  saw  it  needed  a  good, 
wholesome,  'Spring-Cleaning',  to 
which  he  set  his  hands  on  the  fol- 
lowing day;  in  what  we  know  as  the 
first  cleansing  of  the  Temple. 

We  may  well  make  both  a  subjec- 
tive and  an  objective  use  of  this 
truth,  remembering,  "Whose  Temple 
ye  are"  and  "Ye  are  clean  but  not 
all".  Since  that  first  church  survey 
and  it's  subsequent  ordering,  there 
has  been  perennial  need  for  vigilance 
along  this  line.  Especially,  is  this 
indicated  on  the  part  of  us  of  the 
restoration  tradition.  The  hour  is 
upon  us.  To  set  our  house  in  order, 
fiom  bow  to  stern,  and  be  ever  ready 
to  receive  Him  within  the  walls.  He 
is  where  you  find  Him — take  a  long 
look,  therefore. 

First,  Reverence  In  Approach  to 
Worship  comes  in  for  diligent  at- 
tention, with  our  so-called  non-con- 
formist bodies.  Trouble  is,  we  are 
not  enough  transformist  either.  The 
fact  that  our  doctrinal  positions  are 
more  tenable,  is  short  of  the  mark. 
Our  devotional  precepts  should  not 
only  be  a  corrolary  but  a  conse- 
quence. One  answer  to  order  is  the 
church,  may  be  order  IN  the  church: 
to  be  applied  to  persons,  property 
and  procedure. 

Furthermore, — Relevance  in  Anxi- 
ety to  Watch,  for  any  sign  of  His 
coming  and  pleasure,  ought  to  engage 
our  serious  efforts.  So  much  was 
going  on  that  day,  it  is  doubted  if 
the  temple  tourists  were  aware  of 
his  person.  No  greater  temptation 
besets  us  today,  than,  "The  Unholy 
Trinity',  of,  "Busy  here  and  there", 
"Cumbered  with  much  serving"  and 
"After   all   these  things". 

Finally, — Resurgence  in  desire  to 
Witness,  with  lips,  lives,  letters  and 
learning  would  draw  the  focus  of 
Christ.  One  never  lacks  a  message 
and  it  need  never  be,  just  an  annual 
faster  chorus.  Christ  is  alive!  Men 
ii.rid  Him!  Jesus  saves  are  very 
old  words  whose  lustre  time  does  not 
dim.  The  early  christians  were  ob- 
sessed with  a  holy  boldness  which 
won  them  this  acclaim:  "They  were 
absolutely  fearless;  absurdly  happy 
and  always  getting  into  trouble". 
That  word  witness  has  a  tang  which 
we  moderns  do  not  exactly  relish.  It 
means  Martyr-paying  now,  in  suf- 
fering and  death,  if  need  be — to  pass 
it  on. 

Looking  upon  a  costly  Sanctuary, 
of  our  persuasion,  in  this  state,  one 
remarked,  'What  a  lovely  edifice', 
but  another,  'What  a  witness  stand'. 
Even  those  of  our  great  preacher-

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The  size  of  place  in  which  Disciples 
of  Christ  had  greatest  significance 
numericftlly  in  1950  was  tliat  of 
1,000-2,500  inhabitants  where  they 
numbered  24-2  per  thousand.  From 
Ihis  size  place  upward,  the  propor- 
tion of  Disciples  dropped  consistently, 
so  that  in  places  of  more  than  50,000 
Disciples  represented  the  second 
lowest  proportion  of  the  population 
of  any  population  category.  The  low- 
est proportion  was  1hat  in  places 
under  1,000,  including  open  country. 
In  that  category,  Disciples  of  Christ 
lu'^nibors  numberL'd  only  7.0  per 
thousand  population. 

If  Disciples  of  Christ  are  going  to 
meet  the  challeng.^  of  a  cliaiiging 
America  they  must  give  an  account 
of  tiiemselves  in  the  following  ways: 
Establish  now  churchcs--strengthcii 
and  maintain  the  church  in  difficult 
areas — develop  a  system  to  facilitate 
transfer  of  membership  from  one 
church  of  Disciples  of  Christ  to  an- 
other in  the  face  of  mobile  popula- 
tion— increase  the  evangelistic  out- 
reach. 

It  is  a  conservative  estimate,  based 
on  data  revealed  by  the  1953  Year 
Book  study,  that  it  would  take  1,000 
ministers  in  addition  to  the  present 
supply  to  give  the  existing  churches 
the  services  they  desire  and  are  able 
to  support.  In  addition  to  the  1,000 
iicedcd  to  take  up  the  slack,  it  is 
estimated  that  it  will  take  at  lease 
525  each  year  for  the  next  two  dec- 
ades to  supply  the  needs  for  replace- 
ments of  those  removed  from  the 
ranks  by  death,  retirement  or  other 
causes  (325  annually)  and  to  give 
Icad'jrship  to  the  new  churches 
which  need  to  be  started  each  year 
until  1975  (200  annually).  This  is  to 
say  nothing  of  those  needed  to  serve 
as  associates,  directors  of  religious 
education,  staff  members  of  agencies, 
editors   and  missionaries. 

Corporate  planning  and  program- 
ming is  no  longer  an  option  which 
Disciples  of  Christ  may  choose  or 
reject,  but  rather  is  a  necessity  which 
they  must  learn  bo  practice  with  skill 
and  delight  born  of  true  brotherhood. 
With  changes  taking  place  at  such 
a  rapid  pace  and  with  such  large 
cohorts  of  people  involved,  it  is  folly 
for  Disciples  of  Christ  to  continue  a 
laisscz  faire  policy  in  their  witness- 
ing for  Christ.  While  it  is  quite  pos- 
sible for  a  single  congregation  to 
prosper  temporarily  under  such  a 
policy,  in  the  end  little  has  been  ac- 
complished for  the  Church  as  a 
whole.

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Dr.  Wafers  Makes  Er^wiable  Rec

A  man  of  many  talents  who  has 
done  well  with  all  of  them  is  Dr 
John  Mayo  Waters  of  Arapahoe  and 
Wilson,  an  eminent  and  respected  Tar 
Heel  Christian  Church  leader  who 
observed  his  71st  birthday  on  Sunday 
July  8. 

So  varied  are  his  achievements 
that  it  is  difficult  to  say  in  which 
one  he  should  come  first.  Perhaps 
he  stands  out  as  a  college  builder 
and  rural  church  leader. 

He  would  prefer  to  be  known  above 
all  as  a  rural  church  and  community 
builder.  His  pastorate  at  the  Bethany 
Christian  Church  at  Arapahoe  has 
lasted  for  nearly  40  years  and  is  per- 
haps unique  in  this  respect  alone.  He 
has  helped  to  build  of  Arapahoe  one 
of  the  finest  farming  communities 
in  the  State  and  Bethany  Church  into 
one  of  the  largest  and  strongest  rur- 
al churches  in  North  Carolina. 


Todai  "Special  Assistant  to  the 
President,"  his  official  connection 
v.'ith  Atlantic  Christian  College  has 
been  both  the  longest  (1927-56)  and 
the  most  productive.  He  has  played 
a  major  role  in  the  student  body's 
increase  from  150  to  over  600;  the 
physical  Plant's  growth  from  two 
to  nearly  a  dozen  buildings  and  an 
endowment  increase  from  almost 
nothing  to  over  $450,000. 

As  a  Bible  professor  at  ACC  from 
1930  to  1950,  he  has  probably  in- 
fluenced more  ministers  than  any 
other  teacher  there.  He  played  a  de- 
cisive role  in  bringing  about  the  new 
summer  youth  camp,  "Camp  Caro- 
line," at  Arapahoe.  He  helped  Pam- 
lico County  embark  upon  a  pioneer 
road-paving  program  in  the  1920's 
and  a  modern  tax  program  recently. 

Vital  Statistics:  Born  July  2,  1885 
near  Pinetown  in  Beaufort  County. 


High  School  and  liberal  arts  educa- 
tion at  ACC,  1911-1918.  AB,  1918  and 
D.  D.,  1952.  Attended  Vanderbilt 
Univ.  1922-23.  Pastor  at  Bethany 
Church  from  1912  to  1956  with  ex- 
ception of  four  years.  Other  pastor- 
ates at  Dunn,  Dover,  and  Mill  Creek, 
1914-18;  and  Armenia,  1941-56.  En- 
dowment Secretary,  ACC,  1927-1950.

I  Message  of  the  Month  | 

"I  have  called  you  friends;  for  all 
things  that  I  have  -heard  from  my 
Father  I  have  made  known  unto  you. 
Ye  did  not  choose  me  but  I  chose  you, 
and  appointed  you,  that  ye  should  go 
and  bear  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit 
should  abide.  John  15:15,  16. 

Nearly  twenty  centuries  ago  there 
walked  under  Syrian  skies  one  who 
believed  that  a  different  sort  of  world 
was  possible;  a  world  of  justice,  of 
peace  and  good  will  among  men.  He 
believed  that  men  could  be  born  anew, 
that  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  could 
become  the  Kingdom  of  God.  He 
translated  His  faith  into  friendship 
with  men,  let  them  into  the  secrets 
of  God.  "All  things  that  I  have  heard 
from  my  Father  I  have  made  known 
unto  you." 

Men  in  friendship  with  God  are 
conscious  of  His  purpose  and  power. 
They  are  made  aware  of  them  in  na- 
ture, in  history,  in  revelation,  and  in 
personal  experience.  They  feel  the  ir- 
resistible urge  of  the  infinite.  In  this 
we  have  the  assurance  of  progess.  Ra- 
tional progress  is  not  the  child  of  a 
single  agent.  Many  forces  unite  in  its 
onward  sweep.  The  achievements  of 
the  past,  the  labors  of  the  present, 
and  the  hopes  of  the  future  unite. 
The  spiritual  and  material  walk  to- 
gether harmoniously.  Religion  and 
science  are  in  a  sacred  compact.  God 
and  man  are  joined  in  high  fellow- 
ship. The  forces  are  not  always  equal 
but  all  are  contributory. 

We  glory  in  the  knowledge  and 
presence  of  God.  This  we  should  do, 
but  it  is  not  a  warrant  for  minimiz- 
ing our  powers  and  possibilities.  "I 
chose  you,  and  appointed  you,  that 
ye  should  go  and  bear  fruit."  Are 
our  varied  resources  at  the  disposal 
of  God  and  humanity?  May  we  ex- 
pect God  to  release  His  power  for 
spiritual  and  social  progress  while  we 
withhold  ours?  Some  act  as  if  they 
expected  God  to  complete  the  task 
v.'ithout  their  cooperation.  If  we  re- 
fuse to  unite  sympathetically  with 
Him,  the  solution  of  our  human  prob- 
lems will  never  be  reached.  If  we  are 
not  interested  enough  in  our  own 
well-being  and  the  well-being  of  so- 
ciety to  put  in  our  mite,  we  are  un- 
worthy of  the  civilization  of  which 
we  are  a  part ;  that  cost  so  much  in 
blood  and  treasure. 

I  emphasize  not  only  the  God- 
power,  but  the  man-power  the  human 
resources:  intelligence,  emotion,  will, 
culture,  labor,  friendship,  money, 
what  place  and  end  have  these? 
Have  we  dedicated  them  to  the  glory 
of  God  and  human  advancement? 

From  Jesus  Christ  a  clear  unmis- 
takeable  challenge  comes:  "Thy  God 
commandeth  thy  strength."  "I  have 
chosen  you  and  appointed  you  to  go 
and  bear  fruit." 

We  believe  in  God,  we  rejoice  in 


the  gxiidance  of  His  Spirit  and  I  trust 
the  friendship  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
breathe  a  prayer  for  courage  to  ac- 
cept His  challenge,  making  sincere 
effort  to  present  our  bodies  as  living 
sacrifices,  holy,  acceptable  unto  God, 
which  is  our  spiritual  service.

Oldest  Building  on  ACC  Campus  Demolished 


The  famous  Kinsey  Hall  tower  can  be  seen  through  the  wreckage  of 
the  building's  walls  as  the  old  structure  was  being  torn  down  on  the  Atlantic 
Christian  College  campus. 

Record  Enrollment  Reported 


The  largest  first  term  enrollment 
in  the  history  of  Atlantic  Christian 
College's  Summer  School  has  been 
reported  by  Mrs.  Bethany  R.  Joyner, 
College  Registrar. 

Mrs.  Joyner  reports  that  375  stu- 
dents were  enrolled  during  the  term 
which  opened  on  June  5  and  closed 
on  July  11. 

Students  enrolled  in  the  term  rep- 
resent 16  other  colleges  besides  ACC 
and  many  are  public  school  teachers 
who  were  renewing  certificates. 

The   second  term  of  the  summer 


session  at  the  college  opened  on  July 
12  and  will  close  on  Friday,  August 
17. 

Plans  for  the  annual  summer  grad- 
uation call  for  this  event  to  be  held 
August  17,  at  8  P.  M. 

James  D.  Daniell,  Director  of  Stu- 
dent Recruitment  at  the  college,  has 
already  reported  that  more  than  275 
students  have  made  application  to 
enter  the  college  for  the  first  time 
this  Fall. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  college's  en- 
rollment for  the  Fall  semester  will 
total  about  850  students. 


The  oldest  landmark  of  the  birth 
of  Christian  higher  education  among 
the  Disciples  of  Christ  in  North  Car- 
olina has  ceased  to  exist. 

Workmen  completed  the  task  of  de- 
molishing Kinsey  Hall  on  the  Atlan- 
tic Christian  College  campus  two 
weeks  ago.  It  was  one  of  eastern 
North  Carolina's  oldest  college  build- 
ings. 

The  old  building  was  older  than 
the  college  itself.  It  was  built  in  1897 
by  the  Wilson  Education  Association 
to  serve  as  Kinsey  Seminary. 

A  favorable  report  for  the  purchase 
of  Kinsey  Seminary  in  Wilson  was 
made  at  the  Fifty-seventh  North  Car- 
olina Christian  Missionary  Conven- 
tion, meeting  at  Kinston,  October  30 
to  November  2,  1901.  The  committee 
on  education  (D.  W.  Davis,  B.  H. 
Melton,  W.  J.  Crumpler,  E.  A.  Moye, 
and  Dr.  H.  D.  Harper)  recommended 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Missionary  Society 
to  act  as  agents  of  the  Convention  in 
acquiring  this  college  property  from 
the  Wilson  Education  Association, 
and  to  appoint  four  trustees  to  have 
immediate  supervision  of  the  campus. 

On  May  1,  1902,  Atlantic  Christian 
College  was  incorporated  with  the 
late  George  Hackney  as  treasurer. 
It  was  in  September  of  1902  that  the 
college  officially  opened  with  Kinsey 
Hall  as  its  only  campus  structure. 

From  then  until  six  weeks  ago, 
Kinsey  Hall  had  been  the  center  of 
campus  activity.  Down  through  the 
years  its  wings  and  rooms  have 
served  a  multitude  of  purposes.  Ev- 
veryone  of  the  more  than  10,000  per- 
sons who  have  attended  Atlantic 
Christian  College  since  1902  has  had 
classes  in  the  rooms  of  Kinsey. 

Many  of  these  same  students  lived 
and  ate  in  Kinsey  during  the  time  all 
the  college  operation  was  conducted 
in  the  rooms  of  Kinsey. 

About  three  years  ago  the  upper 
floors  of  the  building  were  closed 
off  with  the  faculty  occupying  only 
part  of  the  second  floor  space  for 
offices. 

The  demolition  work  was  carried 
out  by  the  J.  H.  Fortson  Construc- 
tion Company  of  Wilson.  Space  cov- 
ered by  the  old  building  will  now  be 
used  as  open  campus  area. 

The  new  classroom  building  on 
the  ACC  campus  will  be  completed 
on  August  19  and  will  take  care  of 
850  students  at  any  one  hour.

Elementary  School,  served  as  Dis- 
trict Director.  The  daily  hikes,  led  by 
Bill  Brown,  kept  the  campers  yearn- 
ing for  the  hour  when  they  would  hit 
the  trail;  for  they  knew  that  new  in- 
teresting experiences  would  be  theirs 
to  enjoy.  Story  telling  around  the 
campfire  held  the  center  of  evening 
attractions  with  everyone  fighting 
for  a  chance  to  take  part  in  the  fes- 
tival. All  "Quests"  were  done  with 
fervent  zeal  and  the  displays, 
at  the  end  of  th2  camp  season,  were 
admired  by  all  who  chanced  to  see 
them. 

The  Youth  Summer  Confer'ence 
"which  opened  June  24th,  and  closed 
June  29th,  was  also  a  hap-^y  exper- 
ience. We  had  a  total  of  97  in  at- 
tendance: 76  of  these  were  Conferees. 
The  Conference  was  directed  by  Miss 
Charlotte  C.  Johnson  of  Dover,  N.  C. 
who  gave  of  herself  to  make  the  pro- 
ject interesting  and  profitable.  We 
have  never  had  a  more  promising 
group  to  attend  Conference.  Seven 
committed  themselves  to  full-time 
religious  service.  The  Enlistment 
Course  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  Ada 
K.  Melvin  who  committed  herself  to 
full-time  religious  service  in  our  1950 
Summer  Conference.  She  has  now 
finished  High  School,  has  her  A.  B, 
Degree  from  Jarvis  Christian  College 
and  is  married  to  Elder  James  L.  Mel- 
vin who  also  committed  himself  to 
full-time  religious  service  in  our  1950 
Summer  Conference.  Together,  they 
are  above  average  effective  in  fol- 
lowing through  on  their  commitment. 
Of  the  seven  who  committed  them- 
selves this  summer,  three  were  young 
men,  fine  prospects,  who  chose  to 
study  for  the  Ministry.  The  four 
girls  chose  the  field  of  Mission.

Arapahoe 

Bethany  Christian  Church  at  Ara- 
pahoe is  not  only  the  largest  church 
of  any  kind  in  Pamlico  County  where 
it  is  located,  but  it  is  one  of  the 
largest  and  strongest  rural  churches 
of  any  denomination  in  the  State. 
This  ranking  has  largely  been 
achieved  through  the  40  years  min- 
istry of  Dr.  John  M.  Waters,  one  of 
the  longest  in  North  Carolina. 

The  plant  is  valued  at  $75,000  plus 
a  new  $12,000  parsonage.  A  $20,000 
improvement  program  has  just  been 
completed.  Eleven  classrooms  have 
been  added  and  an  air-conditioned  kit- 
chen and  dining  room  built. 

Since  Dr.  Waters  took  over  as  a 
student  pastor  in  1912,  the  member- 
ship has  grown  from  125  to  350  with 
250  resident  members.  The  Sunday 
School  attendance  has  increased 
from  100  to  200. 

During  his  pastorate  Arapahoe  has 
furnished  more  students  (nearly  100) 
to  ACC  than  any  other  rural  com- 
munity. Thirteen  students  were  at- 
tending during  one  year.  From  the 
Jack  J.  Brinson  family  alone  has 
come  six  students,  one  of  whom.  Rev. 
Marion  Brinson,  is  a  minister.  Arapa- 
hoe is  one  of  the  best  college-trained 
farming  areas  in  the  State.  Coming 
from  Arapahoe  are  Rev.  L.  B.  Ben- 
nett at  Macclesfield  and  Rev.  Preston 
Parsons  at  Wendell.

Unified  Promotion 
Goals  For  1956-57 

The  budget  of  askings  for  the 
causes  in  Unified  Promotion  is  $4,- 
904,200,  which  is  $666,043.37  above 
the  giving  of  1955-56,  or  15.7%.  It 
is  based  on  needs  of  Christ's  work 
and  depends  upon  the  response  of  the 
churches  and  their  organizations. 
When  your  goals  are  made,  think  on 
these  things: 

— that  doubled  giving  by  June  30, 
1960,  over  June  30,  1950,  continues  to 
be  the  purpose  of  Unified  Promotion 
for  the  decade. 

— that  doubled  giving  of  dollars  is 
not  adequate  to  provide  doubled  serv- 
ice by  June  30,  1956. 

— that  according  to  the  Consumer's 
Guild  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
dollar  in  May  1956  was  13.6%  less 
than  in  1949. 

—that  by  June  30,  1960,  the  goal 
needs  to  mean  enough  dollars  so  that 
purchasing  power  may  be  doubled. 

— that  when  a  church  and  its  or- 
ganizations have  achieved  doubled 
giving  in  dollars  that  it  attain  double 
service  by  giving  additional  dollars. 

— that  when  a  church  and  its  or- 
ganizations have  achieved  doubled 
service  it  make  an  approach  to  its 
potential  in  the  practice  of  Christian 
stewardship. 

— that  when  a  church  and  its  or- 
ganizations have  not  yet  achieved 
doubled  dollars  they  press  on  for  this 
objective  and  to  double  service. 


How  Do  Churches  Succeed? 

Some  churches  seem  to  succeed 
with  an  effective  stewardship  pro- 
gram and  others  wonder  how  they  do 
it.  It  does  not  depend  upon  the  size 
of  the  church  or  the  special  abilities 
of  its  members.  But  success  comes 
when  a  minister  and  his  church  lead- 
ers take  God  at  His  word  when  He 
promises  spiritual  blessings  to  His 
faithful  stewards.  Success  is  no  ac- 
cident but  the  result  of  thorough 
planning  by  the  minister  and  steward- 
ship committee.  Stewardship  is 
taught  regularly  and  effectively  from 
the  pulpit  and  in  every  class  and  or- 
ganization. The  best  of  books,  leaf- 
lets, and  film  are  used.  All  are  chal- 
lenged to  commit  themselves  as  faith- 
ful stewards  of  life — time,  abilities, 
and  possessions.  When  such  a  pro- 
gram is  carried  through  the  church 
succeeds  in  doing  what  God  expects 
of  it.  Whatever  a  church  sows,  that 
will  it  also  reap. 


I  Message  of  the  Month  | 

In  the  treasure  house  of  poems  by 
unknown  authors,  there  is  a  short 
poem  with  a  message  that  reminds 
us  of  our  Christian  faith,  and  its 
title  calls  us  to  examine  ourselves. 
The  one  to  which  the  writer  refers 
is  "God  Shows  in  Your  Face."  The 
first  lines  of  the  poem  read. 

You  don't  have  to  tell  how  you  live 
each  day; 

You  don't  have  to  say  if  you  work 
or  play; 

A  tried,  true  barometer  serves  in 

the  place. 
However  you  live  it  will  show  in 

your  face. 
Our  Christian  faith  is  expressed  not 
in  words,  but  in  deeds.  How  we  share 
with  others  and  how  we  love  each 
other  will  be  seen  in  our  deeds  and  in 
our  faces.  Jesus  was  more  concerned 
about  what  men  did  than  what  they 
said.  He  knew  that  what  a  man  does 
will  be  first  in  his  heart. 

Our  faces  reveal  our  Christian 
character  and  attitudes. 

The  false,  the  deceit  that  you  bear 

in  your  heart. 
Will  not  stay  inside  where  it  first 

got  a  start. 
Some  Christians  think  that  long  faces 
and  sadness  is  the  badge  that  they 
must  wear  to  follow  God.  Christianity 
is  a  happy  religion,  and  individuals 
ought  to  be  happy  to  be  following 
Christ.  There  is  nothing  that  will  kill 
a  Christian  witness  like  a  sad,  unbe- 
lieving and  ungodlike  face.  The  per- 
son who  has  found  God  will  express 
his  happiness  and  joy  in  his  attitude 
and  in  his  face. 

Ministers  are  guilty  at  this  point 
many  times.  Sometimes  ministers 
have  been  so  stern  that  people  are 
afraid  to  talk  with  them.  Some  min- 
isters are  known  as  "antis"  because 
they  are  always  against  what  ever 
comes  up.  Their  faces  often  reveal 
this  attitude.  One  cannot  imagine  the 
face  of  Jesus  revealing  confusion, 
turmoil,  but  only  love  and  compas- 
sion. The  writer  sees  the  face  of  Jesus 
not  as  a  stern  one,  but  rather  a  face 
that  was  filled  with  conviction.  We 
who  are  seeking  to  follow  after 
Jesus  must  have  that  same  type  of 
face. 

If  you  live  close  to  God  in  His  in- 
finite grace — 

You  don't  have  to  tell  it,  it  shows 
in  your  face. 
You  need  not  tell  a  person  what  you 
believe  about  Jesus.  It  will  be  seen 
in  your  face.  These  are  days  and 
times  that  each  person  who  has 
found  his  Christ  should  be  expressing 
it  in  his  face.  It  is  an  old  expression, 
"Smile  and  the  world  smiles  with 
you."  It  is  true  for  the  Christian, 
the  one  who  shows  love  in  his  face 
will  have  love  in  his  heart  and  in 
deed.

Are  Being  Used       As  New  ACC  President 


Four  new  buildings  were  placed  in 
active  service  on  the  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  campus  with  the  opening 
of  the  college  for  the  Fall  semester. 

The  four  new  installations  are  the 
new  classroom  building,  the  science 
and  mathematics  building,  the  admin- 
istration building,  and  the  new  col- 
lege infirmary. 

Seating  for  850  students  at  any  one 
hour  is  available  >n  the  classroom 
structure  which  is  a  two  story  build- 
ing of  brick,  glass  and  porcelain 
panels.

The  new  science  and 
mathematics  structure  can  easily  ac- 
commodate a  college  student  body  of 
1,000  students,  and  the  new  infirmary 
will  accommodate  12  bed-patients  at 
one  time. 

Another  installation,  the  Alumni- 
Student  Center,  is  now  under  con- 
struction and  will  be  ready  by  Octo- 
ber 1.  This  unit  will  be  located  in  the 
basement  of  Hardy  Dining  Hall.  Lo- 
cated in  the  center  will  be  the  offices 
for  Dean  of  Men  and  Dean  of  Wo- 
men of  the  college.  Also  contained  in 
the  unit  will  be  two  large  lounges, 
rest  rooms,  the  campus  post  office, 
soda  shop  and  book  store. 

Furnishings  for  the  new  center  are 
being  provided  by  the  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  Alumni  Associatioi, 
headed  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  House 
Hughey  of  Raleigh,  state  Librarian 
and  Director  of  the  North  Carolina 
Library  Commission.

The  date  for  convening  the  Annual 
Assembly  is  upon  us.

It 
is  our  hope  that  each  Pastor,  Church 
Official  and  Member  will  see  to  it 
that  his  little  part,  relative  to  budget 
contribution,  is  played  well.  If  this 
is  done,  even  with  added  obligations, 
we  will  be  able  to  carry  the  program 
with  apparent  ease. 

There  will  be  an  Educational  Rally 
on  Friday  night  during  the  Assembly. 
It  will  be  conducted  under  the  joint 
auspices  of  Leaders  of  Bible  School 
Conventions  number  1  and  2.  Ushers 
Conventions  number  1  and  2  and  the 
C.  Y.  F.  Convention.  If  we  hope  to 
follow  through  on  our  plan  to  con- 
duct an  Observation  Bible  School  in 
early  1957,  we  need  to  raise  sufficient 
funds  during  this  effort  to  assure 
success.  No  project  we  can  think  of 
now  could  be  more  helpful  to  the 
program  of  the  Bible  School  than  a 
series  of  Observation  Bible  Schools 
and  many  Superintendents  and 
Teachers  have  expressed  desire  to 
attend. 

According  to  plans,  there  vnll  not 
be  a  joint  meeting  in  1957;  instead, 
the  Number  1  Convention  will  be  en- 
tertained by  Philippi  Christian 
Church,  Greenville  and  Number  2 
will  journey  to  Union  Grove  Church 
of  Christ,  Clinton. 

We  are  anxious  that  each  Local 
Church  will  begin  now  to  promote  the 
Observation  Bible  School  project  and 
urge  its  teachers  to  prepare  to  at- 
tend. It  will  be  a  wonderful  opportun- 
ity for  Bible  School  Teachers  to 
groom  themselves  for  more  effective 
service  at  home.

Worship 

1.  O  Praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  na- 
tions; praise  him,  all  ye  people. 

2.  For  His  merciful  kindness  is 
great  toward  us;  and  the  truth  of 
the  Lord  endure th  forever,  Praise  ye 
the  Lord.  Psalm  117. 

I — It  is  effective  to  have  a  call  to 
worship  in  our  C.  W.  F.  Meetings 
as  well  as   in  larger  groups.  This 


may  consist  of  scripture,  prayer  and 
a  hsrmn,  or  quiet  music. 

II —  A  worship  center  is  not  neces- 
sary; but  often  helps  to  call  us  to 
worship  and  to  make  our  period  of 
meditation  and  prayer  more  mean- 
ingful. The  worship  center  should  be 
very  simple,  the  Bible,  a  candle,  a 
single  flower  picture,  palm  or  fern 
will  do:  Color  may  be  used  as  a  back- 
ground or  to  cover  a  table.  If  you 
are  studjring  a  particular  country  a 
costume  or  something  made  by  the 
people  studied  could  be  used. 

III—  Offering  should  be  a  part  of 
the  worship,  never  call  it  a  collec- 
tion; but  an  offering,  a  part  of  our- 
selves given  freely  to  serve  God's 
purposes  and  people. 

rv — Choose  a  person  acquainted 
with  God  or  one  who  has  a  sincere  de- 
sire to  know  God,  to  lead  the  worship, 
not  always  the  person  most  gifted  in 
speech  should  be  used.  Ask  some 
quite  retiring  woman,  perhaps  who 
will  really  lead  the  group  in  real 
worship. 

V—  Use  C.W.F.  Worship  Manual. 
It  is  full  of  helpful  ideas  and  tells 
you  where  to  secure  material.  Order 
it  from  222  S.  Downey,  Indianapolis, 
Ind. 

VI—  Scripture,  music,  poem  help  to 
create  a  true  sense  of  God's  great- 
ness. His  love  and  His  presence. 

VII —  Be  sure  to  dedicate  the  of- 
fering, while  thinking  of  causes  it 
will  serve  and  of  the  great  needs  in 
the  world. 

VTII— Be  on  the  look  out  for  beau- 
tiful poems  and  words  of  inspiration 
by  those  who  have  sought  and  found 
God. 

IX —  Study  the  great  hymns  and 
tell  something  about  the  writers  be- 
fore you  read  or  sing  the  hymns. 

X —  The  leader  should  not  be  in  a 
hurry;  but  should  stay  within  the 
time  set  aside  for  worship  allowing 
time  for  the  study  period.  The  leader 
should  have  spent  much  time  in 
study,  prayer  and  meditation  seeking 
herself  to  be  in  tune  with  God  be- 
fore she  attempts  to  lead  others. 

Let  us  as  worship  leaders  for  the 
year  1956-57  ^rive  to  make  worship 
the  center  and  the  foundation  of  our 
programs  and  of  our  lives.

Gain  in  the  Year  of  1955-56 

1955-56  was  the  best  year  of  the 
twenty-one  of  service  of  Unified  Pro- 
motion. A  major  portion  of  the  credit 
belongs  to  the  churches  and  their  or- 
ganizations. Together  a  victory  has 
been  won. 

Here  are  the  facts:  As  of  June  30, 
1956,  the  offerings  subject  to  division 
totaled  $4,238,156.21,  which  was  a 
gain  of  $348,581.93  over  last  year 
and  a  gain  of  $2,090,188.67  over  June 
30,  1950.  The  percentage  of  gain  over 
last  year  was  8:96%,  and  the  per- 
centage of  gain  over  June  30,  1950, 
was  97.31%. 

In  addition,  the  funds  not  subject 
to  division  as  of  June  30,  1956,  to- 
taled $1,252,041.63,  which  was  an  in- 
crease over  last  year  of  $94,150.29*, 
and  an  increase  over  June  30,  1950, 
of  $1,069,053.39. 

The  capital  funds  effort  is  largely 
responsible  for  this  accomplishment. 

4,225  churches  were  represented  in 
the  offerings  this  year.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  23  over  last  year  and  291 
over  June  30,  1950. 

Again  a  word  of  commendation  is 
offered  to  all  who  have  made  possi- 
ble this  victory.  In  the  new  year 
"Fulfill  Your  Ministry."

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Student  Ministers  vs. 
Part-Time  Pastors 

A  good  many  churches  in  town 
and  country  do  not  have  ministers 
who  live  in  the  community.  Many 
of  these  pastors  arrive  only  for  Sun- 
day services.  Others  spend  a  week- 
end with  the  church.  They  are  com- 
monly thought  of  as  "part-time"  pas- 
tors. 

This  is  to  say  that  a  student  min- 
ister is  not  a  part-time  pastor. 

A  part-time  pastor  is  one  who  is 
engaged  in  the  ministry  for  part  of 
his  time,  but  engages  in  some  other 
enterprise,  also.  Perhaps  he  is  a 
school  teacher,  a  farmer,  a  govern- 
ment employee,  or  something  else. 
He  spends  most  of  his  time  during 
the  week  in  other  work,  and  preaches 
on  Sunday. 

A  student  minister  is  in  the  min- 
istry full  time.  All  week  at  school 
his  thoughts  are  directed  toward  the 
ministry — in  his  Bihle  study,  in  his 
study  of  practical  theology  (church 
work),  and  in  all  his  other  religious 
studies.  Everything  he  studies  ia 
directly  beneficial  to  him  in  his 
church  work.  His  entire  time  is 
actually  devoted  to  the  ministry. 

While  some  student  ministers  have 
not  had  much  practical  ministry  in 
churches,  this  is  more  than  made  up 
for  by  their  undivided  attention  to 
their  ministry  through  the  whole 
week  —  at  school,  and  in  their 
churches.  The  man  who  lives  by  some 
other  means,  and  gives  his  major 
thought  to  it,  serves  the  church 
mainly  by  drawing  upon  his  past  ex- 
perience and  thought,  because  he 
gives  most  of  his  time  and  energy  to 
something  else  each  week. 

Moreover,  the  church  which  uses 
a  student  minister  not  only  gets  a 
man  whose  undivided  attention  is 
given  to  the  ministry,  but  it  makes 
a  contribution  to  the  training  of  the 
ministry  because  (1)  It  provides  a 
training  ground  for  him,  where  he 
actually  learns  to  do  by  doing;  and 
(2)  It  helps  him  stay  in  school  by 
the  salary  it  pays  him  for  his  serv- 
ices. 

Therefore: 

A  student  minister  ought  to  give 
his  best  to  the  church,  because  it  is 
helping  him  to  become  a  better  min- 
ister; and 

A  church  ought  to  do  the  very  best 
it  can  by  its  student  minister,  so 
that  he  can  give  his  utmost  to  them 
in  service. — E.  D.  Hammer,  Phillips 
University.

New  Record  Set 
For  Enrollment 

A  17  percent  increase  in  enroll- 
ment has  given  Atlantic  Christian 
College  the  largest  student  body  in 
its  55-year  history,  it  was  announced 
by  Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  president 
of  the  college. 

The  college  has  852  students  en- 
rolled for  the  Fall  semester.  Last 
Fall  the  college  had  724  students 
enrolled  giving  the  institution  an  in- 
crease of  128  students  for  this  Fall. 

"We  are  highly  pleased  that  our 
enrollment  has  growTi  in  such  a  rapid 
manner,"  Dr.  Wenger  said.  "This 
indicates  that  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege is  carrying  on  a  program  of 
high  quality  and  we  hope  to  improve 
on  that  program  every  year,"  he  said. 

Included  in  the  student  body  for 
the  first  time  this  Fall  are  35  nurse 
trainees  from  the  Wilson  School  of 
Nursing.  The  School  of  Nursing 
and  Atlantic  Christian  College  have 
entered  into  an  agreement  by  which 
the  college  will  provide  training  this 
year  in  the  field  of  science.  Plans 
caII  for  the  program  to  lead  eventu- 
ally to  a  full-time  degree  granting 
program  of  nursing  on  the  ACC 
campus. 

"We  are  entering  into  the  nursing 
field  in  this  manner  because  we  see 
a  great  need  in  North  Carolina  for 
a  training  ground  on  the  college  level 
for  nurses,"  Dr.  Wenger  said. 

Also  included  in  the  student  body 
are  students  from  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida, 
Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Alabama,  New 
York,  New  Jersey,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Virginia,  Michigan  and  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

There  are  292  new  students  en- 
rolled at  the  college  this  fall,  it  was 
pointed  out.

Record  Attendance 
At  Des  Moines 

DES  MOINES,  Iowa,  Sept.  28-Oct. 
3,  1956  —  The  largest  Assembly  in 
the  history  of  the  International  Con- 
vention of  Disciples  of  Christ  spent 
five  days  talking  about  the  ministry, 
then  elected  a  slate  of  officers  dom- 
inated by  laymen. 

Almost  10,000  church  people,  in- 
cluding fraternal  delegates  from  sev- 
eral other  countries,  were  registered 
for  the  convention.  Final  registra- 
tion number  was  9,630. 

Elected  president  of  the  conven- 
tion was  John  Rogers,  lawyer  from 
Tulsa,  Okla.,  and  the  first  layman 
in  21  years  to  hold  the  top  conven- 
ton  office.  An  active  member  of 
Tulsa's  First  Christian  Church,  he  is 
dean  of  the  School  of  La.v  of  The 
University  of  Tulsa. 

Dr.  Cecil  A.  Denney,  minister  from 
Miami,  Fla.,  was  elected  first  vice- 
president;  Mrs.  C.  C.  Smith  of  Port- 
land, Ore.,  second  vice-president; 
and  Owen  Crist,  layman  from  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  third  vice-president. 
William  L.  Jones,  businessman  from 
Louisville,  Ky.,  was  elected  treas- 
urer. 

Convention  speakers  repeatedly 
told  delegates  of  their  responsibili- 
ties in  recruiting,  educating  and  sus- 
taining ministers.  Theme  of  the 
Assembly  was  "Spokesmen  for  God." 

In  spite  of  opposition  from  several 
delegates,  the  Assembly  passed  a 
resolution  to  change  the  name  of  the 
convention  from  International  Con- 
vention of  Disciples  of  Christ  to  In- 
ternational Convention  of  Christian 
Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

The  name  change  was  intended 
primarily  to  make  it  possible  for  the 
communion,  largest  that  has  origin- 
ated on  American  soil,  to  be  listed  in 
the  United  States  Census  of  Religious 
Bodies  as  the  Christian  Churches. 

In  a  lengthy  resolution  that  dealt 
with  10  major  social  issues,  the  Dis- 
ciples declared  that  they  are  in  ac- 
cord with  the  Supreme  Court's  de- 
cision outlawing  segregation  in  the 
public  schools.

New  Pension  Fund  Benefits 

New  and  increased  benefits  of  the 
expanded  Pension  Plan  went  into  ef- 
fect October  1,  1956  without  any 
added  cost  to  church  or  member. 

For  most  members  this  increases 
the  active  service  death  benefits  from 
12  months  to  18  months  salary,  pay- 
able in  a  lump  sum  with  the  basic 
$1,000.00.  The  cash  death  benefits 
have  a  combined  maximum  of  |11,- 
000.00.  Widow,  minor  child  and  full 
orphan  pensions  continue  on  the 
regular  scale.  However,  there  is  for 
each  surviving  child  an  added  schol- 
arship benefit  of  $2,000.00  payable 
$500.00  a  year  for  each  of  four  years 
in  college. 

The  pension  for  total  and  perma- 
nent disability  is  raised  from  $900.00 
to  $1,200.00  a  year.  The  death  bene- 
fits for  death  in  disability  to  age 
sixty-five  are  increased  up  to  $10,000. 

The  Pensioner  Death  Benefit  for 
retired  and  disabled  pensioners  be- 
yond age  sixty-five  is  increased  from 
$500.00  to  $750.00. 


I  Message  of  the  Month  | 

This  column  is  being  written  on 
Election  Eve  at  a  time  when  the 
usual  climate  of  pre-election  uncer- 
tainty has  been  over  shadowed  oy 
the  grim  developments  in  Egypt, 
Hungary,  and  indeed  throughout  the 
whole  world.  Anxious  questions  are 
being  asked  on  every  hand.  How 
will  this  conflict  effect  our  economy? 
Will  we  be  drawn  into  the  conflict? 
Who  are  our  friends  as  nations,  if 
indeed  we  have  any. 

These  and  numerous  other  ques- 
tions reflect  the  deep  apprehension 
into  which  our  world  has  been 
plunged.  We  as  Christians,  however, 
are  not  compelled  to  choose  between 
hopeless  options.  Rather,  we  can 
maintain  an  attitude  of  hope  which  is 
the  natural  fruit  of  our  faith.  We  are 
living  again  in  a  time  which  under- 
scores the  fact  that  our  hope  ultim- 
ately depends  neither  upon  a  sound 
world  situation  nor  upon  a  stable 
economic  order  for  its  existence.  It 
is  founded  upon  the  assurance  that 
though  men  may  thwart  the  will  of 
God  by  setting  themselves  against 
their  neighbors,  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  His  righteousness  will  be  the  ul- 
timate victors.  What  remains  for  us 
to  do  is  to  determine  beyond  any 
shadow  of  doubt  that  we  stand  in  the 
right  and  that  we  demonstrate  our 
faith  in  the  power  of  righteousness 
by  casting  our  lot  on  its  side  with 
growing  vigor  and  forthrightness. 

In  a  time  when  "anxiety  about  to- 
morrow" is  the  order  of  the  day,  we 
Christians  have  our  greatest  oppor- 
tunity— to  show  that  our  faith  is 
made  primarily  for  tough  times  and 
not  for  those  sunny  days  when  it  is 
simply  another  easy  going  option.

Re-appraisal  of  their  records  of 
achievements  lend  encouragement  to 
our  effort  to  establish  a  Training 
Center  for  Ministers  here  at  Golds- 
boro Christian  Institute.  All  of  the 
Assemblies  agreed  that  training  min- 
isters is  our  primary  need  and  three 
of  them  appointed  Exploratory  Com- 
mittees to  study  the  problems  in- 
volved jointly  and  report  their  rec- 
ommendations to  their  respective  As- 
semblies for  final  action.  Two  of  the 
Assemblies  did  not  follow  through 
but  we  expect  action  soon. 

It  is  our  desire  that  these  Commit- 
tees give  prompt  consideration  to 
the  task  assigned  to  them  so  that,  if 
at  all  possible,  Formal  Training  for 
ministers  may  begin  here  next  Fall. 
This  truly  is  a  possibility  and  if  the 
project  is  delayed  we  ourselves  will 
be  held  responsible.  Our  friends  who 
are  deeply  concerned  are  manifest- 
ing a  type  of  interest  which  must  be 
matched  by  us  before  further  pro- 
gress can  be  made  toward  the  point 
of  beginning  the  work.  If  training 
is  to  begin  next  Fall,  we  must  ar- 
rive at  the  definite  decision  early 
enough  to  give  time  for  renovating 
the  building  and  constructing  new 
ones  in  order  that  the  project  may 
be  adequately  serviced. 

Do  not  become  discouraged  by  the 
stubborn  problems  involved;  we  have 
faced  them  and  solved  them  in  the 
past  and,  like  the  poor,  they  shall  be 
with  us  always.  Keep  in  mind  that 
worth-while  projects  almost  never 
come  into  being  without  opposition. 
Eighty  years  is  a  long  time  for  our 
Ministers  to  have  gone  without  a 
Training  Center.  How  they  have  done 
it  is  a  mystery.  However,  we  con- 
gratulate them  for  their  achieve- 
ments hoping  that  from  now  on  no 
minister  will  have  to  labor  under  the 
handicaps  which  plagued  our  fore- 
fathers. 

The  Exploratory  Committees 
should  set  December  as  the  deadline 
for  comfileting  their  work.  After 
then,  it  will  take  sixty  days  to  get 
the  matter  cleared  by  the  various 
Assemblies.

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Greensboro 

One  year  ago  our  church  made  the 
decision  to  make  some  capital  addi- 
tions to  our  building  and  started  out 
to  raise  the  amount  of  $17,500,  over 
and  above  our  existing  operational 
budget.  This  money  was  to  be  spent 
first  of  all  for  purchasing  some  badly 
needed  educational  equipment,  sec- 
ondly, to  add  the  steeple  to  our 
church,  and  last  to  air  condition  our 
building.  The  first  part  of  this  im- 
provement plan  has  been  accom- 
plished. 

Early  in  September  we  began  on 
the  second  phase  of  this  program, 
that  of  building  the  steeple  on  our 
tower.  The  contract  was  let  at  $12,400 
plus  the  architect's  fee,  and  construc- 
tion proceeded  in  early  October.  This 
steeple  will  be  78  1-2  feet  above  our 
tower,  or  128  feet  from  the  ground 
to  the  top  of  the  cross.  We  have  been 
told  that  our  steeple  will  be  one  of 
the  highest  points  in  the  City  of 
Greensboro.  It  is  epected  to  be  com- 
pleted by  the  later  part  of  the  year. 
When  the  steeple  is  completed  our 
building  will  be  finished  according 
to  the  plans  originally  approved  by 
the  congregation.  We  hope  to  get 
into  the  third  phase  of  our  program 
early  next  year. 

The  church  observed  Rally  Day  in 
the  Church  School  on  October  7th 
and  experienced  the  largest  attend- 
ance in  the  history  of  the  school — an 
attendance  of  290.  The  Church  School 
enrollment  and  attendance  has  shown 
a  steady  increase  for  a  number  of 
months  now,  and  we  are  taxing  our 
facilities  to  do  an  acceptable  piece  of 
work.  Our  church  attendance  has  also 
been  most  encouraging. 

We  were  delighted  to  have  the  At- 
lantic Christian  College  Mixed  Chorus 
include  our  church  on  its  Fall  tour 
of  the  state,  and  we  were  greatly 
thrilled  by  its  program.

Message  of  the  Month 


From  Erik  Routley's  inspiring 
book.  Hymns  and  the  Faith,  I  share 
a  thought  for  the  month.  This  is 
from  his  chapter  on  the  hymn,  "Just 
As  I  Am". 

The  author  suggests  that  this 
hymn  is  a  simple  expansion  from  the 
word,  "Come"  in  the  invitation  of 
Christ.  "Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that 
labor  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will 
give  you  rest". 

Routley  feels  that  our  non-church 
life  today  often  drives  folks  to  two 
wrong  answers  which  keep  them 
from  accepting  Christ's  invitation. 
On  one  hand,  there  are  those  in  dang- 
er of  saying,  'I  am  good  enough 
just  as  I  am'.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  are  those  who  feel,  'I  am  not 
good  enough  to  come'. 

The  rich  young  ruler  came  to 
Christ  just  as  he  was.  But  he  had 
to  "resign  his  hope  of  being  a  dis- 
ciple because  he  wanted  Christ  to 
leave  him  just  as  he  was".  On  the 
other  extreme,  Simon  Peter  and 
other  fishermen  were  also  moved  by 
Jesus;  and,  like  the  rich  young  man, 
wanted  to  stay  just  as  they  were. 
Simon  begged,  "Depart  from  me, 
Lord,  for  I  am  a  sinful  man".  But 
Jesus  would  not  bless  or  approv^es 
Peter's  old  "status  quo"  as  an  un- 
changed man;  and,  when  converted, 
Simon  would  not  leave  people  just 
as  they  were 

This  idea  is  loaded  for  us  Chris- 
tians today.  Does  it  not  apply  to 
churches  in  North  Carolina  as  well 
as  to  individuals?  How  many  want 
or  claim  the  power  of  Christ,  but  do 
not  pay  His  price?  To  realize  that 
God  loves  us  all  just  as  we  are  is 
one  thing;  but  to  receive  and  extend 
His  redeeming  love  effectively  is 
another  thing. 

Christ  accepts  us  just  as  we  are, 
vvith  all  our  weaknesses  and  limita- 
tions. But  his  grace  requires  our 
Christian  faith,  growth,  and  change. 
To  be  Christian  in  any  real  sense, 
neither  we  nor  our  churches  can 
stay  put — just  as  we  are — as  though 
Christ  has  not  entered  in  lives  and 
programs  as  Lord,  Master,  and  Sa* 
viour.  We  do  not  look  back  into  tbs 
past  to  find  and  follow  Christ.  He  Is 
always  ahead  of  us,  and  we  sTionM 
be  behind  Him  to  support  His  cause.

"If  we  are  to  have  100  full-time 
Christian  Service  students  enrolled 
in  college  by  1960  we  have  a  big  job 
ahead  of  us,"  Sharp  points  out.  "This 
is  a  task  that  should  challenge  every 
member  of  the  Christian  Churches  in 
North  Carolina,"  he  said.

Reports  of  Agencies 

The  Rissolutions  Committee  of  the 
112th  Convention  of  the  North  Car- 
olina Christian  Churches  has  taken 
note  of  the  reports  of  the  Convention 
agencies  as  printed  in  the  convention 
program  book  and  wishes  to  com- 
mend the  agencies  for  making  their 
rsports  available  in  this  form.  It 
regrets  ■  that  the  report  of  Christ- 
mount  is  missing.  For  this  report 
your  attention  is  directed  to  the  la- 
test issue  of  Christmount  Voice. 

In  looking  at  each  of  these  reports 
the  committee  would  like  to  call  to 
the  attention  of  the  convention  cer- 
tain high  points  before  requesting 
the  approval  of  the  convention. 

1.  In  the  report  of  the  North  Car- 
olina Christian  Society  there  is  evi- 
dence of  a  new  day  both  in  the  es- 
tablishment of  new  churches  through 
the  Program  of  Advance  and  in  the 
work  and  support  given  to  mission 
churches.  The  reports  of  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary,  Mr.  Ross  Allen;  the 
Director  of  Christian  Men's  Fellow- 
ship-Rural Church  Work,  Mr.  Frank 
Wibiral;  and  the  Director  of  Chris- 
tion  Education,  Mr.  Georga  Downey, 
indicate  the  need  for  additional  per- 
sonnel. All  of  those  on  the  staff  are 
to  be  commended  for  the  work  be- 
ing done. 

The  financial  statement  of  the  so- 
ciety is  wall  prepared  and  clearly 
presented.  Howevar,  the  committee 
feels  that  an  explanatory  note  con- 
cerning the  Schedule  of  Receipts 
from  Churches,  Districts,  Unions 
would  be  balpful  in  understanding 
that  section  of  the  report. 

With  these  statements  and  sugges- 
tion the  Resolutions  Committee 
moves  the  approval  of  the  report. 

2.  With  respect  to  the  specific  ibzm 
in  the  report  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Missionary  Society  on  page 
11  under  the  heading  "Negro  Disci- 
ples" the  committee  notes  that  ef- 
forts are  under  way  to  establish  min- 
isterial training  school  at  Goldsboro. 
The  committee  recommends  that  the 
convention  go  on  record  as  giving  its 
encouragement  and  support  to  this 
effort. 

3.  With  reference  to  the  report  of 
Atlantic  Christian  Collage,  the  com- 
mittee would  recommend  approval 
with  commendation  to  the  college  for 
its  great  forward  strides  in  all 
phases  of  its  work  with  particular 
emphasis  on  the  improvement  and 
additions  to  its  physical  plant  and 


to  the  administration  for  its  broad 
vision. 

4.  Wih  reference  to  the  raport  of 
the  Christian  Women's  Fellowship 
the  Committee  recommends  with 
commendation  to  the  CWF  for  a 
year  of  significant  achievement  and 
to  its  president,  Mrs.  John  Goff, 
and  its  Executive  Secretary,  Mrs.  H. 
H.  Settle  for  their  untiring  efforts 
in  leading  the  women  of  the  state 
in  a  forward  movement. 

5.  With  reference  to  the  report 
of  the  National  Benevolent  Associa- 
tion thi3  committee  recommends  ap- 
proval with  an  expression  of  appreci- 
ation to  Dr.  Benton  Miller  and  his 
co-workers  for  making  the  informa- 
tion in  the  report  available  to  the 
convention. 

6.  With  reference  to  the  report  of 
the  North  Carolina  Historical  Libra- 
ry the  committee  tabas  note  of  the 
fact  that  while  the  Library  is  not 
an  agency  of  the  convention  but  a 
part  of  the  North  Carolina  Mission- 
ary Society,  it  recommends  that  the 
convention  express  its  appreciation 
to  Dr.  C.  C.  Ware  for  the  informa- 
tion contained  in  the  raport  and  for 
his  untiring  and  devoted  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  Library.

Name  of  Convention

"Whereas  the  Disciples  of  Christ 
throughout  their  history  have  main- 
tained an  active  and  growing  inter- 
est in  Christian  higher  education  as 
an  avenue  through  which  they  have 
expressed  concern  for  the  education 
of  their  youth,  and 

Whereas  Atlantic  Christian  College 
has  served  the  brotherhood  of  the 
Southeastern  areas  in  this  capacity 
since  its  founding  in  1902,  providing 
leaders  for  the  enterprises  of  the 
church  at  home  and  abroad,  and 

Whsreas  the  College  has  entered 
upon  a  new  era  of  growth  made 
mandatory  by  the  nature  of  its  mis- 
sion and  exemplified  in  its  recently 
achieved  regional  accreditation,  its 
facilities  and  its  students  as  well  as 
in  the  rapid  increase  in  the  number 
of  students  applying  for  admission,

Whenaas  the  magnitude  of  the 
Church's  st^ke  in  Atlantic  Christian 
College  is  becoming  more  widely  rec- 
ognized and  since  the  college  is  now 
training  a  larger  percentage  of  our 
own  church  youth. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved:  That  the 
churches  of  North  Carolina  be  asked 
to  re-appraise  their  relationship  to 
the  College  in  the  light  of  our  total 
brotherhood  work,  that  the  College 
be  authorized  to  sieek  from  the 
Churches  during  the  1957-58  mission- 
ary year  an  amount  of  $44,000,  or 
double  the  amount  received  as  direct 
contributions  during  the  1955-56  mis- 
sionary year.  This  request  has  re- 
ceived the  endorsement  of  the  State 
Committee  on  Promotional  proced- 
ures, and  will  be  presented  to  the 
Commission  on  Brotherhood  Finance 
in  March,  1957,  for  action  by  that 
body. 


Recruitment  of  the  Ministry 

Information:  If  the  churches  of 
our  Brotherhood  are  to  provide  for 
themselves  adequate  leadership  to- 
morrow, they  must  have  a  carefully 
planned  program  for  recruiting  youth 


for  church  vocations  today.  Some 
have  said  that  a  church,  by  rights, 
should  produce  as  many  ministers 
as  it  uses.  At  the  present  time  the 
situation  is  critical.  It  demands  im- 
mediate action. 

Therefore,  the  undersigned  have 
determined  to  present  a  plan  of  ac- 
tion combining  the  efforts  of  the 
churches  of  North  Carolina.  Atlantic 
Christian  College  and  the  N.  C.  Chris- 
tian Missionary  Society.  Our  desire 
is  to  confront  young  people,  whose 
personalities,  intellectual  potential 
and  present  interest  fit  them  for  a 
church  vocation,  with  the  challenge 
and  rewards  of  such  a  life. 

We  recommend  that  between  1956 
and  1960  a  goal  of  not  less  than  100 
volunteers  for  full-time  church  vo- 
cations be  recruited  in  our  state.  That 
the  following  program'  be  studied 
and  endorsied: 

1.  The  local  churches  are  asked 
to  submit  a  list  of  students  with  such 
qualifications  as  will  make  them  po- 
tential recruits  for  church  vocations. 
(This  would  not  be  limited  to  those 
who  have  already  made  some  com- 
mittment.) 

2.  The  personnel  of  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  and  the  N.  C.  Christian 
Missionary  Society,  as  well  as  the 
local  pastor,  will  interview  these  in- 
dividuals. 

3.  The  interest  of  the  youth  will 
be  sustained  through: 

(1)  An  annual  Church  Vocations 
Conference  at  ACC. 

(2)  Recognition  and  encourage- 
ment by  the  homte  church. 

(3)  Programs  in  local  churches  by 
Visitation  Teams  made  up  of  religion 
majors  from  ACC. 

4.  A  "Volunteers'  Fellowship"  will 
be  organized  state-wide  and  an  an- 
nual Volunteers'  Fellowship  Retreat 
will  be  held. 

We  further  recommend: 

1.  That  the  churches  submit  the 
list  of  prospective  students  by  De- 
cember 8,  1956  to  the  State  Office, 
105  W.  Vance  .St.,  Wilson,  N.  C. 

2.  That  the  Church  Vocations  Con- 
ference be  held  at  ACC  on  January 
11-12,  1957. 

3.  That  the  first  Volunteers'  Fel- 
lowship Retreat  be  held  in  1957. 

4.  That  the-  churches  make  use  of 
the  Visitation  Teams  from  ACC,  and 
that    they  consider    providing  field 
training  opportunities  for  the  relig 
.on  students. 

5  That  the  Christian  Women  s  Fel- 
lowsnip  and  Christian  Men's  Fellow- 
ships of  the  local  churches  make  the 
above  program  a  oart  of  their  on- 
going concern.

Goldsboro  Christian 
Inslilule 

In  lyiO,  Goldsboro-Raleigh  Dis- 
trict Assembly  purchased  a  16  acre 
tract  of  land  located  just  North  of 
Goldsboro  City  limit.  The  property  is 
recorded  in  the  name  of  Goldsboro- 
Raleigh  Assembly,  Christian  Disci- 
ples of  North  Carolina.  This  proper- 
ty was  purchased  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a  Church  School  upon  the 
site.  Elder  E.  S.  L.  Whitfield,  a  grad- 
uate of  Johnson  C.  Smith  University 
and  son  of  Elder  C.  R.  D.  Whitfield, 
was  chosen  to  head  the  movement. 
It  was  under  his  direction  and  per- 
sonal supervision  that  logs  were 
felled  from  the  swampy  area  of  this 
property,  carried  to  Saw-Mills  and 
made  into  lumber.  With  this  lumber 
Elder  E.  S.  L.  Whitfield  built  a  17 
room  two-story  building  and  followed 
with  formal  opening  of  the  Training 
Center;  the  name,  "Goldsboro  Chris- 
tian Institute.".  It  was  most  unfor- 
tunate that  from  the  exposure  he 
suffered  getting  the  building  erected, 
pneumonia  was  contracted  and  event- 
ually caused  his  death.  The  Elder 
died  an  untimely  death  working  to 
make  real  the  vision  which  moved  his 
Forefathers  to  launch  the  Assembly 
on  a  program  of  training  for  Church 
Leadership. 

Since  the  death  of  Elder  E.  S.  L. 
Whitfield,  four  persons  in  rapid  suc- 
cession tried  to  keep  the  work  going: 
E.  Thornton,  Prof.  Simmons,  J.  F. 
Whitfield,  brother  E.  S.  L.  Whitfield, 
the  Founder  and  George  C.  Campbell. 
Through  no  fault  of  their  own 
neither  one  was  able  to  make  a  go 
of  it.  The  building,  as  much  as  it 
cost,  in  time,  talent,  money,  labor 
and  life,  all  these  were  merely  a 
fraction  of  what  it  took  to  keep  the 
program  going.  The  Assembly  found 
itself  unable  to  maintain  the  operat- 
ing budget  and  since  no  help  was 
coming  from  sources  outside  of  the 
District,  the  project  closed  and  has 
remained  so  for  about  thirty  years. 
Now  there  are  those  who  desire  to 
help  us;  let  us  hasten  to  accept  for 
this  is  the  solution  to  our  problem.

How  Heavy  is  the  Cross 

An  American  business  man  went 
to  Oberammergau  to  witness  the 
Passion  Play,  last  given  just  before 
the  outbreak  of  the  war.  Enthralled 
by  this  great  drama  which  depicts 
the  story  of  the  cross,  he  went  back 
stage  at  the  conclusion  of  the  play 
to  meet  Mr.  Anton  Lang,  who  played 
the  part  of  the  Christus.  Our  Ameri- 
can friend  had  equipped  himself  with 
an  expensive  camera  which  he  was 
eager  to  use.  Abruptly  he  snapped 
the  picture  of  Anton  Lang,  much  to 
Mr.  Lang's  discomfort.  Then  looking 
about  the  stage  for  something  more 
to  shoot  with  his  camera,  he  saw 
way  over  in  the  corner  the  great 
cross  which  Mr.  Lang  had  carried 
up  the  hill  to  Calvary  in  the  play. 
Quickly  turning  to  his  wife  he  said, 
"Here  dear,  you  take  my  camera.  I'm 
going  over  and  lift  up  the  cross. 
When  I  get  it  up  on  my  shoulder, 
you  snap  my  picture  carrying  the 
cross.  Won't  that  be  a  novel  and  ex- 
citing picture  to  send  home  to  our 
friends  in  America?" 

He  saw  that  Mr.  Lang  was  frown- 
ing severely  at  the  brusque  irrever- 
ence of  the  American  tourist.  "You 
don't  mind  do  you,  Mr.  Lang?"  he 
said.  "This  is  very  unusual"  protest- 
ed Mr  .Lang,  but  before  he  could 
say  more  the  man  had  hurried  over 


beside  the  cross.  He  stooped  down  to 
lift  it  to  his  shoulder,  but  he  could 
not  budget  it  one  inch  off  the  floor — 
the  cross  was  made  of  heavy  iron-oak 
beams. 

Puffing  with  amazemfent  the  man 
turned  to  Mr.  Lang  and  said,  "Why 
I  thought  it  would  be  light.  I  thought 
the  cross  was  hollow.  Why  do  you 
carry  a  cross  that  is  so  terribly 
heavy?" 

Mr.  Lang  drew  himself  up  to  his 
full  height  and  replied  with  compell- 
ing dignity  and  rebuke,  "Sir,  if  I 

dia  not  feel  the  weight  of  His  cross, 
I  could  not  play  His  part."

Keeping  Records 

Does  your  congregation  keep  an  ac- 
curate membership  record?  Does  it 
keep  that  record  up-to-date?  A  re- 
cent survey  of  our  North  Carolina 
records  reveals  many  inaccuracies 
in  the  reporting  of  members  from 
year  to  year.  This  ought  not  to  be. 
It  has  also  been  ibrought  to  your 
director's  attention  that  many  rural 
churches  have  no  regular  church  roll. 
Some  congregations  keep  a  roll  but 
are  careless  about  its  safety  and 
many  times  the  roll  .is  not  to  be 
found  when  needed!  What  about 
your  church?  Why  not  begin  today 
to  record  an  honest  accurate  roll  of 
your  resident  membership.  When 
possible  include  after  the  member's 
name  and  present  correct  address  the 
date  of  his  baptism  or  transfer  to 
your  congregation.  Make  a  duplicate 
of  this  list.  Give  the  church  clerk 
the  duplicate  and  put  the  original  in 
a  safe  place  where  it  is  easily  avail- 
able when  need.  Be  sure  to  keep  your 
record  current!  As  members  trans- 
fer to  another  church  remove  their 
names  from  the  list  Rememiber  to 
remove  the  names  of  the  deceased. 
Be  sure  to  add  the  names  of  new 
members  immediately  upon  recep- 
tion.

Nonresident  Membership 

This  is  the  great  scandal  of  our 
people  —  nonresident  membership. 
The  1955  year  book  lists  more  than 
33  North  Carolina  churches  report- 
ing large  numbers  of  nonresident 
members.  Five  of  the  churches  re- 
ported a  nonresident  membership 
larger  than  the  resident  membership! 
Thirteen  churches  reported  a  non- 
resident membership  almost  onehalf 
that  of  the  resident  membership! 
Six  indicated  a  nonresident  member- 
ship almost  two-thirds  that  of  the 
resident  membership. 

These  same  33  congregations  re- 
ported a  total  resident  membership 
of  5832  and  a  nonresident  member- 
ship of  2928  or  almost  50%  of  ^  ^ 
resident  membership.  The  ques  ^n 
arises,  how  accurate  is  this  designa- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  local  congre- 
gation. Are  these  2928  people  not 
only  nonresident  but  also  inactive? 
Inactive  because  the  home  church  has 
made  no  effort  to  teach  Christian 
responsibility  -n  the  place  whsre  one 
lives?  Are  they  kept  on  the  roll, 
jealously  guarded  fW  mercenary 
purposes?  What  to  do  about  this 
great  loss  of  mtn  power  and  spirit- 
ual potential  is  one  of  the  more 
pressing  problems  facing  us  in  the 
new  year.  Let  your  director  help  you 
in  solving  this  prot  ^m.

The  pur- 
pose of  "Dial-A-Prayer"  is  to  offer 
a  moment  of  devotion  to  all  who  care 


to  dial  the  number.  It  has  been  an 
observation  of  Dr.  Bradshaw  that 
there  is  a  growing  demand  for  de- 
votional help  on  the  part  of  a  vast 
majority  of  people.  (Dial-A-Prayer 
is  simply  a  tape  recorder  which  an- 
swers the  assigned  number  with  a 
prayer  when  dialed.)  The  response 
to  "Dial-A-Prayer"  has  been  tremen- 
dous. The  best  estimate,  based  on 
periodic, checks  is  that  the  equipment 
is  answering  approximately  1300 
calls  a  day  with  many  calls  being 
made  that  are  unable  to  get  through. 
If  the  demand  is  sufficient  we  may 
need  to  secure  a  second  piece  of 
equipment  to  care  for  the  calls.  We 
are  seeking  to  provide  a  suggestive 
prayer  for  people  to  use  themselves, 
rather  than  to  pray  "for"  people. 

Other  events  taking  place  in  the 
church  which  were  considered  high- 
ly successful  include,  Annual  Conse- 
sration  Day,  Annual  School  of  Mis- 
sions, Christian  Literature  Week,  and 
the  Union  Thanksgiving  Service  of 
'Cinston  which  was  held  in  our 
hurch.  We  were  proud  to  serve  as 
hosts  to  the  Second  Annual  State 
Youth  Convention  on  Nevember  30- 
Dec.  2nd.  247  people  attended.  A  fine 
program  and  fellowship  was  enjoyed 
by  the  young  people.

Dr.  Wm.  L.  Reed 

Dr.  Reed  is  one  of  the  best  known 
Old  Testament  scholars  within  the 
Disciples  of  Christ  and  is  well  known 
outside  the  Disciples  too — particular- 
ly for  his  work  in  connection  with 
the  American  Schools  for  Oriental 
Research. 

In  1951-52  he  was  director  for  the 
American  .Schools  of  Oriental  Re- 
search in  Jerusalem  and  Jordan,  and 
he  now  is  chairman  of  the  Jerusalem 
School  Committee  of  that  institution 
and  is  assistant  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  schools. 

While  serving  as  director  of  the 
school  in  Jerusalem,  Dr.  Reed  was 
director  of  the  Second  Campaign  at 
Dhiban  in  Jordan  and  was  co-director 
of  the  Qumran  Caves  Expedition  in 
the  area  at  the  northwest  shore  of 
the  Dead  Sea.  It  was  this  latter  ex- 
pedition which  found  the  copper 
scrolls  which  are  included  in  the 
discoveries  known  as  the  Dead  Sea 
Scrolls.  Dr.  Reed  also  was  a  staff 
member  at  the  joint  excavations  at 
Jericho. 

Dr.  Reed  is  a  native  of  northern 
Ohio.  He  earned  his  AB  degree  at 
Hiram  College  and  his  BD  and  Ph.D. 
degrees,  all  with  honors,  from  Yale 
University.  He  also  earned  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  American  Schools  for 
Oriental  Research. 

After  his  return  from  the  Army, 


Dr.  Reed  was  called  to  the  faculty  at 
Texas  Christian  University  as  as- 
sistant professor  of  religion.  He  was 
named  a  full  professor  in  Brite  Col- 
lege of  the  Bible  of  T.  C.  U.  in  1950, 
and  in  1953  was  granted  the  title 
of  distinguished  professor.  He  be- 
came directtor  of  admissions  and 
curriculum  for  the  seminary  in  1955 
and  continued  in  that  post  until  this 
past  August.  He  joined  the  College 
of  the  Bible  faculty  at  Lexington, 
Ky.  in  September  as  Professor  of 
Old  Testament.

Moudy  Resigns;  Cntlip  Is  Appointed 


Dr.  James  M.  Moudy,  Dean  of  In- 
struction at  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege since  January  1953,  will  leave 
the  college  February  1,  to  become 
Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  at 
Texas  Christian  University. 

Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  president 
of  ACC,  announced  Dr.  Moudy's  re- 
signation just  before  Christmas. 

Dr.  Randall  B.  Cutlip,  Dean  of 
Student  Life  at  ACC,  will  become 
Dean  of  The  College  for  the  spring 
semester  as  a  result  of  Dr.  Moudy's 
resignation,  Dr.  Wenger  revealed. 

"Dean  Moudy  has  served  in  a 
strategic  position  during  one  of  the 
most  crucial  times  in  the  college's 
history,"  Dr.  Wenger  ^said.  7'The 
splendid  contributions  which  he  made 
during  this  period  of  rapid  progress 
has  earned  him  the  gratitude  of  his 
colleagues  and  of  all  friends  of  At- 
lantic Christian  College." 

Dr.  Moudy  came  to  the  college  in 
1953  after  completing  his  work  for 
the  Ph.D.  at  Duke  University.  He 
holds  the  AB  and  BD  degrees  from 
Texas  Christian  University. 

Dr.  Cutlip  is  a  native  North  Caro- 
linian and  holds  the  Doctorate  in  Ed- 
ucation from  the  University  of  Hous- 
ton where  he  was  a  faculty  member 
before  coming  to  ACC  three  years 
ago. 

In  addition  to  Dr.  Cutlip's  appoint- 
ment, Dr.  Wenger  also  announced 
that  Dr.  J.  P.  Tyndall,  chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Science  and 
Mathematics  at  ACC,  will  be  assis- 
tant Dean  for  the  spring  semester. 

Two  other  appointments  resulted 
from  the  action.  Allan  R.  Sharp,  a 
member  of  the  faculty,  was  named 
acting  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Religion  and  Philosophy  to  suc- 
ceed Dr.  Moudy  in  that  post,  and 
G.  A.  Constantine  was  named  acting 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation and  Psychology  to  succeed  Dr. 
Cutlip  in  that  post. 

"We  regret  deeply  that  we  are 
leaving  the  college,"  Dr.  Moudy 
said.  "Never  have  we  found  finer 
people  more  interested  in  our 
welfare.  My  work  with  the  col- 
lege has  been  unusually  pleasant 
and  interesting.  Nor  would  I  leave 
unless  I  was  confident  that  no  harm 
would  result  to  the  college.  The 
three  presidents  under  whom  I  have 
worked  have  all  been  personal 
friends  for  whom  I  would  be  pleased 
to  serve  again.  In  every  way  it  has 
been  a  wonderful  experience  to  live 
in  Wilson  and  to  be  associated  with 
Atlantic   Christian  College."

The  outlook  for  extending  our  Ed- 
ucational Program  in  1957  is  encour- 
aging. The  project  was  promoted  in 
each  of  the  six  District  Union  Meet- 
ings last  month  and  reaction  by  both 
Ministers  and  Laymen  strengthens 
our  hope.  We  attended  two  of  the  six 
District  Meetings,  Wilson  and  Fay- 
etteville,  and  we  have  nothing  but 
praise  for  the  way  most  of  the  people 
expressed  themselves.  Through  the 
Emissaries,  the  report  comes  that 
no  serioiis  objections  were  raised  by 
the  people  to  whom  we  must  look  for 
support.  Of  course,  there  is  some  ob- 
jection but  we  must  not  fold  our 
tents  and  give  up  because  of  it.  When 
we  review  the  record  of  the  six  years 
our  Educational  Program  has  been 
in  operation,  we  find  less  opposition 
than  at  any  time  during  the  entire 
period.  This  is  true,  mainly,  because 
the  voice  of  the  people  is  now  a  de- 
termining factor  in  reaching  vital 
decisions  relative  to  the  direction  we 
are  to  go  from  here. 

The  dates  of  the  Ministers  Insti- 
tute are:  March  5,  6,  7  and  8.  We 
urge  all  Ministers  to  begin  prepara- 
t.on  now  to  attend;  be  here  the  first 
day  on  the  opening  hour  and  stay 
throughout  the  entire  session.  The 
Laymen  Institute  will  begin  on  the 
afternoon  of  March  8  and  run 
through  Sunday,  March  10. 

These  projects  should  be  more 
meaningful  to  both  the  Ministers  and 
the  Laymen  than  ever  before,  be- 
cause in  addition  to  the  Subject  Mat- 
ters which  will  be  convincingly  pre- 
sented, the  question  of  expanding 
our  Educational  Program  will  come 
under  observation.  In  order  to  make 
an  intelligent  decision  relative  to  the 
next  step  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  our 
Great  Fellowship,  you  should  be  in 
on  all  discussions  and  suggested 
planning.  After  April  5,  there  will 
be  a  Called  Meeting  of  the  Assembly, 
and  you  are  the  Assembly,  to  con- 
sider and  make  decisions  on  some 
of  these  issues.  If  you  attend  these 
Institutes,  you  will  be  qualified  to 
register  your  own  decision  and  not 
that  of  another  person's.

Message  of  the  Month 


"Consider  the  Pebble" 

Down  through  the  years,  m&n  has 
constantly  needed  sjrmbols  to  aid  his 
thinking  and  living  towards  the  high- 
est ends  in  life.  Jesus  himself  in- 
stituted the  Lord's  Supper,  suggest- 
ing that  the  bread  and  the  wine  were 
symbolic  of  his  broken  body  and  his 
shed  blood.  We  have  many  s3rmbols 
such  as  the  anchor,  the  ship,  the 
dove,  the  cross,  and  many  others, 
but  to  my  knowledge,  the  pebble  has 
never  been  used  as  a  Christian  sym- 
bol. When  we  consider  the  classic 
picture  of  the  widening  Christian  in- 
fluence, we  feel  that  the  pebble 
dropped  into  the  water  and  causing 
ever  enlarging  circles  to  travel  out- 
ward is  worthy  of  a  place  beside 
other  Christian  symbols. 

Since  the  time  of  Jesus,  Chris- 
tian thought  has  progressed  a  long 
way.  Truly  we  as  Christians  have 
been  his  "witnesses  in  Jerusalem, 
and  in  all  Judea  and  Samaria,  and 
to  the  end  of  the  earth."  The  pebble 
of  Jesus'  teachings  has  been  dropped 
into  the  pool  of  humanity  until  its' 
rings  of  influence  have  touched  all 
shores.  Yet,  as  we  look  out  upon  the 
restless  sea  of  humanity,  we  find 
many  things  which  cause  disturb- 
ances, disrupting  the  continuing  rip- 
ples of  the  teachings  of  Jesus.  The 
church,  in  planning  its  progfram, 
must  be  careful  so  as  not  to  conflict 
with  community  programs,  personal 
pleasures,  family  reunions,  and  busi- 
ness engagements,  to  mention  only 
a  few.  Alas,  we  live  in  a  tumultuous 
sea  of  events  where  one  does  not 
easily  find  time  for  the  "weightier 
matters  of  the  law,  justice  and  mer- 
cy_  and  faith."  Thus,  the  church 
and  the  individuals  which  the  church 
would  serve  must  suffer  the  con- 
sequence. 

Consider  the  pebble.  Consider  how 
when  the  pebble  is  dropped  into  the 
water  it  loses  itself  into  that  which 
it  is  dropped  becoming  a  part  of  it, 
and  yet  having  its  influence  of  rip- 
ples and  waves.  Consider  the  pebble, 
and  consider  the  words  of  the  Mas- 
ter when  he  said,  "He  who  finds  his 
life  will  lose  it,  and  he  who  loses  his 
life  for  my  sake  will  find  it."  So  may 
it  be  that  as  we  leave  our  churches 
on  Sundays,  we  may  lose  ourselves 
in  the  restless  sea  of  humanity,  and 
with  widening  cirfcles,  engulf  the 
minds,  the  hearts,  and  the  work  of 
men  and  women  in  our  communities 
with  the  Christian  principles  by 
which  we  strive  to  live  from  day  to 
day.

Prayer 

The  Christian  Women's  Fellow- 
ships are  preparing  for  World  Day 
of  Prayer  and  Easter  Week  of  Pray- 
er at  this  time  of  the  year.  We  em- 
phasize these  occasions,  for  instance, 
during  the  Christmas  season  we  es- 
pecially emphasized  "Peace,  Good- 
will among  men",  but  understanding 
and  love  among  human  beings  must 
be  maintained  throughout  the  year 
if  world  peace  and  good  will  is  to 
become  a  reality.  There  is  possibly 
no  better  way  of  accomplishing 
"Peace-Good  Will"  than  through  in- 
tercessory prayer.  More  things  have 
been  wrought  by  prayer  than  this 
world  dreams  of. 

Prayer  is  the  secret  of  every  life 
that  has  exercised  a  profound  and 
enduring  influence.

Forty-five  from  this  church  at- 
tended the  Albemarle  District  Youth 
Rally  in  the  First  Christian  Church 
in  Washington.  The  Elizabeth  City 
CYF  conducted  the  closing  consecra- 
tion service. 

Six  from  this  church  attended  the 
Albemarle  District  CMF  Rally  in  the 
First  Christian  Church  in  Washing- 
ton. 

A  program  was  started  in  Janu- 
ary to  contact  every  new  resident 
of  the  city.  Names  are  secured  each 
week  from  the  Public  Utility  Com- 
mission and  a  letter  of  welcome  and 
invitation  is  sent  from  the  church 
office.  Then  each  family  is  called  on 
the  following  week.  In  just  two  weeks 
time  several  prospective  families 
have  been  discovered. 

The  pastor  attended  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  and  the  Pastor's 
Conference  in  the  Home  Moravian 
Church  in  Winston-Salem. 

This  church  took  a  special  offering 
on  January  20  for  Hungarian  Re- 
lief. $56.81  was  received  and  sent 
to  the  Committee  on  Relief  Appeals. 

The  pastor  started  a  sermon  se- 
ries in  January  dealing  with  the  na- 
ture and  function  of  the  church  uni- 
versal. This  series  of  five  sermons 
will  be  followed  with  a  series  of 
sermons  on  the  basic  doctrines  of 
the  Christian  Church. 

A  Pastor's  Cabinet  was  formed  in 
January  composed  of  the  chairmen 
of  all  committees  and  organizations 
in  the  church.  This  Cabinet  will  meet 
monthly  and  make  all  work  assign- 
ments to  the  various  groups  involved. 


Richlands 

The  Richlands  Christian  Church  has 
established  a  Religious  Education 
fund  to  aid  any  worthy  student  from 
the  Richlands  Church  in  preparation 
for  the  ministry.  The  resolution  es- 
tablishing the  fund  provides  that 
any  student  who  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Richlands  Church  for  a  period 
of  two  years,  who  feels  called  to 
enter  training  for  the  Christian  min- 
istry either  as  an  ordained  minister 
or  missionary,  who  possesses  good 
moral  character  and  who  gives  evi- 


dence of  consecration  to  the  Lord's 
work,  and  shows  aptitudes  for  the 
high  calling  of  the  ministry,  and 
who  can  meet  academic  requirements 
for  work  toward  a  degree  in  an  ac- 
credited College  or  Bible  ,School, 
may  upon  application  to  The  Church 
Board  and  Congregation  of  the 
Church  receive  aid  in  such  amount 
as  is  needed  to  assure  his  College 
education.  The  resolution  also  pro- 
vides that  said  student  must  main- 
tain a  minimum  average  College 
grade  of  85  during  such  time  as  he 
is  receiving  aid  from  the  Church. 
He  must  also  agree  to  reimburse  the 
Church  with  interest  in  case  he 
should  elect  to  leave  the  Christian 
ministry. 

The  paragraph  above  does  not  give 
the  resolution  in  detail,  but  is  a 
summary  of  what  it  contains.  The 
size  of  this  fund  will  vary  annually 
according  to  contributions  and  ap- 
propriations made  to  it  each  year. 
The  enthusiasm  with  which  the 
Church  established  the  fund  indicates 
that  in  the  future,  no  boy  or  girl 
from  the  Richlands  Church  who 
wishes  to  prepare  for  the  ministry 
will  be  denied  a  College  education 
because  of  insufficient  finances. 

Our  problem  now  is  to  inspire  the 
young  men  and  women  to  answer 
the  call.  It  is  evident  here  that  the 
money  to  educate  them  with  comes 
much  easier  than  the  men. 

Ministerial  production  is  largely 
a  matter  of  the  Christian  home.  The 
place  to  start  making  a  preacher  is 
in  the  cradle.  We  shall  get  enough 
of  the  right  kind  of  preachers  only 
when  Christian  parents  wake  up  and 
accept  their  responsibility  to  the 
Lord  in  this  matter.  Paul  commend- 
ed Timothy  on  the  unfeigned  faith 
that  dwelt  first  in  his  grandmother 
Lois  and  in  his  mother  Eunice 
II  Timothy  1:5.

Message  of  the  Month 


Have  you  ever  heard  of  a  universal 
newspaper?  Let  us  suppose  for  a 
few  moments  that  there  is  such  a 
newspaper.  If  we  were  to  open  up 
this  newspaper  I,  believe  that  we 
would  find  in  the  want-ads  section 
a  large  full-page  ad  with  these  two 
words:  "Men  Wanted."  Then,  down 
below  these  two  words  in  smaller 
print  we  would  find  the  prerequisites 
for  these  men.  What  kind  of  men 
are  wanted  ?  Men  to  preach  and  teach 
the  will  of  God,  all  wanted.  Not 
only  ministers  are  needed  but  also 
strong,  dedicated  and  consecrated 
laymen. 

We  need  men  of  God.  General 
Omar  N,  Bradley  once  said,  "We 
have  too  many  men  of  science,  too 
few  men  of  God.  We  have  grasped 
the  mystery  of  the  atom  and  repect- 
ed  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  The 
World  has  achieved  brilliance  with- 
out wisdom,  power  without  con- 
science. Ours  is  a  world  of  nuclear 
giants  and  ethical  infants.  We  know 
more  about  war  than  we  know  about 
peace,  more  about  killing  than  we 
know  about  living."  Yes,  we  need 
men  of  God  who  stand  firm  on  their 
Christian  convictions.  Men  of  God 
must  have  convictions.  We  live  in  a 
day  when  convictions  or  living  by 
convictions  is  not  popular.  Many 
times  we  as  churches  have  watered 
down  our  convictions  and  our  faith 
to  where  there  is  hardly  anything 
left  and  people  are  beginning  to  ask 
us,  "Just  exactly  what  do  you  be- 
lieve?" This  is  a  sad  state  of  af- 
fairs. Many  times  we  have  over- 
saturated  our  Christianity  with  non- 
essentials just  as  a  person  some- 
times dilutes  strong  coffee  with  an 
excess  of  cream.  We  need  men  of 
God  with  strong,  positive,  Christian 
convictions. 

We  need  men  who  really  know 
Christ,  not  men  who  know  about  him. 
There  is  a  great  deal  of  difference. 
To  know  about  Jesus  does  not  re- 
quire a  commitment  but  to  know 
Christ  we  must  be  committed  to  the 
will  of  God.  We  need  men  who  know 
Christ. 

We  need  men  with  spiritual  vision. 
The  world  waits  for  men  with  spirit- 
ual vision  to  interpret  what  they 
see  to  others.  Men  who  can  translate 
into  daily  living  the  messages  of  God. 
Men's  hearts  need  to  be  stirred. 
Lives  need  to  be  changed  with  the 
Word  of  God.  We  need  men  like  Mar- 
tin Luther  who  with  great  insight 
and  conviction  saw  the  subtle  and 
deadly  teachings  of  a  corrupt  and 
pagan  religion.  Luther  proclaimed 
the  right  of  free  thinking  in  relig- 
ion. We  need  men  with  humility.  It 
is  a  command  of  Jesus  that  we  hum- 
ble ourselves  before  God  and  men.

Practical  Arts,  and  Health  and  Phy- 
sical Education.  Areas  to  be  covered 
by  the  new  degree  will  be  Business 
Administration,  Business  Education, 
Elementary  Education,  Chemistry, 
Biology,  Science,  Mathematics,  Art, 
and  Physical  Education. 


North  Carolina's  popular  governor, 
Luther  H.  Hodges,  will  come  to  At- 
lantic Christian  College  on  Friday, 
May  3,  to  speak  at  the  inauguration 
of  Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger  as  eighth 
president  of  the  institution.

Year  Book  Report  of 
North  Carolina 

The  state  of  North  Carolina  is 
seventh  in  the  number  of  Disciples 
of  Christ  (Christian)  Churches  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada  with 
381,  and  reported  a  total  Christian 
Church  membership  of  58,213,  ac- 
cording to  the  new  860-page  Year 
Book  of  Disciples  of  Christ  just  re- 
leased by  the  International  Conven- 
tion office  of  the  communion  in  In- 
dianapolis. 

States  leading  in  membership  are 
Kentucky,  Missouri,  Texas,  Indiana, 
Illinois  and  Ohio.  Leaders  in  the 
number  of  Disciples  of  Christ  (Chris- 
tian) Churches  are  Indiana,  Ken- 
tucky, Missouri,  Illinois  and  Ohio. 

North  Carolina  Christian  Churches 
reported  a  per  capita  giving  of  $7.32 
to  missionary  causes  and  $39.74  for 
local  expenses  during  the  1955-56 
fiscal  year. 

North  Carolina  Christian  Churches 
reported  1,405  additions  by  baptism, 
and  697  additions  by  transfer  of 
membership  during  the  past  fiscal 
year. 

On  the  national  level,  per  capita 
missionary  giving  of  Disciples  of 
Christ  churches  amounted  to  $7.48. 
This  was  an  increase  over  the  1954- 
55  figure  of  $6.88.

3. 

That  is  Inauguration  day  for  the 
eighth  president  of  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College.

The  Governor  of  North  Carolina 
will  head  a  long  list  of  dignitaries 
who  will  be  on  hand  to  help  Dr.

Governor  Luther  Hodges  will  speak 
at  the  Inaugural  program  which  is 
expected  to  draw  more  than  2,000 
people  to  the  ACC  campus. 

Dr.  Randall  B.  Cutlip,  Dean  of  the

Am  ACC  Development  Head 
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Goldsboro  Christian 
Institute 

On  April  6,  The  Educational  Ex- 
ploratory Committees  of  Washing- 
ton-Norfolk Assembly;  the  Western 
Assembly,  Goldsboro-Raleigh  Assem- 
bly and  Representatives  from  North 
Carolina  State  Convention;  the  Na- 
tional Christian  Missionary  Conven- 
tion, the  United  Christian  Mission- 
ary Society  and  Atlantic  Christian 
College  met  jointly,  in  Goldsboro,  at 
Goldsboro  Christian  Institute.  The 
morning  session  was  given  over  to 
discussion  of  the  problems  involved 
in  launching  such  a  project.  There 
was  unanimous,  affirmative  opinion 
relative  to  the  need  for  establishing  a 
Training  Center  for  Ministers  and 
other  church  workers.  The  group, 
having  been  assured  that  the  need 
was  sanctioned  by  all  present,  lev- 
eled its  thinking  and  discussion  on 
this  one  big  problem,  "How  can  it 
be  done?"  How  can  an  idea  of  such 
gigantic  proportion  be  propelled  and 
guided  to  reality.  The  discussion  was 
pursued  in  this  vein  until  a  dead-end 
was  reached  and  while  milling  around 
searching  for  an  opening  which  would 
lead  toward  the  goal,  out  of  the 
group  a  suggestion  was  born;  it  ex- 
pressed itself  and  was  accepted  as 
the  best  possible  way  to  fore-stall 
retreat. 

The  suggestion  was  to  appoint  a 
Steering  Committee  composed  of 
Representatives  from  each  group 
present.  This  Committee  is  to  meet 
on  the  earliest  possible  date  and  be- 
ginning with  the  Educational  Needs, 
ascertain  a  minimum  to  satisfy  these 
needs,  minimum  cost  per  unit  to 
put  the  program  in  action  and  a  sug- 
gested date  for  launching  the  pro- 
gram.

In  Memory  of 
Miss  Hattie  Parrott 

(Pastoral  Message  at  Her  Funeral 
at  the  Hillyer  Memorial  Christian 
Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  March  2, 
1957) 

"Miss  Hattie"  died  yesterday.  But 
she  will  live  forever  in  the  abiding 
causes  of  good  will  and  good  life  in 
North  Carolina.  As  long  as  this  state 
lives  to  overcome  darkness  with 
light.  Miss  Hattie  will  live  as  one 
of  its  first  citizens  and  pioneers  in 
progress. 

In  her  long  illness,  she  showed  evi- 
dence of  outliving  physical  death — 
demonstrating  that  the  human  soul 
outlives  its  material  body.  In  her 
long  life,  by  God's  grace  and  her 
faith  she  outlived  all  dying  causes 
in  her  church,  state,  and  nation. 

Retiring  in  1948  as  the  State  Su- 
pervisor of  Elementary  Public  School 
Education,  she  was  hailed  widely  as 
the  "First  Lady"  of  public  education 
in  North  Carolina.  But  she  retired 
only  to  become  further  active  beyond 
that  role,  for  she  became  a  pioneer 
in  most  all  growing  progressive 
causes  of  this  state,  and  among  some 
outstanding  movements  of  our  na- 
tion and  the  entire  world.  This  pio- 
neering: she  did  until  her  very  death; 
this  pioneering  will  live  as  long  as 
our  culture  lives.  She  became  a  pro- 
phet, leader,  friend,  advisor,  and 
witness  in  some  of  the  key  progres- 
sive causes  of  humanity  during  the 
first  decade  of  this  crucial  second 
half  of  the  20th  Century. 

I  knew  her  only  as  her  Pasto 
could  know  her!  She  was  unashamed 
of  her  faith,  unashamed  of  her  ed- 
ucation, and  unashamed  of  her  heri- 
tage of  relatives,  friends  and  crea- 
tive co-workers.  Enthusiastic  and 
grateful  was  she  to  witness  to  the 
truth  she  believed  and  the  right 
movements  of  mankind  which  she 
championed! 

Her  last  attendance  at  a  major 
public  gathering  was  in  this  sanc- 
tuary at  the  World  Community  Day 
Service,  sponsored  by  the  Raleigh 
Council  of  Church  Women — ecumen- 
ical and  interracial  in  faith  and  fel- 
lowship. Her  last  great  contribution 
to  the  spiritual  life  and  growth  of 
this  local  church  came  from  her  pio-

neering  to  lead  our  leaders  to  see 
the  wisdom  of  a  new  policy — to  have 
every  contributing  member  of  our 
congregation  to  receive  in  1957  the 
WORLD  CALL — our  outstanding  in- 
ternational Disciples  of  Christ  mag- 
azine. Our  Official  Board — on  which 
she  had  served  in  years  past — and 
our  congregation  endorsed  her  rec- 
ommendation. This  vital  magazine 
will  be  a  living  memorial  and  re- 
minder of  her  Christian  leadership 
in  a  new  and  lasting  tradition  among 
her  own  Church  Family. 

She  also  saw  both  life  and  death 
as  very  real,  and  as  very  adventure- 
some: preparing  us  human  beings  as 
pilgrims  on  earth  for  an  unending 
journey  beyond  the  shadows  of  time, 
space,  and  earthly  existence. 

Until  her  last  conscious  moments 
ended,  Miss  Hattie  shared  her  faith, 
her  eagerness  to  travel,  her  love  of 
beauty — in  flowers,  music,  arts  and 
people,  especially  friends — and  her 
confidence  that  the  best  days  always 
lie  ahead  in  unfinished  life.  Once, 
during  pain  in  the  hospital  on  a  mis- 
erable, cold  rainy  day,  she  gladly 
told  me  that  she  would  soon  live  in 
"sunshine"  and  "in  Florida" —  every 
day,  and  forever."  (It  was  her  poetic 
way  of  letting  her  minister  know 
that  she  was  ready  for  a  better  cli- 
mate, a  richer  fellowship  with  God, 
and  endless  new  horizons  to  explore.) 

Last  spring,  she  had  me  write  a 
recommendation  for  her  passport  and 
for  her  safe-guards  for  her  trip  to 
the  Holy  Lands.  She  urged  me  to 
to  stress  that  she  was  a  Christian, 
and  proud  of  it  among  all  Christians 
and  non-Christians.  In  gladness,  I  did 
this  for  her. 

Now,  if  she  were  here  in  the  flesh — 
arranging  the  details  of  her  own 
funeral — I  am  sure  that  she  would 
want  you  to  join  me  with  gladness, 
confidence,  and  faith  in  sharing  her 
final  pass-port  for  her  voyage  to 
God's  Holier  Lands— lands  not  made, 
marred,  or  shaken  by  human  hands 
and  plans.  This  we  shall  do  by  shar- 
ing God's  Word  through  the  Holy 
Bible  about  the  meaning,  the  purpose, 
and  the  destiny  of  all  human  life — 
when  molded,  educated,  and  redeemed 
by  Almighty  God.  And,  in  doing  so 
as  I  read,  I  am  sure  that  Miss  Hat- 
tie  would  be  happy,  joyful,  and  eager 
to  bid  us  all  to  prepare  for  the  end- 
less journey  ourselves.  Especially 
would  she  assure  us  that  she  will  be 
ready  in  a  new  movement  of  a  new 
humanity  to  bid  us  welcome  to  join 
her  fellowship  in  God's  own  good 
time  where  He  reigns  throughout 
all  Eternity.

Year  Book  Report 

For  the  five-year  period  from 
1951  through  195G,  total  Disciples  of 
Christ  church  membership  increased 
7.6  per  cent. 

Church  School  enrollment  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  was  re- 
ported at  1,278,651,  an  increase  over 
the  previous  year.  The  State  of  In- 
diana leads  all  states  in  total  mem- 
bership in  Disciples  of  Christ 
churches  with  209,754  members. 
Other  states  leading  in  Disciple 
church  membership  are:  Missouri 
(168,235);  Illinois  (161,216;  Ohio 
(157,297);  Kentucky  (137,034);  and 
Te.xas  (132,200). 

Missouri  leads  in  the  number  of 
Disciples  of  Christ  churches  with  783, 
followed  by  Kentucky  with  704,  In- 
diana with  703,  Illinois  with  628,  Tex- 
as with  547  and  Ohio  with  515. 

Per  capita  missionary  giving  of 
the  Disciples  of  Christ  churches  for 
1955-1956  amounted  to  .$7.49  as  com- 
pared to  the  1954-55  figure  of  $6.88. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  theire 
were  60,145  persons  added  to  Disci- 
ples of  Christ  churches  by  baptism; 
64,284  were  added  by  transfer  of 
membership.  The  net  gain  in  mem- 
bership during  this  last  fiscal  year 
was  23,250  over  1954-55. 

The  total  giving  of  Disciples  of 
Christ  churches  for  all  causes  in- 
cluding local  expenses  and  missions 
amounted  to  more  than  $70,000,000.00 
during  the  past  fiscal  year.  This 
was  approximately  six-million  more 

The  Disciples  of  Christ  churches, 
through  the  United  Christian  Mis- 
sionary Society,  serve  ten  countries 
in  addition  to  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  with  approximately  250  mis- 
sionaries serving  in  foreign  fields. 
There  were  6,462  .  ii)ii.-ms  reported 
by  Disciples  of  t'hi-ist  mission 
churches  in  foreign  fields  last  year. 

The  301  organized  Disciples  of 
Christ  churches  in  foreign  mission- 
ary lands  have  a  membership  of 
111,663.  The  Disciples  of  Christ  mis- 
ister  to  a  total  population  of  more 
than  27-million  persons  in  the  ten 
countries  served  by  them. 

Mission  countries  served  by  the 
Disciples  of  Christ  are:  Africa,  Ar- 
gentina, India,  Jamaica,  Japan,  Mex- 
ico, Paraguay,  The  Philippines,  Puer- 
to Rico,  and  Thailand.  In  Japan  and 
The  Philippines  Disciples  cooperate 
with  the  United  Church  of  Christ  of 
those  countries.

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Camp  Caroline 


Many  years  ago  our  leaders  were 
discussing  the  possibility  of  owning 
a  camp  site  of  our  own.  The  long 
trek  to  Bab  darken,  Brevard,  Eden 
and  Montreat  emphasized  this  need. 

In  1950  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  W. 
Cowell  of  Bayboro,  offered  the  State 
Society  a  lovely  tract  of  land  front- 
ing the  Neuse  River  just  below 
Minnesott  Beach  and  Arapahoe.  This 
generous  offer  was  accepted  and  Mr. 
C.  C.  Ware,  our  retiring-  State  Sec- 
retary, was  made  Director  of  the 
Camp  Caroline  Development  on  May 
11,  1948.  Dr.  John  M.  Waters,  pas- 
tor of  our  Arapahoe  Church  was 
made  Chairman.  A  wonderful  res- 
ponse was  made  in  the  assembling  of 
funds  for  this  Brotherhood  enter- 
prise. Soon  construction  was  under- 
way and  great  rejoicing  was  heard 
among  our  Church  folks.  Came  dedi- 
cation day  and  one  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful, well-constructed  and  usable 
camps  among  our  entire  Brotherhood 
became  available  for  conferences, 
camps  and  assemblies.  Our  Director, 
Mr.  Ware,  turned  over  about  twenty 
five  hundred  dollars  to  our  State 
Society  with  all  debts  paid.  After 
the  first  season  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  put  in  a  larger  water  pump, 
enlarge  the  office  building  to  ac- 
comodate a  camp  manager,  build  a 
new  infirmary,  enlarge  the  girl's 
bathhouse  and  purchase  a  new  large 
electric  refrigerator.  These  improve- 
ments not  only  absorbed  the  fine 
balance  that  we  had  at  dedication 
time  but  made  it  necessary  to  borrow 
five  thousand  dollars  to  pay  for 
these  installations.  We  are  now  con- 
fronted, at  the  beginning  of  the 
fourth  season's  use,  with  replacing 
screens,  paint  all  buildings  (Hurri- 
cane damage),  make  our  sanitation 
installations  acceptable  to  the  Board 
of  Health  and  new  plumbing  items 
In  each  bathhouse.  Our  note  has  been 
reduced  to  twenty  seven  hundred  and 
seventy  five  dollars  with  interest  paid 
and  these  new  "musts"  cost  over 
eight  hundred  dollars.  We  have  on 
hand  at  present  three  hundred  and 
eighteen  dollars  to  do  this  work.  It 
may  be  of  interest  to  know  that 
Churches,  Bible  Schools,  friends  etc. 
gave  fourteen  hundred  and  thirty 
four  dollars  last  year  to  Camp  Caro- 
line. 

This  valuable  Brotherhood  proper- 
ty must  be  kept  in  working  shape  in 
order  to  make  available  the  leader- 
ship programs  necessary  to  keep  our 
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Jacksonville 

The  month  of  April  was  a  joyous 
month  for  us  here  at  Jacksonville. 
Thursday  evening  before  Easter,  the 
church  was  beautifully  decorated  for 
a  candle-light  communion  service. 
Easter  Sunday  morning,  our  pastor 
delivered  the  sermon  at  the  commun- 
ity-wide Easter  Sunrise  Service.  Af- 
ter the  service,  we  met  at  the  church 
for  a  breakfast  sponsored  and  served 
by  the  Christian  Men's  Fellowship. 
Our  Sunday  School  attendance  on 
Easter  rose  to  another  all-time  high 
when  we  had  220  present.  Needless 
to  say,  our  facilities  were  packed  and 
we  are  now  beginning  to  feel  the  tre- 
mendous need  for  a  larger  plant  to 
accommodate  our  increasing  Sunday 
School  enrollment 

Our  Morning  Worship  Service  was 
very  well  attended.  Additional  chairs 
had  to  be  brought  in. During  the  after- 
noon, many  of  our  congregation  jour- 
neyed to  the  Richlands  Christian 
Church  where  a  baptismal  service 
was  held  for  four  who  made  their 
confession  of  faith  Easter  moi'ning. 

The  day  was  climaxed  on  Sunday 
evening  when  the  church  choir  pre- 
sented the  Cantata  "Memories  of 
Easter  Morn." 

With  summer  pressing  upon  us, 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  maintain  our 
present  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  to 
the  services  of  the  church.  The  CWF 
recently  purchased  a  sink  for  our 
kitchen,  and  the  CMF  are  in  the  pro- 
cess of  looking  in  the  possibilities 
of  acquiring  two  lots  located  next 
to  the  church  parsonage.  With  these 
projects,  we  look  forward  to  the 
future.

Dr.  Wenger  Inaugurated 

With  an  assist  from  the  state's 
chief  executive,  Governor  Luther  H. 
Hodges,  55-year  old  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  inaugurated  its  eighth 
president.  Dr.  Arthur  Daniell  Weng- 
er, on  Friday,  May  3. 

Speaking  to  officials  from  colleges 
and  universities  all  over  the  nation 
and  a  crowd  of  about  500  eastern 
North  Carolinians,  Governor  Hodges 
placed  part  of  the  responsibility  for 
obtaining  an  education  on  the  should- 
ers of  the  youth  of  the  state. 

"Our  colleges  and  universities  will 
do  all  in  their  power  in  the  coming 
years  to  give  our  youth  every  oppor- 
tunity to  become  educated,"  the  gov- 
ernor said.  "But,  as  a  leading  educ- 
cator  said  recently:  'A  person's  ed- 
ucation can't  be  framed  and  placed  on 
a  wall.  It's  in  his  head  and  hands  and 
heart,  or  it  isn't  anywhere  at  all.' 
The  essential  ingredient  in  the  pro- 
cess is  hard  study  by  the  boy  or  girl 
who  wants  to  acquire  an  education," 
he  said.  "We  must  get  rid  of  the  idea 
that  we  can  'give'  an  education  to 
youth,  or  even  'provide'  an  education 
for  youth.  The  only  thing  that  money 
and  institutions  and  teachers  can  do 
to  help  the  cause  is  to  provide  op- 
portunity for  people  to  acquire  an 
education  at  a  faster  rate  than  they 
can  acquire  it  without  money  and 
institutions  and  teachers.  But  this 
is  in  turn  dependent  upon  the  willing- 
ness of  pupils  and  students  to  study," 
the  governor  pointed  out. 

In  accepting  the  presidential  charge 
presented  by  Dr.  Harlie  L.  Smith, 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  President  of  the 
Board  of  High  Education  of  the  Chris- 
tian Churches,  Dr.  Wenger  spoke 
on   "Responsible  Education." 

"Even  as  yesterday's  answers  are 
not  adequate  for  the  problems  of  to- 
day, so  today's  answers  will  be  in- 
capable of  dealing  with  the  problems 
of  tomorrow.  Responsible  education 
is  obligated  to  provide  for  dynamic 
growth  and  development,"  Dr.  Weng- 
er said.  "It  will  seek  to  develop  in 
the  student  those  qualities  of  faith 
and  resourcefulness  which  will  enable 
him  to  encounter  the  emerging  prob- 
lems of  the  coming  years." 

"The  college  which  is  fulfilling  its 
task  responsibly  has  an  obligation  to 
use  wisely  all  the  resources  with 
which  it  deals,"  Dr.  Wenger  empha- 
sized. "It  will  be  deeply  concerned 
with  developing  its  student  resources 
to  the  utmost,  realizing  that  they, 
whatever  else  they  may  be,  are  the 
best  we  have  to  offer  the  world  in 
terms  of  leadership  potential  for 
every  critical  area.  The  anticipated 


tidal  wave  of  students  seeking  en- 
trance to  our  colleges  must  be  dealt 
with  in  a  manner  which  will  not  di- 
minish the  quality  of  the  end  product 
insofar  as  the  college  is  concerned," 
Dr.   Wenger  observed. 

"This  is  closely  related  to  the  use 
of  the  college's  other  resources,  name- 
ly its  faculty,  its  physical  facilities 
and  its  financial  resources,"  Dr. 
Wenger  said. 

"No  longer  can  we  justify  the  lux- 
uries traditionally  held  to  be  the 
normal  birthright  of  the  college  com- 
munity," he  explained.  "Classrooms 
unused  during  the  afternoon  hours 
and  during  the  period  extending 
from  Friday  noon  to  Monday  morning 
raise  a  problem  so  far  reaching  that 
it  actually  becomes  a  moral  one," 
he  said.  "Every  school,  furthermore, 
must  be  willing  to  accept  its  fair 
share  of  the  influx  of  new  students. 
At  the  same  time  it  is  necessary  to 
admit  only  those  students  who  can 
and  will  accept  a  responsible  rela- 
tionship in  the  educational  venture." 


The  ceremonies  got  underway  at 
noon  with  a  luncheon  for  delegates 
in  the  college's  dining  hall.  Thomas 
J.  Hackney  of  Wilson,  chairman  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  college, 
presided  at  the  luncheon.  Dr.  Millard 
P.  Burt  of  Raleigh,  president  of  the 
Atlantic  Christian  College  Alumni 
Association,  and  Assistant  Director 
of  the  North  Carolina  Prisons  De- 
partment, presided  at  the  inaugural 
ceremonies  in  the  afternoon. 

The  governor  was  presented  by 
John  D.  Larkins,  Jr.,  of  Trenton, 
Chairman  of  the  North  Carolina  Dem- 
ocratic Executive  Committee.  Others 
taking  part  in  the  program  included 
Dr.  Herbert  Herring  of  Duke  Uni- 
versity, who  brought  greetings  from 
the  North  Carolina  College  Confer- 
ence; Dr.  Charles  F.  Carroll,  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction; 
and  Dr.  Elford  Morgan,  Dean  of 
Converse  College  in  South  Carolina, 
who  brought  greetings  from  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and    Secondary  Schools.

Between  now  and  June  30th  you 
and  the  congregation  of  which  you 
are  a  member  will  help  determine 
the  success  or  failure  of  our  IMis- 
sionary  Program  for  the  year  end- 
ing the  last  of  June  1957.

It  would  delay  bringing 
the  Kjht  of  the  Gospel  and  the  Plan 
of  Sal.ation  to  thousands  who  would 
have  to  continue  to  live  in  spiritual 
darkness.  This  could  happen!  The 
possibility  of  failure  is  not  too  re- 
mote! You  and  your  congregation 
will  determine  the  future  of  these 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  souls  and 
the  Missionary  Endeavor  to  which 
we  as  Disciples  of  Christ  have  com- 
mitted ourselves. 

Most  of  our  North  Carolina 
churches  were  still  far  short  of  their 
suggested  and/or  adopted  Unified 
Promotion  Goals  on  March  31st.

Is  it 
absolutely  unselfish  to  put  all  our 
resources  into  a  building  of  stone 
and  wood  and  glass  while  living 
stones  are  waiting  to  hs  builded  into 
Hs  Holy  Temple?  A  congregation 
that  builds  a  house  of  worship  at 
th?  exp:nse  of  lost  and  needy  souls 
has  lost  the  Christian  vision  and 
builds  only  a  monument  to  selfish- 
ness— a  task  that  can  bring  no  etern- 
al reward. 


Whether  you  are  pastor,  chairman 
of  the  board,  an  elder,  or  deacon,  a 
deaconess,  CMF  or  CWF  president, 
an  officei'  of  one  of  the  organizations 
of  your  congregation,  or  perhaps  just 
an  humble  member  without  definite 
responsibility  in  the  planning  or  ad- 
ministration work  of  your  congrega- 
tion, make  it  your  business  to  look 
into  your  church's  missionary  pro- 
gram and  learn  how  much  of  your 
obligation  has  been  discharged  to 
date.

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Greenville 

The  Eighth  Street  Church  has  re- 
ceived into  its  fellowship  since  the 
first  of  January  35  new  members,  15 
by  baptism  and  20  by  transfers,  mak- 
ing the  book  membership  of  the 
church  at  present  901.  With  the  other 
Protestant  Churches  in  Greenville

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When  You  Pray 


Surely  the  disciples  wanted  to 
know  how  to  pray;  they  always  do. 
Prayer  is  the  communion  of  the  spir- 
it of  man  and  God,  which  is  vital 
to  the  spiritual  life  of  everyone.  Its 
efficacy  will  be  determined  by  the 
sincerity  of  the  one  praying.  Prayer 
must  be  as  sincei'e  as  our  wavering 
will  can  offer. 

When  asked  to  teach  the  disciples 
to  pray,  Jesus  spoke  of  "entering 
the  closet,  closing  the  door  .  .  .  and 
praying  in  secret."  Simply  this  means 
to  clear  the  mind  of  all  worldly  dis- 
tractions, lest  we  bring  to  God  a  di- 
vided mind. 

Prayer  must  be  childlike  in  sim- 
plicity. The  Revised  Standard  Ver- 
sion of  the  Bible  uses  the  sentence: 
"Do  not  heap  up  empty  phrases." 
The  Pharisees  and  hypocrites  thought 
they  would  be  heard  for  their  long 
prayers,  which  were  repetitious. 

They  made  it  convenient  to  be  at 
street  corners  and  in  public  places 
when  the  time  of  prayer  came  that 
they  might  have  an  audience  to  wit- 
ness their  long  prayers.  From  .  the 
story  of  the  Widow  and  the  Judge 
we  might  be  led  to  believe  in  long 
prayers.  Let's  not  misconstrue  Jesus 
meaning  in  this  matter.  He  used  re- 
petitions himself,  in  time  of  stress 
and  strain. 

In  these  days  of  tension  Christians 
will  do  well  to  be  in  prayer.  Prayer 
changes  things  we  are  told.  Most  im- 
portant prayer  changes  the  one  pray- 
ing. It  may  not  even  be  enough  to 
pray  as  we  so  often  do.  We  may 
need  to  condition  our  minds  that  it 
will  be  effective. 

According  to  Drs.  Parker  and  Dare 
in  "Prayer  Can  Change  Your  Life," 
an  experiment  with  three  groups  of 
15  each.  The  most  effective  prayer 
in  healing  disease;  mentally  and  phy- 
sically, is  that  which  is  associated 
with  psychotherapy.  In  the  light  of 
this  most  of  us  need  help  with  our 
praying. 

The  spiritual  life  of  our  church 
here  is  at  its  highest.  This  is  due 
largely  to  the  two  Prayer  groups 
meeting  each  week;  one  on  Monday 
led  by  Mrs.  L.  B.  Bennett  and  the 
other  following  choir  rehearsal  on 
Wednesday  evening.  More  church 
folk  are  interested  in  knowing  how 
to  pray  than  I  have  ever  witnessed 
in  any  place.  People  who  never  of- 
fered audible  prayer  before  are  try- 
ing to  do  so  now.  When  you  pray 
will  you  include  us  in  your  petitions?

A  resolution  to  meet  the  threat  of 
a  diminishing  Ministry  passed  at,  tlic 
last  North  Carolina  Convention  ol" 
•Christian  Churches  held  in  (jreeu- 
ville,  has  started  to  bear  fruit. 

The  resolution,  calling  on  the 
chui-ehes  of  North  Carolina  to  pi'ovide 
more  ministerial  candidates,  and  also 
setting  up  mechanics  for  interesting 
more  qualified  young  people  to  think 
about  the  Church  as  a  vocation,  has 
had  results,  a  survey  at  Atlantic 
Christian  College  this  month  showed. 

Last  year  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege enrolled  only  two  North  ('aro- 
lina  young  people  in  the  freshman 
class  who  were  planning  to  study  for 
,a  vocation  in  the  Church.  It,  of 
course,  enrolled  several  luoi'e  from 
other  states  and  already  had  many 
eni'olled  in  the  upper  classes. 

A  complete  breakdown  of  the  sur- 
ivey  looks  this  way.  Twenty-eight  re- 
ligion majors  will  entei'  the  college 
Jfor  the  first  time  this  fall.  Twenty 
of  them  are  Disciples,  two  are  Bap- 
tists, four  are  Methodists,  one  is 
Holiness,  and  one  is  not  attaclied 
denominationally,  but  is  from  a 
Methodist  background. 

Of  the  new  Disciple  students,  eight 
are  from  North  Carolina,  eight  are 
from  Florida,  two  are  from  Geoigia, 
and  two  are  from  South  Carolina. 

In  addition  to  the  new  students  en- 
rolling, the  college  already  iias  20 
Disciples  studying  for  church  voca- 
tions in  its  upper  classes. 

The  survey  shows  tliat  73  students 
will  be  enrolled  at  the  college  next 
year  preparing  to  give  full-time  serv- 
ice to  the  Church.  Of  this  total,  48  are 
members  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ. 
This  is  a  marked  increase  over  the 
past  college  year  when  a  total  of  63 
students  were  enrolled  for  prepara- 
tion for  full-time  Christian  service. 

In  addition  to  students  preparing 
themselves  for  full  time  service  in 
the  Church,  the  college  will  have  en- 
rolled next  year  more  Disciple  stu- 
'  dents  than  ever  ))efore.  "Here  also 
is  an  important  fact  for  our  Church," 
Mr.  Sharp  said.  "Atlantic  Christian 
("ollege,  now,  more  than  ever  before, 
is  sending  back  trained  laymen  into 
the  Christian  Churches  of  North  Car- 
olina and  other  states.  This  fact  can 
not  but  help  the  future  of  the  Church 
in  our  state  and  in  the  other  states 
served  by  Atlantic  Christian  College." 

Ross  J.  Allen,  I']xecutive  Secretary 
of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Mis- 
sionary Society,  gives  much  of  the 
O'cdit  for  the   increase   in  full-time 


Di'.  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  president 
of  Atlantic  Christian  college,  has  is- 
sued some  important  advice  to  this 
year's  higli  school  graduates  who  are 
members  of  the  Christian  Churches  in 
North  Carolina. 

Tlie  Atlantic  Cliristian  president 
fears  that  all  Disciples  who  plan  to 
enroll  at  the  college  this  Fall  will 
not  be  able  to  get  accepted  if  they 
don't  get  in  their  applications  as 
quiclily  as  possible. 

"We  are,  again,  faced  with  the 
possibility  of  cutting  off  enrollment 
this  summer,"  Dr.  Wenger  said.  The 


Christian  servi(.'e  students  to  the  an- 
nual Christian  Vocat,ions  Conference 
now  being  held  annually  at  the  col- 
lege. The  annual  conference  is  part 
of  the  overall  program  authorized  by 
th(!  resolution  wliich  passed  at  the 
Greenville  convention. 


AC('  president  points  out  that  many 
Disciples  are  sometimes  late  in  get- 
ting in  applications  to  their  church 
college.  "We  hope  we  can  provide 
places  for  all  the  young  people  of  our 
Church  who  wish  to  attend  Atlantic 
Christian,"  Dr.  Wenger  said.  "How- 
ever, if  we  are  to  accomplish  this 
hope  we  must  have  help  from  the 
young  people  in  getting  in  their  ap- 
])lications." 

Dr.  Wenger  calls  on  all  parents  and 
ministers  in  the  state  to  help  the 
young  iieople  who  are  flunking  about 
the  college  as  their  next  educational 
step  conij)lete  their  applications  so 
th;it  the  college  can  process  them  and 
accept  the  students. 

Di-.  Wenger  said  the  college  will  be 
able  to  enroll  about  1,000  students 
next  September.  He  said  the  flow 
c>''  applications  indicates  that  the  to- 
tal number  will  be  reached  sometime 
during  m:d-sunTmer.

Should  Christians  Tithe?

the  law,  both  in  living  and  giving.  But 
have  they?  Tithing  was  replaced  by 
voluntary,  spasmodic,  token  giving, 
with  many  Christians  giving  nothing 
and  the  average  for  all  ranging  from 
two  to  three  percent  of  income.  Con- 
sequently, the  church  has  had  to  re- 
sort to  money  making  schemes  and 
high  pressure  campaigns  to  exist. 
The  progress  of  the  church  and  the 
kingdom  has  been  hindered. 

A  more  excellent  way  for  Chris- 
tians is  to  make  the  tithe  the  norm 
rather  than  the  exception.  Tithing  is 
not  a  legalistic  requirement,  but  a 
Christian  beginning  of  systematic, 
joyful,  generous,  sacrificial  giving. 
Enlist  tithers  on  the  Day  of  Dedica- 
tion in  the  Easter  to  Pentecost  ste- 
wardship program.

Message  of  the  Month 


"It's  all  in  the  point  of  view",  we 
say.  Usually  we  sound  forth  with 
this  word  of  wisdom  when  trying  to 
justify  ourselves  for  an  attitude 
which  has  been  called  into  question  by 
someone  holding  a  widely  divergent 
attitude.  We  use  the  phrase  as  a  de- 
fense mechanism,  and  continue  stub- 
bornly on  our  way. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Phillips,  in  his  translation 
of  the  New  Testament  letter  called 
Philippians,  renders  chapter  2,  verse 
4  and  5,  in  such  a  way  as  to  suggest 
that  God  want  us  to  use  "point  of 
view"  in  a  better  way  than  for  pur- 
poses of  self-justification.  The  trans- 
lation is  this:  "None  of  you  should 
think  only  of  his  own  affairs,  but 
should  learn  to  see  things  from 
other  people's  point  of  view.  Let 
Christ  Himself  be  your  example  as 
to  what  your  attitude  should  be." 

Words  of  instruction  seldom  come 
in  a  more  distrubing  form  than  that. 
It  is  our  daily  program  to  think  of 
our  own  affairs,  and  to  entertain  our 
own  point  of  view.  How  much  time 
do  we  normally  spend  in  transferring 
ourselves  to  the  position  of  others, 
and  seeing  things  from  their  point 
of  view?  How  often  does  Christ's 
point  of  view  really  shake  us  loose 
from  the  pinnacle  of  prejudice  and 
provincialism  on  which  we  have  be- 
come accustomed  to  take  our  stand? 

We  easily  conclude  that  thinking 
only  of  our  own  affairs  can  produce 
the  best  kind  of  life  for  us.  God  star- 
tles us  with  the  suggestion  that  such 
a  selfish  procedure  may  stifle  and 
shrivel  life  until  we  have  very  little 
of  it  left.  He  is  saying-  that  our  plight 
may  be  like  that  of  the  persons  who 
spoke  in  a  popular  song  some  years 
ago,  saying-  "Round  and  round,  and 
round  and  round,  and  round  and 
round  we  go.  God  wants  us  to  know 
that  life  can  become  extremely  dizzy 
and  daffy  and  meaningless  on  the 
merry-go-round  of  our  own  point  of 
view. 

"But  what  is  to  be  gained,"  we 
ask,  "by  seeing  things  from  other 
people's  point  of  view?"  That  de- 
pends, of  course,  upon  who  the  other 
people  are.  We  need  not  expect  too 
much  help  from  Mr.  Just  Like  Us. 
All  he  can  do  is  to  confirm  us  in  our 
accepted  way  of  thinking  and  acting. 
But  there  are  those  whose  point  of 
view  is  more  akin  to  genius  than  is 
ours,  more  compassionate  and  broth- 
erly than  is  ours,  more  congenial  to 
adventurous  living  than  is  ours.  From 
them  we  can  gain  very  much,  every 
way.  And  much  is  to  be  gained,  too, 
from  the  man  whose  point  of  view 
is  the  depth  of  base  desire,  or  the 
flat  of  financial  desperation,  or  the 
height  of  social  injustice.  To  enter 
into  such  experiences  of  human  need,

North  CaroUna  Council 
Of  Churches 

The  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  ranked  10th  among  the  41 
state  councils  in  the  nation  last  year, 
according  to  a  recent  survey  made  by 
the  National  Council  of  Churches. 
The  rank  is  based  upon  receipts  re- 
ported for  all  program  activities  car- 
ried on  by  the  Council  and  affiliated 
groups.  North  Carolina's  Council  re- 
ported a  total  of  $130,098  received, 
including  such  program  activities  as 
Church  World  Service,  CROP,  World 
Day  of  Prayer,  and  Migrant  work. 
Not  included  in  this  total  are  the 
amounts  raised  by  local  Councils  of 
Church  Women,  of  which  there  are 
41  in  this  state,  local  youth  councils, 
and  other  local  interdenominational 
activities  such  as  the  Weekday  Bible 
Teaching  Programs.  "If  these  were 
included,"  the  Reverend  Morton  R. 
Kurtz,  Executive  Director  of  the 
state  Council  of  Churches,  said,  "the 
total  amount  raised  for  ecumenical 
projects  in  North  Carolina  would  be 
something  over  $350,000  a  year. 

Totals  reported  for  other  area  state 
councils  in  the  survey  were:  Vir- 
ginia, $63,643;  Tennessee,  $12,813; 
Georgia,  $7,646.  .South  Carolina  does 
not  have  an  active  organization  at 
present. 


Saratoga 

The  Saratoga  Christian  Church  held 
its  first  Vacation  Church  School  in 
June.

A  new  record  of  service  has  been 
written  by  the  students  majoring  in 
Religion  at  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege during  the  past  year,  a  survey 
showed  recently. 

Many  churches  in  North  Carolina 
are  supplied  with  pastors  every  year 
by  the  student  body  of  ACC.  During 
the  past  year  37  churches  were  able 
to  obtain  student  pastors  from  the 
campus  of  the  college. 

Having  a  college  in  the  state  and 
being  able  to  obtain  ministerial  serv- 
ice from  its  student  body  is  a  valu- 
able asset  to  the  churches  of  North 
Carolina,  it  has  been  pointed  out. 

Allan  R.  .Sharp,  Acting  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Religion  and 
Philosophy  at  ACC,  found  in  a  sur- 
vey that  37  churches  were  served  by 
student  pastors  from  ACC  during  the 
last  year. 

These  churches  were  located  in  17 
North  Carolina  counties  covering 
most  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  state. 

The  break-down  shows  that  three 
churches  were  served  in  Wake  Coun- 
ty, one  in  Warren,  one  in  Lee,  one 
in  Harnett,  two  in  Johnston,  three  in 
Wayne,  three  in  Wilson,  four  in  Pitt, 
three  in  Lenoir,  two  in  Pamlico,  two 
in  Jones,  two  in  Craven,  one  in  Beau- 
fort, one  in  Tyrell,  one  in  Hertford, 
one  in  Bertie,  and  two  in  Martin. 

"Thanks  to  some  fine  young  men 
in  our  student  body  who  have  dedi- 
cated their  lives  to  the  Church,  we 
were  able  to  help  meet  the  critical  sit- 
uation which  faces  our  churches — a 
drastic  shortage  of  ministers,"  Mr. 
Sharp  said. 

"We  hope  that  we  will  continue  to 
increase  the  number  of  young  men 
and  women  in  our  student  body  who 
will  later  serve  the  Church  as  their 
chosen  profession,"  he  said.

Young  Ministerial  Student  Busy 

With  Campus-Church  Activities 


That  the  life  of  a  ministerial  stu- 
dent at  Atlantic  Christian  College  is 
filled  with  action  and  not  much  lost 
motion  can  be  attested  to  by  21-year 
old  Roland  Jones  of  RFD  two.  Snow 
Hill,  N.  C. 

Young  Mr.  Jones,  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ray  W.  Jones,  is  a  rising  senior 
at  the  college,  and  next  June  will  re- 
ceive his  AB  degree  with  a  major  in 
Religion  and  a  minor  in  history.  Af- 
ter that  he  will  move  on  to  The  Col- 
lege of  The  Bible,  Lexington,  Ky.,  to 
study  for  his  BD  degree. 

It  was  in  high  school  that  Roland 
Jones  decided  to  dedicate  his  life  to 
full  time  church  service.  He  says 
youth  conferences,  his  parents,  and 
many  others  contributed  to  his  de- 
cision. 

After  graduation  from  Hookerton 
High  School,  he  enrolled  at  ACC  three 
years  ago.  Late  in  his  freshman  year, 
he  had  his  first  opportunity  to  fill  a 
pulpit  on  a  Sunday  morning.  He 
served  as  a  member  of  a  Christian 
Action  Team  from  the  college  that 
first  year  at  ACC  and  received  his 
first  active  experience  as  a  minister. 

The  second  year,  his  ministerial 
activity  off  the  college  campus  picked 
up  rapidly.  It  was  that  year  that  he 
became  student  minister  at  Pantego 
and  he  still  serves  there  two  Sundays 
a  month.  In  addition  he  has  supplied 
for  long  periods  at  the  Goldsboro 
Christian  Church  and  LaGrange.  In 
addition  to  these,  he  has  visited  many 
other  churches  in  the  state  to  serve 
as  minister  either  at  morning  service 
on  Sunday  or  at  the  evening  worship. 

Speakers  Bureau  PI 

Atlantic  Christian  College  has  an- 
nounced a  new  service  for  church  or- 
ganizations, schools,  civic  clubs  and 
fraternal  groups. 

The  new  service  is  a  Speakers  Bur- 
eau set  up  to  serve  the  North  Caro- 
lina area.  It  will  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  James  E.  Fulghum,  Director 
of  Special  Activities  at  the  College. 

"So  many  times  in  the  past,  pro- 
gram chairmen  searching  for  a  speak- 
er have  been  at  a  loss,"  Mr.  Fulghum 
pointed  out.  "We  have  many  out- 
standing speakers  at  the  college  who 
are  available  at  night  and  in  the  late 
afternoon  for  programs  if  they  are 
within  driving  distance  from  the  col- 
lege campus  in  Wilson." 


Roland  estimates  that  he  has  de- 
livered more  than  100  sermons  dur- 
ing his  three  years  at  the  college.  All 
of  this  work  is  in  addition  to  his  reg- 
ular college  work  required  of  all  stu- 
dents. Roland  estimates  that  he  has 
failed  to  preach  in  a  Christian  Church 
only  about  three  Sundays  during  the 
last  year. 

"This  has  been  a  wonderful  exper- 
ience for  me,"  Roland  explains  "and 
it  has  increased  my  desire  to  continue 
my  education  and  prepare  myself  for 
the  Ministry." 

After  completing  his  education  at 
ACC  and  at  The  College  of  The  Bible, 
Roland  wants  to  enter  the  Rural 
Ministry.  "I  grew  up  in  a  rural  area 
and  in  a  fine  rural  church,"  Roland 
says,  "and  it  is  my  ambition  to  serve 
a  rural  congregation." 

"The  Wheat  Swamp  Christian 
Church  can  be  proud  of  Roland  Jones, 
one  of  the  young  men  it  has  sent 
forth  to  preach,"  Allan  R.  Sharp, 
Acting  Chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Religion  at  Philosophy  at  the  Col- 
lege emphasizes.  "He  is  one  of  our 
fine  young  future  ministers  at  the 
college."  Roland  Jones  is  typical  of 
the  more  than  70  young  men  and  wo- 
men at  the  college  who  are  preparing 
themselves  for  full-time  service.

First  Quadrennial  Assembly 

There  were  forty  North  Carolina 
women  at  the  Quadrennial  Assembly 
of  the  International  Christian  Wom- 
en's Fellowship,  and  the  driver  of  the 
chartered  bus  was  a  Disciple  from  the 
Wilmington  church.  The  place  was 
Purdue  University  at  Lafayette, 
Indiana,  and  the  time  was  June  19-23. 

The  theme  was  "Constrained  by 
Love".  Truly  the  theme  was  carried 
out.  Those  who  were  there  were 
first  constrained  by  love  in  worship. 
Every  day  began  with  meditations 
that  had  been  prayerfully  prepared 
for  that  day,  even  on  the  bus  en 
route.  Each  session  of  the  assembly 
was  begun  with  a  worship  service 
noted  for  its  drawing  us  closer  to 
God.  Our  thoughts  were  directed  to 
Him  by  the  very  appointments  used— 
*he  spotlight  on  the  cross,  or  a  pic- 
ture of  a  church  that  might  have 
been  our  very  own  that  filled  the 
itage,  or  a  picture  of  Christ  projected 
on  a  large  screen.  Those  were  wor- 
shipful moments  we  had  together. 

Then  we  were  "constrained  by  love" 
in  fellowship.  The  bus  trip  of  two 
thousand  miles  there  and  back  was 
a  joy  because  of  our  traveling  com- 
panions. When  we  arrived  3500  wom- 
en were  there  from  everywhere.  Fra- 
ternal delegates  were  there  from 
other  churches,  missionaries  and  na- 
tionals were  there  from  many  lands, 
and  Disciple  women  from  nearly  ev- 
ery state  in  the  union.  Even  standing 
in  line  for  meals  was  an  adventure 
in  fellowship.  In  the  late  afternoon 
there  were  opportunities  for  conver- 
sation with  many  interesting  people. 
We  were  told  where  they  would  be 
and  we  could  seek  the  one  we  espe- 
cially wanted  to  talk  with. 

We  were  constrained  by  love  in 
study.  Our  Bible  study  each  morning 
was  led  by  Dr.  Nels  Ferre  on  the 
book  of  Romans.  One  could  not  hear 
him  without  thinking.  The  afternoon 
was  largely  spent  in  discussion 
groups,  and  opportunity  to  share 
experiences  and  ideas.  Two  after- 
noons the  discussions  dealt  with  wom- 
en's place  in  the  total  church  and  one 
afternoon  with  missionary  education 
in  the  local  church.  If  one  wished  to 
do  so  there  was  opportunity  for  study 
in  the  very  way  the  program  for  the 
Quadrennial  was  planned.  The  pro- 
gram included  many  of  the  things 
that  make  other  people  and  places 
and  new  ideas  alive.  Drama  was  used 
at  least  once  a  day  most  effectively. 
Mus'c  was  used.  There  were  demon- 
strations of  teaching,  visual  aids, 
flower  arranging  for  churches,  wor- 
ship centers — all  of  these  in  class- 


rooms. The  gift  shop  displayed  the 
handwork  of  the  people  of  many 
lands.  There  was  much  that  could  be 
learned  from  the  variety  of  means 
used  to  tell  the  story. 

Now  we  have  been  constrained  by 
love  to  higher  service  to  our  Lord. 
Everyone  who  witnessed  the  com- 
missioning of  seventeen  young  mis- 
sionaries and  heard  their  words  of 
faith  and  hope  will  surely  be  filled 
with  a  finer  sense  of  what  true  serv- 
ice is.  From  the  Quadrennial  women 
gained  preparation  for  and  inspira- 
tion for  greater  service.  The  first 
verse  of  the  hymn  written  especially 
for  the  Assembly  is: 
Constrained    by   love.  Lord,   let  my 

life  be; 

Constrained  by  love.  Lord,  to  work 
with  thee. 

Love  as  thou  hast  loved  us,  love  un- 
endingly;

The  vacation  Bible  School  was  re- 
cently completed  very  successfully 
as  the  directors  worked  in  harmony 
with  the  Methodist  Church  at  Lemon 
Springs.

New  Church  Buildings 
Being  Erected

They  have  done  it  again.  Disciples 
of  Christ  in  cooperation  with  other 
communions  have  produced  another 
major  stewardship  film.  "The  Hidden 
Heart,",  "The  Beginning,"  and  "The 
Secret  of  the  Gift"  all  met  a  hearty 
response  in  stewardship  promotion. 
The  newest  film,  "The  Split-Level 
Family,"  released  September  1,  1957, 
meets  an  equally  high  standard  and 
is  unique  in  its  appeal  to  the  Ci.ris- 
tian  family  in  its  struggle  to  put  first 
things  first  in  our  modern  world. 
The  Broadcasting  Film  Commission 
of  the  National  Council  of  Churches 
produced  this  film  in  Hollywood  for 
twelve  Protestant  communions,  es- 
pecially for  use  in  the  joint  empha- 
sis upon  stewardship  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  Christian  Education  and 
Stewardship  of  the  National  Council. 

It  portrays  the  story  of  the  Riggs', 
a  typical  American  family,  who  find 
it  hard  to  have  all  the  things  they 
want  and  that  others  seem  to  have 
and  yet  hold  to  Christian  ideals  con- 
cerning vocation  and  church  respon- 
sibilities.

Through  her  faith, 
ideals,  and  committment,  this  fami- 
ly is  led  to  face  the  true  sense  of 
values  and  to  reconsider  their  whole 
pattern  of  living,  spending  and  giv- 
ing.

Under  his  leadership,  the 
church  has  shown  constant  growth;  a 
new  parsonage  and  church  building- 
have  been  erected  and  many  other 
projects  completed,  including  the  pur- 
chase of  a  .$3000.00  electronic  organ. 

Mr.  Bennett  is  serving  his  second 
term  as  president  of  the  Macclesfield 
Lion's  Club  and  is  immediate  past 
secre'.ary  of  that  organization. 

In  regards  to  his  leaving,  Mr.  Ben- 
nett had  this  to  say  "After  nine  years 
of  service  with  these  good  folk  at 
Macclesfield,  I  think  that  they  are 
most  patient  of  all.  It  has  truly  been 


a  most  fruitful  experience  and  en- 
joyable time.  We  regret  to  leave  but 
feel  it  is  best  for  all  concerned.  So 
far  as  we  know,  we  leave  without 
an  enemy.  The  work  has  gone  and  is 
going  in  a  very  smooth  way.  We 
leave  a  host  of  friends,  a  most  diffi- 
cult thing  to  do.

Why  Make  A  Will? 

It  has  been  estimated  that  80% 
of  all  property  owners  in  England 
and  France  make  wills.  In  America, 
the  surrogate  and  probate  courts  re- 
port that  70%  of  the  estates  admin- 
istered by  them  are  without  wills. 

Why  do  so  many  people  in  America 
defer  the  making  of  a  will  ?  Some 
have  a  superstitious  fear  that  the 
making  of  a  will  may  hasten  death 
Mental  inertia  prevents  others.  Th'^-; 
there  are  people  who  refuse  to  ta.-.e 
a  lawyer  into  their  confidence-  ^vnile 
others  hesitate  because  of  expense 
Probably  the  greatest  number  pro- 
crastinate because  of  the  hope  that  a 
little  later  their  minds  will  bo  "better 
made  up." 

Foresight  ha=  never  shortened  life, 
but  laziness  has  caused  countless  tra- 
gedies. A  good  lawyer  respects  a  cli- 
ents confidence,  and  does  not  charge 
exorbitant  prices  to  do  so.  Whether 
a  persons  possessions  are  large  or 
small,  it  is  frequently  cheaper  to 
make  a  will  than  not  to  do  so. 

1.  To  make  a  will  is  the  one  sure 
way  to  leave  what  you  have  to  those 
for  whom  you  intend  it.  The  person 
who  dies  without  a  will  leaves  his 
property  to  be  distributed  by  the 
state.  State  law,  in  such  cases,  has  no 
place  for  the  deceased's  intentions. 

2.  The  very  process  of  thinking 
through  one's  property  and  what  to 
do  with  it  helps  one  evaluate  his 
estate  and  put  it  in  better  condition. 

3.  A  will  enables  one  to  dispose  of 
his  estate  while  in  good  health  and  of 
sound  mind.  The  loved  ones  of  the 
home  circle  and  the  approved  objects 
of  one's  best  intentions  need  consid- 
eration when  a  person  is  at  his  best. 

4.  A  will  assists  one  in  perpetuating 
his  life  work  and  ideals.  A  portion  of 
the  estate  can  well  represent  the 
Christian  objectives.  Every  Christian 
should  make  a  Christian  will — by  giv- 
ing a  share  to  a  Christian  cause. 

5.  Satisfaction  and  content  come  to 
the  one  who  has  done  the  best  pos- 
sible in  providing  for  the  future.  A 
large  measure  of  peace  of  mind  fol- 
lows the  writing  of  a  will.

1957  marks  the  fourteenth  year  for 
local  church  participation  during 
Christian  Literature  Week.  This 
week,  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mission on  the  Promotion  of  Chris- 
tian Literature,  has  received  nation- 
al recognition  at  International  Con- 
ventions and  in  many  national  and 
state  church  meetings. 

It  is  anticipated  that  North  Caro- 
lina churches  will  return  the  "Count- 
On-Us"  card  immediately,  indicating 
the  number  of  free  copies  of  the 
B.ble   Reading  Plan  they  desire.

They  complain,  "The 
preacher  never  comes  to  see  me — I 
don't  like  the  music — I  go,  but  nobody 
shakes  hands  with  me — the  Church 
is  after  my  money — too  many  of  the 
members  are  hypocrites  ..."  and 
so  on,  ad  infinitum,  ad  nauseam. 

But  I  have  noticed  that  when  the 
complaining  fellow  begins  to  walk 
on  his  own  within  the  church,  to  sup- 
port it  with  his  prayers,  his  presence 
and  his  gifts  and  his  service,  he  finds 
joy  and  strength  therein.  One  is 
"made  whole"  only  when  he  begins 
some  worthwhile  activity.  The  sickest 
people  are  usually  those  who  have 
the  least  to  do.

Developing  the  Potential 

There  are  two  great  potential  re- 
sources for  increasing-  the  giving  in 
every  church,  for  current  expenses 
and  for  the  world  causes  of  Christ.

800  Attend  A€€  Chureli  Assembly 


More  than  800  members  of  the 
Christian  Churches  of  North  Carolina 
attended  the  Sunday  Churcnh  Assem- 
bly of  Atlantic  Christian  Colleg-e's 
Special  Convocation  held  on  Sunday, 
September  15. 

All  who  attended  termed  the  Con- 
vocation a  huge  success  and  said 
they  understood  better  the  challenges 
facing  Christian  Higher  Education 
because  of  the  Convocation. 

Dr.'  John  Rogers,  President  of  the 
International  Convention  of  Christian 
Churches  and  Dean  of  the  Law 
School  at  the  University  of  Tulsa, 
was  the  main  speaker  at  the  assem- 
bly. 

Dr.  Rogers  said:  "This  is  an  hour 
of  crisis  for  Christian  culture.  It  is 
also  an  hour  of  crisis  for  Christian 
educational  institutions." 

"On  the  college  and  university  cam- 
puses across  the  country  a  surpris- 
ingly large  number  of  the  young  men 
and  women  now  enrolled  in  these  in- 
stitutions are  on  a  search  seeking 
God,  not  only  in  the  faith  of  their 
fathers,  and  in  conventional  church 
worship,  but  in  an  intellectual  self- 
appraisal.  In  this  search  they  are 
flocking  to  hear  men  of  authority 
speak  on  the  relationsihip  of  religion 
to  culture."  Dr.  Rogers  said. 

Later  he  said:  "While  the  great 
strength  of  our  system  of  higher 
education  is  in  its  diversity,  the  Chris- 
tian colleges  are  of  the  greater  value 
in  American  life  because  there  are 
so  many  other  educational  institutions 
who  themselves  have  no  concern  in 
Christian  higher  education,  even 
though  they  share  the  same  interest 
in  the  vitality  of  the  precepts  of 
Christian  morality  on  which  this  na- 
tion is  founded." 

_  "While  only  45  percent  of  the  young- 
men  and  women  in  colleges  today 
are  attending  privately  endowed  and 
church-related  institutions,  the  grad- 
uates of  those  institutions  furnisb  70 
percent  of  the  leadership  in  all  areas 
of  American  life,"  Dr.  Rogers  as- 
serted. 

Dr.  Riley  B.  Montgomery,  Presi- 
dent of  The  College  Of  The  Bible, 
Lexington,  Ky.,  presented  Dr.  Rogers, 
and  Dr.  Cecil  A.  Jarman,  Minister  of 
the  First  Christian  Church,  Birming- 
ham, Alabama,  presided  at  the  assem- 
bly.

Chinese  Missionary 

The  United  Christian  Missionary 
Society  has  sent  out  its  first  Chinese 
missionary.  He  is  David  Wen-Tzong 
Luo  who  studied  in  the  United  States 
for  several  years  before  he  left  on 
April  26  for  Thailand  where  he  is 
now  serving.  Mr.  Luo  is  a  citizen  of 
Nationalist  China  and  is  supported 
by  American  churches. 

Born  in  Lichwan,  China,  Mr.  Luo 
studied  at  China  Central  University 
in  Nanking  before  coming  to  the 
United  States.  Here  he  studied  at 
the  University  of  Wichita,  Wichita, 
Kans.;  Brite  College  of  the  Bible  of 
Texas  Christian  University,  Fort 
Worth;  and  at  Kennedy  School  of 
Mis  sions,  Hartford,  Conn.  While  here 
he  also  was  a  papular  speaker  to 
many  church  groups. 


Goldsboro  Christian 
Inslitule 

The  Goldsboro-Raleigh  District  As- 
sembly will  convene  here  at  Golds- 
boro Christian  Institute  October  23rd, 
and  we  urge  every  delegate  to  come 
prepared  to  give  full  time  service 
to  the  business  of  the  Assembly. 
Grave  problems  will  confront  us  in 
this  Assembly  which  must  be  tackled 
and  solved  and  we  need  to  utilize 
the  combined  intelligence  of  all  so 
that  the  solution  we  find  may  serve 
the  best  interest  of  all  conceimed. 

The  problem  of  reorganization 
b  ^ars  heavily  upon  ois  and  the  suc- 
cess of  our  Educational  Program,  in 
future  years,  largely  depends  upon 
decisions  reached  relative  to  this  all 
important  matter.  For  foi-ty-seven 
years  we  have  been  trying  to  estaib- 
lish  a  creditable  Training  Center  for 
ministers  and  church  workers  without 
striking  effectively  at  the  heart  of 
the  problem. 

The  Assembly  must  be  freed  from 
the  shackles  of  over  organization  so 
that  more  direct  channels  for  Bud- 
geting purpose  may  be  set  up.  We  are 
not  to  be  blamed  for  that  which  we 
inherited  but  we  are  responsible  if 
we  hold  on  to  the  inheritance  whicih 
ceases  to  serve  the  vital  needs  of  oyr 
Fellowship.  Much  thought  should  be 
given  to  reorganization  of  our  Dis- 
trict Organization  as  well  as  to  our 
need  for  a  Training  Center.  Time, 
thought  and  physical  effort  have  al- 
ready been  given  to  the  problem  of 
establishing  a  Training  Center  by 
the  Exploratory  Educational  Commit- 
tee which  was  appointed  last  October 
by  the  various  Assemblies.  The  Com- 
mittee's Report  is  to  be  presented  to 
the  Assemblies  for  their  considera- 
tion in  their  coming  sessions;  we 
hope  the  Report  will  be  overwhelm- 
ingly approved.  All  decisions,  i-ela- 
tive  to  problems  stated  above,  should 
grow  out  of  the  dictation  of  wisdom 
and  understanding.  Such  an  achieve- 
ment needs  to  draw  upon  the  best  in- 
telligence of  every  local  church  as 
well  as  the  best  intelligence  of  all 
members  of  the  assemblies.

They  came,  they  saw — we  hope 
we  conquered  them!  Just  like  the 
average  household  when  company 
comes,  we  tried  to  "put  our  best 
foot  forward".  Our  Home  never 
looked  prettier,  our  grounds  were 
just  lovely  and  our  Family  most 
happy  to  welcome  our  Area  Board 
Members  to  the  annual  Board  Meet- 
ing on  September  27th.  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Zeph  Deshields  and  Rev.  Ira  Kirk 
and  his  family  were  our  most  wel- 
come guests  from  North  Carolina. 
Our  Family  dining  room  was  filled 
when  our  Board  of  Trustees'  Chair- 
man, Mr.  Louis  E.  Byrd,  welcomed 
those  present  and  called  on  Mr. 
Chester  Harnett,  State  Secretary  for 
the  Capital  Area  to  ask  the  blessing 
on  the  meal.  The  dinner  was  with 
the  compliments  of  several  of  the 
merchants  of  Jacksonville.  Dr.  Orval 
D.  Peterson,  President  of  the  Nation- 
al Benevolent  Association  spoke  on 
the  subject  of  "Love  Through  Benev- 
olence" to  those  in  attendance  at  the 
Board  Meeting  that  followed  the 
dinner. 

A  bit  of  the  history  of  our  Home. 
The  Havens  Home  for  the  aged  in 
East  Aurora,  New  York,  in  the  early 
1920's  faced  a  crisis.  Their  waiting- 
list  was  long  and  building  costs 
prohibitive.  The  Churches  in  Florida 
became  interested  in  the  purchase 
of  an  almost  new  building  that  was 
for  sale  due  to  financial  difficulties 
of  a  war-bankrupted  military  acad- 
emy. This  was  purchased  for  $30,000 
and  was  worth  more  than  three  times 
that  much.  In  June  of  1922  the  Fami- 
ly was  moved  from  East  Aurora  into 
the  newly  opened  Florida  Christian 
Home  for  the  Aged.  Since  opening, 
734  aged  guests  have  been  (and  are 
being)  cared  for  in  our  Home.  Our 
capacity  was  increased  in  1950  and 
again  in  1955  with  the  construction 
of  the  Hillyer  Memorial  Bedside  Care 
Unit  and  then  the  lovely  addition  at 
the  later  date. 

Cooler  weather  means  more  ac- 
tivities for  our  Family.  "Spend-the- 
day"  parties  are  scheduled  for  Oc- 
tober as  well  as  rides  around  the  city 
and  to  the  Beach.  The  Social  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  has  been  most 
active  in  urging  local  groups  to  plan 
these  delightful  affairs  that  are  so 
much  enjoyed  by  our  guests.

Laymen's  Sunday 

We  suggest  that  all  churches  gear 
their  Laymen's  Sunday  program  to 
the  theme  "My  Father's  Business" 
which  will  be  the  program  theme  in 
more  than  one  hundred  thousand 
church  services  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  on  this  day. 

We  also  suggest  that  under  the 
broad  scope  of  "My  Father's  Busi- 
ness," we  lift  up  the  three  key  words 
of  our  own  Brotherhood  emphasis — 
INFORMED,  CONCERNED  AND 
COMMITTED.  With  these  three 
words  of  challenge,  let  us  call  all 
men  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  goals 
in  our  1957-58  emphasis  on  Mission- 
ary Education  and  Benevolence. 

Worship  Service 

Plan  the  worship  service  according 
to  the  customary  service  of  your  con- 
gregation, using  hymns  selected  from 
the  suggestions  in  section  nine  of  the 
Laymi^n's   Sunday  pamphlet. 

Five  laymen  might  be  used,  taking 
no  more  than  the  regular  sermon 
time.  On  layman  could  act  as  master 
of  ceremonies,  introducing  the  pro- 
gram and  participants.  All  of  the  in- 
troductions should  be  given  at  one 
time  and  from  then  on  each  speaker 
would  follow  without  announcement. 
The  remaining  four  men  would  be 
speakers,  each  one  being  allowed 
five  minutes  in  which  to  present  the 
concern  assigned  to  him. 

First  Speaker 

To  speak  on  "Laymen's  Sunday." 
His  remarks  centered  around  the  in- 
formation contained  in  the  Laymen's 
Sunday  pamphlet.  In  addition,  he 
might  present  information  about  these 
facts  in  our  own  communion:  3700 
churches  observing  Laymen's  Sunday; 
2,000-2,500  Fellowships  reordering 
and  using  Monthly  Program  packets; 
approximately  80  retreats  of  our  men 
being  held  annually  involving,  per- 
haps, eight  to  twelve  thousand  men, 
etc. 

Second  Speaker 

Topic  "Informed."  Time  five  min- 
utes. Material  taken  from  Minister's 
Manual  "Our  Church  An  Out-reach- 
ing Church."  The  first  twelve  pages 
should  furnish  ample  material  for 
this  presentation. 

Third  Speaker 

Topic  "Concerned."  Time  five  min- 
utes. Material  to  be  taken  from  the 


three  Benevolent  folders  found  in  the 
minister's  packet  "The  Why  and  How 
of  Christian  Benevolence,"  "The 
Churches  Care  of  Older  Persons"  and 
"The  Churches  Care  of  Children." 

Fourth  Speaker 

Topic  "Committed."  Time  five  min- 
uted. Material  pages  26-45  Minister's 
Manual.  The  fourth  speaker  should 
issue  a  challenge  to  every  member  to 
consider  the  making  of  a  Christian 
Will. 

Conclusion 

To  be  brought  by  the  leader  (mas- 
ter of  ceremonies).  Challenge  the 
congregation  by  asking  the  questions 
contained  in  the  bottom  half  of  page 
22  of  the  Minister's  Manual.  Print 
the  Litany  ^'ound  on  page  18  in  the 
Minister's  Manual  and  use  it  to  close 
the  service.  Follow  the  Litany  with 
invitation  hymn  and  invitation  to  fel- 
lowship, given  by  the  minister. 

Suggestions  that  might  be  adopted 
locally  for  Laymen's  Sunday. 

A  layman  in  the  chui'ch  extend  the 
invitation  to  fellowship  on  Laymen's 
Sunday. 

An  evangelistic  campaign  or  visi- 
tation leading  up  to  Laymen's  Sun- 
day, having  laymen  come  into  the 
church  on  that  Sunday. 

All  male  choir  on  that  Sunday,  or 
at  least  built  around  men. 

A  male  quartette.

Do  Your  Members  Act

The  minister  of  a  large  Chicago 
church  was  asked,  "How  many  active 
members  do  you  have  in  your  church? 
He  replied,  "They  are  all  active,  but 
they  don't  all  act  right."  Do  all  your 
members  act  right  in  the  stewardship 
of  their  lives,  time,  ability  and  pos- 
sessions, or  do  many  of  them  act  like 
people  who  were  never  committed  to 
follow  and  serve  Jesus  Christ?

of  Christ's  redeeming  love  .  .  ."

Vere  Rogers  of  Atlantic  Christian 
-presented  a  strong  Biblical  founda- 
tion for  unity,  as  the  DSF  considered 
the  national  plan  of  merging  with 
other  denominational  youth  fellow- 
ships on  a  state  level.  Representatives 
of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  and 
the  Congregational  Churches  were 
present  from  Chapel  Hill  and  Phila- 
delphia to  present  ideas  and  feelings 
other  than  the  DSF.  From  the  State 
Retreat  came  a  concern  of  the  re- 
ligious situation  existing  on  the  col- 
lege campus  and  the  dire  need  of 
meeting  a  great  challenge  through 
merging  in  a  cooperative  fellowship. 
If  by  an  organic  union  of  four  youth 
fellowships  each  could  witness  to 
their  particular  calling  and  to  even 
greater  calling  of  our  Lord,  Jesus 
Christ  more  effectively,  the  DSF  of 
the  nation  and  this  state  is  willing 
to  merge  into  a  common  cause  and 
purpose  of  existing.  This  could  possi- 
bly be  an  opportunity  to  manifest  His 
essential  unity  in  our  time.  The  State 
DSF  has  submitted  a  plan  of  merger 
for  consideration  and  revising. 

The  State  Officers  for  the  present 
college  year  were  elected  and  in- 
stalled as  follows:  President,  Johnny 
Browning;  Vice  president,  Burt  Wor- 
thington;  Secretary,  Frankie  Herring. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Scudder  faithfully 
served  as  sponsors.

State-Wide  Evangelism 
Program 

The  state  Committee  on  Evangelism 
headed  by  Glenn  Haney  have  approval 
of  the  state  board  and  the  state  con- 
vention for  a  simultaneous  program 
of  evangelism  for  North  Carolina, 
January  1  through  Easter  Sunday, 
April  6. 

The  goals  in  this  program  of  evan- 
gelism are  not  numerical  goals  but 
rather  state-wide  goals  in  two  areas: 
( 1 )  Every  church  in  North  Carolina 
with  a  special  program  of  evange- 
lism during  the  pre-Easter  season, 
and,  (::)  Every  church  in  North  Car- 
olina doing  the  same  thing  at  the 
same  time  in  so  far  as  possible.  Local 
churches  are  encouraged  to  set  local 
church  goals  as  to  the  number  of 
additions  they  hope  to  receive,  but 
no  state  goal  in  additions  will  be  es- 
tablished. 

The  theme  for  this  program — "He 
Is  Able" — the  material  for  the  lead- 
ership of  this  program  is  the  pre- 
Easter  packet  of  evangelism  material 
furnished  by  the  National  Depart- 
ment. 

During  the  week  of  September  8 
David  S.  McNelly,  national  director 
of  evangelism  and  Samuel  F.  Pugh, 
national  director  of  church  develop- 
ment held  a  series  of  meetings  with 
ministers  across  the  state  to  discuss 
the  statewide  program  r  f  evangelism. 
Mr.  McNelly  presented  to  the  minis- 
ters the  challenge  and  suggested  pro- 
gram of  evangelism  for  the  state.  Mr. 
Pugh  gave  a  very  much  needed  and 
interesting  challenge  to  the  ministers 
in  how  to  conserve  the  new  members 
we  win. 

The  state-wide  program  of  evan- 
gelism has  several  special  features — 
(1)  a  week  of  evangelistic  preaching 
in  every  church,  March  9-16  or  March 
l()-23;  (2)  a  week  of  Fireside  Evan- 
gelism or  a  week  of  visitation  evan- 
gel sni  in  every  church,  March  23-20; 
(3)  a  special  emphasis  on  prayer  us- 
\n-x  the  Prayer  Covenant  Cards;  (4) 
new  material  for  training  evangelis- 
tic visitors;  (5)  a  must  program  for 
conserving  new  members. 

All  of  these  special  features  are 
highlighted  in  the  Easter  packet  of 
materials  for  evangelism  that  have 
been  mailed  to  every  pastor  of  the 
state  and  should  be  on  your  desk  at 
tiiis  time.  If  you  do  not  have  this  ma- 
tci'ial  please  write  the  state  office 
an?!  you  will  be  supplied  the  material 
you  need  for  your  church  free  of 
charge. 

North  Carolina  churches  need  a 
great  emphasis  on  evangelistic  pro- 
gram and  a  program  to  conserve  the 
new  members  we  have  won.  This  is 
your  program  for  1958.  We  urge  you 
to  go  to  your  church  and  have  your 
church,  every  church  in  our  state, 
enthusiasfcally  endorse  this  program 
aid  bes'in  work  on  it  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. 


I  Message  of  the  Month 

Art  Linkletter,  in  a  television  inter- 
view with  a  small  boy,  asked  the 
question,  "What  do  you  want  to  be 
when  you  grow  up?"  After  a  long 
moment  the  little  chap  answered  in 
a  single  word:  "Alive." 

This  answer  indicates  something  of 
the  fear  that  has  gripped  the  world 
in  recent  years,  and  which  is  felt  even 
by  small  children.  It  also  reflects  one 
of  the  supreme  dreams  of  mankind 
in  every  age — to  be  truly  alive. 

Jesus  said  in  effect,  "I  came  to 
make  you  alive — abundantly  alive!" 
This  leads  us  to  ask  two  important 
questions.  First,  "When  is  a  person 
alive?"  and  second  "When  is  a  church 
alive  ?" 

When  is  a  person  alive  ?  Many  per- 
sons are  engaged  in  a  continuous  mer- 
ry-go-round of  activities.  Every  wak- 
ing moment  must  bo  filled  with  action. 
But  are  they  truly  alive — alive  in- 
tellectually, alive  morally,  alive  spir- 
itually? Life  in  its  truest  sense  can- 
not be  measured  by  mere  bodily  ac- 
tion. It  is  measured  by  our  response 
to  Christ.  Do  we  show  that  we  are 
alive  by  love  of  God  and  love  of  our 
fellow  men.  True  life  is  found  in 
Chi'ist,  who  said,  "I  am  the  Way,  the 
Truth,  and  the  Life." 

When  is  a  Church  alive?  So  often 
we  measure  the  church  by  the  same 
standards  by  which  we  measure  the 
individual.  If  the  church  is  throbbing 
with  activity — if  there  are  meetings 
of  one  type  or  another  every  day — 
if  the  church  is  "wide  awake" — if  it 
is  "making  progress" — we  say  that 
it  is  a  live  church. 

But  again  we  must  apply  the  su- 
preme standard — does  the  church  pos- 
sess the  spirit  of  Christ?  In  the 
midst  of  all  the  activity,  is  Christ 
magnified  ?  As  persons  share  in  the 
life  of  the  church,  do  they  grow  into 
the  likeness  of  Christ? 

A  live  church  is  composed  of  live 
persons — persons  whose  lives  Chrisi 
has  touched  and  transformed  and 
controls.

Cleveland  Convention 

The  Iiitei'iiational  Convention  of 
Christian  Churches  which  met  this 
year  at  Cleveland,  Ohio  from  Octo- 
ber 11th  to  16th,  as  usual  was  a 
mountain  peak  experience  for  Disci- 
ples. Some  8,000  people  registered. 
The  housing  arrangements  and  the 
liospitality  and  otlier  courtesies  were 
most  outstanding  and  added  to  the 
comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  delegates. 

The  messages  were  upon  an  excep- 
tionally high  level. 

Beyond  that  of  its  messages  and 
its  fellowship,  two  highlights  of  every 
Convention  has  to  do  with  the  Com- 
munion Service,  this  year  attended 
by  something  over  9,000  people  and 
directed  by  our  own  Jo  Riley,  of  the 
Wilson  Church.  The  other  highlight 
is  the  Minister's  Breakfast  attended 
by  over  1,000  of  our  ministers. 

North  Carolina  was  represented  by 
some  400  delegates  with  the  Eliza- 
beth City  Church  leading  the  way 
with  a  delegation  of  8  people.

To  help  qualified  students  obtain 
a  college  education  amid  rising  edu- 
cation costs,  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Atlantic  Christian  College  today  an- 
nounced an  increase  in  its  scholar- 
snips  awarded  to  students. 

The  trustees  voted  increases  in  ev- 
ery area  of  scholarship  aid  except 
athletics,  Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  AGO 
president,  said. 

He  said  the  action  was  taken  to 
bring  the  scholarship  assistance  in 
line  with  tuition  rates. 

The  new  program  will  become  ef- 
fective September  1,  Dr.  Wenger  ex- 
plained. 

In  the  'past  the  college  Jias  offered 
four  year  academic  scholarships  of 
$200  to  the  two  highest  ranking  stu- 
dents from  any  high  school  in  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  Georgia. 
This  scholarship  was  increased  to 
$300. 

Students  at  Atlantic  Christian,  ma- 
joring in  religion,  have  been  receiving 
scholarships  of  $100  per  year.  This 
was  increased  to  $150  per  year. 

Sons  and  daughters  of  ministers 
have  been  receiving  scholarships  of 
$100  per  year.  In  the  future  this  will 
ibe  increased  to  $150  per  year. 

Dr.  Wenger  said  the  college  had 
been  awarding  scholarships  for  sev- 
eral years  to  members  of  the  college 
band  and  the  college  chorus.  He  said 
these  scholarships  will  be  abolished. 
However,  tuition  charges  for  the 
courses  required  of  band  members  and 
of  chorus  members  will  be  abolished 
also. 

"-Starting  next  September,"  Dr. 
Wenger  explained,  "courses  in  band 
and  chorus  at  ACC  will  have  no  tui- 

0  on  charge." 

In  addition  the  trustees  have  voted 
to  award  10  m  u  s  i  c  scholarships 
amounting  to  $165  each,  per  year,  to 
students  majoring  in  instrumental 
music  and  10  similar  scholarships  to 
students  majoring  in  voice. 

Dr.  Wenger  said  the  college  has,  in 
the  past,  awarded  small  scholarships 
to  members  of  the  immediate  families 

01  faculty  and  staff  personnel  at  the 
college.  He  said  in  the  future  stu- 
dents meeting  these  qualifications 
will  be  awarded  half  their  tuition. 

The  trustees  voted  to  continue  to 
award  grants-in-aid  for  athletics. 
The  total  amount  to  be  awarded  is 
$2,500,  it  was  announced. 

Dr.  Wenger  said  the  college  will 
continue  to  award  three  scholarships 
each  year  to  foreign  students. 


The  Atlantic  Christian  College  Cap- 
ital Fund  Campaign  in  Wilson  and 
Wilson  County  has  moved  above  the

Officials,  in  their  latest  report,  said 
that  subscriptions  in  the  effort  now 
total  $251,063,  the  largest  total  ever 
reported  in  any  kind  of  campaign 
ior  the  college. 

The  campaign  was  kicked-off  in 
Wilson  on  iMonday  night,  October  14 
'rhe  total  subscriptions  thus  far  have 
come  from  Wilson  and  Wilson  County 
residents,  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  college,  and  members 
of  the  faculty  and  staff  at  the  college. 

A  total  of  394  subscriptions  have 
now  been  received  in  four  areas  of 
the  campaign.  They  are  Popular  Gifts, 
headed  by  Thomas  J.  Hackney,  Jr., 
of  Wilson;  Leadership  Gifts,  headed

We  Are  Concerned 

There  are  10,264,000  youth  in 
America  (ages  15  to  19).  Last  year, 
351,831  young  people  were  arrested 
and  charged  with  crime.  Of  this  num- 
ber, 165,532  were  16  or  younger.  In 
the  past  five  years  our  population  has 
increased  9%,  but  arrests  for  crime 
have  increased  26%. 

Christian  people  are  concerned.  We 
rejoice  over  the  great  majority  of 
youth  who  are  law  abiding  and  do  not 
get  into  serious  difficulty,  but  we 
are  deeply  concerned  about  the  un- 
fortunate ones  who  share  the  spot- 
light of  police  publicity.  Their  crimes 
are  of  many  types,  ranging  from 
drunkenness  and  auto  theft  to  the 
most  serious,  including  arson,  assault, 
and  even  murder.  The  large  majority 
come  from  homes  lacking  in  religious 
instruction  or  influence.  Some  are 
victims  of  bad  associations  and  pres- 
sure groups — all  need  friendship  and 
guidance. 

A  part  of  the  solution  to  the  prob- 
lem of  Juvenile  Delinquency  is  the 
establishment  of  more  churches,  the 
strengthening  of  home  life,  more 
effective  Christian  teaching  and  the 
expansion  of  Christian  youth  organ- 
izations with  provision  for  wholesome 
activities  in  church  and  community 
centers. 

The  special  Thanlvsgiving  offerings 
received  in  our  Sunday  schools  and 
churches  help  support  this  vitally 
necessary  work.  Materials  should  be 
secured  from  United  Promotion  or 
the  state  office.  All  of  our  members 
should  be  urged  to  share  generously.

To  you  who  fought  so  gallantly  to 
secure  the  backing  of  the  whole  As- 
sembly for  this  all-important  step 
in  the  educational  phase  of  our  spir- 
itual life,  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude. 
We  must  urge,  however,  that  there 
be  no  let-up  in  determination  to  a- 
chieve  our  goal.

Walstoiibiirg  Dedicates  New 
Educational  Building 

Walstonburg  Christian  Church  Ed- 
ucational Building  was  dedicated  Sun- 
day, November  3,  1957.  Rev.  Ross  J. 
Allen  delivered  the  sermon.  H.  L. 
Shackelford,  Mayor  of  Walstonburg 
brought  greetings  from  the  town  of 
Walstonburg.  Carl  T.  Hicks  greetings 
from  the  Walstonburg  Methodist.  Mr. 
Ralph  Reeves  of  Holloway-Reeves 
Architects,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  presented 
the  keys  to  W.  Earl  Lang,  Jr.  Chair- 
man of  the  Board. 

The  pioneer  preacher  for  the  Dis- 
ciples of  Christ  was  Ben  F.  Ogden.  He 
was  followed  by  Rev.  J.  J.  Walker 
who  led  in  building  the  first  plant 
for  the  disciples  of  Christ  at  Walston- 
burg in  1914  and  15.  This  plant  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  August,  1933. 

The  present  plant  was  built  under 
the  supervision  of  Rev.  C.  B.  Mash- 
burn.  The  church  grew  to  the  place 
that  an  additional  building  was  need- 
ed badly  to  take  care  of  the  church 
school. 

A  fund-raising  campaign  was 
launched  three  years  ago,  with  $6,500. 
having  been  raised  within  that  period. 
Last  fall  an  intensive  drive  was  un- 
dertaken, with  W.  E.  Lang,  Jr.  Chair- 
man of  the  committee.  Other  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  were  Miss 
Lillian  Corbett  and  John  D.  Shelton. 
Th^s  drive  was  successful. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension 
from  Indianapolis  was  called  in  to 
discuss  the  needs  of  the  Walstonburg 
group.  A  Building  committee  was  set 
up  which  consisted  of  the  Board  of 
the  Church  and  a  Sub-Building  Com- 
mittee, with  Larry  .Shelton,  Chair- 
man, T.  E.  Lang,  and  D.  D.  Fields  \ 
with  W.  E.  Lang,  Jr.  Chairman  of 
the  Church  Board  working  with  this 
Committee.  Holloway-Reeves  and  As- 
sociates Architects  -  Engineers,  Ra- 
leigh, N.  C.  was  employed  to  draw 
the  blue  prints.  On  June  10,  1957  the 
foundation  for  the  building  was  be- 
gun with  25  or  30  men  of  the  church 
digging  the  foundation.  From  that 
day  until  the  completion  of  the  build- 
ing almost  every  day  you  could  see 
a  group  of  men  of  the  church  and 
community  working. 

The  building  was  completed  on  Oc- 
tober 19  and  was  used  for  the  first 
time  on  Homecoming  Sunday,  October 
20th.  This  building  consists  of  a  fel- 
lowship hall,  kitchen,  rest  rooms, 
and  Church  School  Class  Rooms  and 
a  pastors  study  adjacent  to  the  build- 
ing and  the  Sanctuary. 

The  church  has  just  closed  a  great 
revival  with  Duke  C.  Jones  of  New- 
an,  Georgia,  Evangelist.  Mr.  Jones 
preached  to  a  full  house  each  night. 
There  were  15  additions.  13  for  bap- 
tism and  two  transfers.

Message  of  the  Month 

Christmas  means  crowds,  children, 
carols,  candy  and  kindness  for  most 
of  us  in  the  western  world.  But  for 
the  Christian,  it  is  not  a  holiday,  but 
a  holy  day.  While  it  is  not  a  day  for 
pedantic  theological  dissertations  on 
the  incarnation,  yet  it  is  a  time  when 
our  message  must  transmit  the  cen- 
tral truth  of  Christmas:  God  "has 
visited  and  redeemed  his  people" 
(Luke  1:68),  therefore  do  we  rejoice. 

Does  anyone  need  to  be  convinced 
that  this  is  an  imperative  emphasis  ? 
Look  around  you.  Christmas  is  all 
but  smothered  beneath  the  tinsel 
which  sentimentalists  and  salesmen 
heap  upon  it.  'A  holy  Christmas  must 
reflect  the  real  meaning  of  the  fol- 
lowing verses  of  scripture: 

"In  these  last  days  he  has  spoken 
to  us  throuh  his  son"  (Hebrews  1:1) 

"The  Word  became  flesh  and 
dwelled  among   us"    (John  1:14) 

"The  Dayspring  from  on  high  hath 
visited  us."  (Luke  1:78) 

The  Christ  of  Christmas  visited 
us  as  a  revealer  of  God.  He  was  at 
one  with  God.  His  life  was  God-cen- 
tered. Never  did  he  take  the  role  of 
a  philosopher  and  define  God  but 
rather  by  his  teachings  and  life  brings 
home  to  us  the  possibility  of  real 
contact  with  God.  He  accepts  God  as 
a  child  accepts  a  good  father;  God  is 
good  and  kind  and  interested  in  hu- 
man life  and  experience. 

The  Christ  of  Christmas  visited  us 
as  the  illuminator  of  man.  Christmas 
not  only  speaks  of  the  divine  revela- 
tion of  God,  but  also  the  exaltation 
of  the  human.  It  means  not  only  the 
coming  down  of  God  to  make  himself 
known  to  man,  but  the  lifting  up  of 
man  to  a  new  standard  of  importance. 
Christ  taught  us  to  say,  "Our  Father". 
When  we  say  "Our  Father",  we  are 
saying  that  all  men  are  akin  to  God. 
If  all  races  have  the  same  father, 
then  all  races  are  brothers.  In  this 
concept  men  of  all  races  were  lifted  to 
a  digni.'y  of  infinite  worth.  It  is 
from  tliis  exaltation  of  man  that  the 
modern  missionary  effort  receives  its 
stimulus.  Before  men  could  be  inter- 
ested in  the  salvation  of  their  fellow- 
men,  the.v  had  to  taught  that  man 
was  worth  saving.  We  can  gain  a 
true  perspective  and  understanding 
of  mankind  only  after  we  have  learned 
to  see  through  the  eyes  of  the  Christ 
of  Christmas. 

The  Christ  of  Christmas  visited  us 
as  the  instructor  of  the  world's  high- 
p'=;t  ethical  standards.  Duty  and  good- 
ness and  conceptions  of  duty  before 
the  Christ  of  Christmas  visited  us. 
These  ideals  and  conceptions  reached 
sublime  heights  in  tlie  works  of  Aris- 
totle and  the  stoic  teachers  of  the 
Roman  Empire.  However,  the  ancient 
world's  concept  of  duty  and  goodness 
evolved  around  patriotism  and  cour-

The  113th  Annual  State  Convention 
of  N.  C.  Christian  Churches  is  now 
history,  but  in  many  respects  it  was 
significant  as  one  of  the  finest  ever 
held. 

The  Convention  was  most  fortunate 
in  its  out  of  state  guest  speakers. 
Dr.  Lawrence  Bash  of  Austin,  Texas, 
Dr.  Spencer  Austin,  Mrs.  Mae  Yoho 
Ward  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Rev. 
Lawrence  S.  Ashley,  State  Secretary 
from  Florida  and  Mr.  Benton  B.  Miller 
of  Jacksonville,  Fla.  all  brought 
messages  of  a  high  caliber  that  made 
a  real  contribution  to  the  program. 
Along  with  the  above  were  a  number 
of  very  fine  messages  by  our  own 
state  ministers. 

The  CMF  and  the  CWF  and  the 
Atlantic  Christian  College  banquets 
were  filled  to  capacity  and  report  ex- 
cellent programs. 

A  number  of  significant  steps  were 
taken  in  the  business  sessions,  how- 
ever, the  most  significant  perhaps 
was  that  of  voting  to  change  the  Con- 
vention meeting  time  from  the  fall 
to  a  spring  meeting;  the  first  of 
which  will  take  place  in  the  spring 
of  1959.  The  next  Convention  will  be 
entertained  at  Charlotte  with  Dr.  H. 
Glenn  Haney,  pastor  of  Eighth  Street 
Christian  Church,  Greenville  as  the 
new  president. 

Mrs.  Harry  J.  Shonts  upon  whose 
shoulders  fell  the  responsibility  of 
serving  as  Convention  president  with 


the'  removal  of  Dr.  Clinton  Bradshaw 
from  the  state,  did  a  very  excellent 
job  as  Convention  president  and  is 
be  complimented  upon  her  work. 
Piaise  was  heard  on  every  hand  for 
the  excellent  entertainment  and  fine 
hospitality  provided  by  the  Williams-^ 
ton  Church  and  its  pastor.  Rev.  How- 
ard Groover.  Although  Williamston 
is  a  smaller  city  than  the  Conven- 
tion has  met  in  in  many  years,  yet 
th enthusiastic  warm  hospitality  and 
the  careful  preparation  of  the  Wil- 
liamston people  provided  entertain- 
ment and  the  facilities  for  a  Conven- 
tion were  far  superior  to  that  of  any 
Convention  we  have  had  in  many 
years. 

Attendance  at  this  Convention  was 
splendid  "\^ith  some  1,141  paid  regis- 
trations and  an  estimated  1,650  peo- 
ple attending  part  or  all  of  the  ses- 
sions. The  facilities  of  the  Williams- 
ton  Church  were  filled  for  the  day 
sessions  and  the  High  School  auditor- 
ium in  which  the  night  sessions  were 
held  was  well  filled  each  evening.  As 
the  Convention  came  to  a  fitting  cli- 
max with  the  Communion  Service  con- 
ducted on  the  closing  night  under  the 
fine  leadership  of  our  State  CMF 
Officers,  our  folk  left  Williamston 
with  a  feeling  that  we  had  baen  on 
the  mountain  top  and  were  better 
prepared  with  more  vision  and  in- 
spiration to  do  our  task  upon  reach- 
ing home.

College  Begins  Area  Fuiiil  Campaign 


The  Atlantic  Christian  College  Cap- 
ital Fund  Campaign  has  now  moved 
out  of  Wilson  and  is  underway  in 
several  communities  in  North  Car 
olina. 

This  action  was  authorized  by  the 
annual  convention  of  the  North  Car- 
olina Christian  Churches  meeting  re- 
cently in  Williamston.  The  conven- 
tion voted  a  resolution  which  called 
on  individual  members  of  the  Chris- 
tian Churches  of  the  state  to  give  a 
minimum  of  $200,000  to  the  campaign 
during  its  three  year  period. 

Kick-off  meetings  were  held  ear- 
lier this  month  in  three  communities 
and  areas  where  Christian  Churches 
are  located. 

On  December  6,  a  dinner  meeting 
for  leaders  was  held  in  Greenville 
for  the  Greenville  area  including  Ay- 
den,  Winterville  and  Stokes. 

A  dinner  kick-off  meeting  was  held 
in  Kinston  on  December  11,  and  a 
meeting  was  held  in  Farmville  for 
the  Farmville,  Maury  and  Tarboro 
area  on  December  13. 

Working  closely  in  these  areas  with 
college  officials  are  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  college  and 
ministers  of  the  Churches. 

Heading  the  effort  from  the  college 
staff  is  Byron  Welch,  Director  of 
College  Development.  In  the  Green- 
ville area  John  Proctor  of  Greenville 
and  A.  W.  Ange  of  Winterville,  are 
leading  the  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  college.  Work- 
ing closely  with  them  are  Dr.  H.  G. 
Haney,  Minister  of  the  Eighth  Street 
Christian  Church,  and  Dr.  S.  Perry 
Case,  Minister  of  the  Winterville 
Christian  Church. 

Three  members  of  the  college's 
board  of  trustees  are  leading  the  un- 
dertaking in  Kinston.  They  are  H. 
Gait  Braxton,  Ely  J.  Perry,  and  C. 
W.  Howard.  Working  closely  with 
them  is  Rev.  Douglas  Bell,  Minister 
of  the  Gordon  Street  Christian 
Church. 

Lawrence  Moye  of  Maury  and  Rev. 
Z.  B.  T.  Cox  of  Farmville,  are  the 
trustee  leaders  in  the  Farmville  area 
along  with  Zeb  Brinson  of  Tarboro. 

Campaign  officials  recently  an- 
nounced the  continuing  success  of  the 
effort  in  the  Wilson  comunity.  They 
said  campaign  subscriptions  from  peo- 
ple living  in  Wilson  and  from  mem- 
bers of  the  college  board  of  trustees 
now  total  more  than  $.331,000. 


Church  Giving  Totals  4^33S.5ff 
IPuring  >  Urst  Quarter^  Of  Y  ear 


The  Christian  Churches  of  North 
Carolina  gave  $4,338.59  to  the  cur- 
rent operations  fund  of  Atlantic 
Christian  College  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  college  year,  it  was 
announced  recently  by  Byron  Welch, 
Director  of  College  Development. 

He  said  the  gifts  represent  an  in- 
crease over  the  same  period  last 
year,  but  the  increase  was  not  enough 
to  make  the  required  amount  needed 
in  any  one  quarter  to  meet  the  total 
asking  for  the  year. 

He  said  the  college  received  a  total 
of  $4,715.05  durnig  the  first  quarter 
of  the  college  year  from  churches  in 
this  state,  in  South  Carolina  and  in 
Georgia  and  from  other  church  or- 
ganizations which  give  funds  for  the 
current  operations  budget  of  the  col- 
lege. 


The  college  hopes  to  receive  $30,000 
from  these  sources  this  year  in  order 
to  balance  the  college  budget.  The 
funds  received  during  the  first  quart- 
er represent  14  percent  of  the  total 
funds  requested  from  the  churches. 
In  order  to  meet  the  demand,  a  total 
of  25  percent  of  the  total  is  needed 
in  one  quarter.  The  quarterly  amount 
of  funds  needed  is  $7,500. 

Last  year  79  churches  in  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  Georgia 
gave  the  college  $24,000. 

The  increase  in  the  requested  gifts 
comes  because  of  a  10  percent  in- 
crease in  the  overall  college  budget. 

The  $4,338.59  which  came  from 
North  Carolina  during  the  first 
quarter  was   given  by  25  churches.

CAMPAIGN 
WHEREAS,  For  55  years  Atlantic 
Christian  College  has  served  as  the 
instrument  for  the  training  of  the 
leaders  who  have  not  only  undei'- 
girded  the  overall  program  of  the 
Christian  Churches  but  have  also 
provided  the  knowledge  and  energy 
to  direct  their  growth,  and 
WHEREAS,  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege was  born  of  the  action  of  the 
North  Carolina  Convention  of  Chris- 
tian Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
in  establishing  it  as  a  child  of  the 
Church,  directing  its  trustees  to  op- 
erate it  for  the  enii,r:;htenment  of 
youth,  and 

WHEREAS,  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege can  turn  to  only  three  areas  for 
its  support,  the  Church  and  her  mem- 
bers. Alumni,  and  the  community  of 
Wilson,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  college  has  only 
asked  the  Churches  as  a  body  to  sup- 
port the  operating  budget  of  the  col- 
lege, and 

WHEREAS,  If  it  is  to  receive  more 
assistance  it  must  come  from  the  in- 
dividual members  of  the  Churches, 
BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  great 
Convention  of  the  Christian  Churches 
of  North  Carolina  urge  her  members 
and  delegates  to  join  in  the  capital 
fund  support  of  Atlantic  Christian 
College  in  its  current  capital  fund 
campaig'n  with  a  minimum  goal  of 
$500,000,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That 
the  individual  memtoers  of  the  Chris- 
tian Churches  seek  to  support  the 
college  by  subscribing  a  minimum  of 
$200,000  in  this  campaign  during  the 
three  years  of  its  duration.

Week  of  Compassion 

How  many  in  this  world  are  hungry 
today?  In  an  address  at  the  Inter- 
national Convention  at  Cleveland, 
Margueritte  Harmon  Bro,  editor  of 
religious  books  for  Harper  Brothers, 
answered  the  question  in  this  way. 

"Visualize  a  line  starting  at  (your) 
front  door  .  .  .  the  hungry  standing 
hand  in  hand  rather  closely.  The 
line  would  stretch  across  this  state, 
across  the  continent,  out  of  sight, 
around  the  world,  25,000  miles  back 
to  (youi-)  door,  and  a  second  line 
just  like  them,  around  the  world 
again,  and  again,  and  again,  25  times. 
Each  one  and  one-half  years  a  new 
circle  is  encompassing  the  globe." 

Donald  Faris,  in  his  forthcoming 
book  "The  Hungry  Billions,"  says 
that  if  we  started  driving  at  50  miles 
an  hour  for  10  hours  a  day,  it  would 
take  3  1-2  years  to  drive  past  the 
hungry.  And  at  the  present  rate  of. 
population  increase,  the  line  is  length- 
ening 20  miles  a  day.  Many  of  these 
people  are  hungry  as  a  result  of 
natural  disasters  such  as  floods, 
earthquakes  and  droughts.  But  mil- 
lions of  them  are  refugees  created  by 
war  and  political  upheaval,  who  must 
not  only  be  fed  but  rehabilitated  in 
order  to  become  useful  citizens  in  a 
peaceful  world.  Such  rehabilitation 
will  require  years  of  sensitive,  crea- 
tive Christian  encouragement. 

This  is  disturbing  reading  for  con- 
scientious well-fed  Americans.  But 
what  do  we  do  about  it?  Some  of  us 
try  to  think  of  something  more  pleas- 
ant which  will  blot  out  the  disturb- 
ing facts.  Some  of  us  say  that  it's 
too  ibad,  that  something  ought  to  be 
done,  but  "it's  a  big  problem  and 
there's  nothing  we  as  individuals  can 
do." 

Certainly,  Christians  make  a  dif- 
ferent response.  We  cannot  help  but 
remember  the  compassionate  Christ 
who  fed  the  hungry  and  ministered 
to  the  needy  in  both  body  and  soul. 
We  know  that  through  us  He  con- 
tinues His  ministry  to  the  suffering 

Members  of  our  churches  have  an 
opportunity  to  share  in  a  compre- 
hensive and  prayerfully-planned  pro- 
gram of  aid  to  the  needy  in  many 
areas  of  our  world.  This  opportunity 
is  the  observance  of  the  Week  (/f 
Compassion  on  February  16-23,  1953. 
The  theme  for  this  year  is  "Beyond 
Measure,"  and  the  offering  received 
at  that  time  will  mean  help  to  mil- 
lions in  ways  which  are  beyond  meas- 
ure!

"Exterior  Decorations!"  Those 
words  which  blared  forth  at  me  in 
the  advertising  on  the  radio  set  me 
to  thinking.  I  turned  them  over  and 
over  in  my  thoughts  until  I  came 
up  with  a  picture  far  removed  from 
what  the  announcer  had  intended.  For 
I  applied  the  idea  of  exterior  decor- 
ations to  the  meaning  of  Christmas 
itself. 

It  seems  sad,  but  true,  I  thought, 
that  to  so  many  people  Christmas  is 
merely  a  matter  of  exterior  decora- 
tions— a  time  for  employing  all  avail- 
able materials  and  devices  for  cre- 
ating artificial  glitter  and  glamour 
on  the 'exterior  while  the  inner  self 
remains  stolidly  indifferent  and  un- 


responsive to  the  challenge  of  the 
season. 

Outside  decorations  are  beautiful,  I 
thought;  they  are  effective  symbols 
of  Christmas  that  provide  an  ele- 
ment of  excitement  for  many  trav- 
elers whose  journey  down  "Christmas 
Lane"  would  be  dull  without  them. 
But  the  sparkle  of  Christmas  must 
not  stop  at  the  doorstep  outside.  We 
need  its  atmosphere,  its  influence,  and 
most  of  all  its  true  meaning  inside 
tbe  house,  in  all  the  activities  of 
daily  living  within  the  home.  An 
open  fire  sheds  warmth  and  beauty 
characteristic  of  Christmas.  Interior 
trimmings  should — and  will — ^bedeck 
that  abode  where  cheerful  coopera- 
tion, friendliness  and  love  abide.

The  best 
gifts  are  those  of  the  heart,  not  the 
purse;  those  that  bring  cheer  to  tired 
souls  dulled  by  life's  struggle,  dis- 
couraged souls  with  whom  fate  has 
dealt  unkindly.  The  happiness  you 
bring  to  them  gives  meaning  to  the 
day.  It  need  not  be  money  gifts,  but 
gifts  of  loving  kindness;  assurance 
that  some  human  being  remembers, 
and  cares.  When  we  brighten  drab 
lives  we  "interior  decorate"  not  only 
for  ourselves  but  for  someone  else  as 
well.  Only  those  who  have  experi- 
enced such  giving  can  really  apprec- 
iate and  understand  that  "it  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive". 

"Interior  Decorations!"  They  are 
the  kind  that  really  give  meaning 
to  the  Spirit  of  Christmas!

6'.),  president 
of  the  Bank  of  Wendell,  died  at  his 
home    on   Thursday,    November  7th.

In  1943,  he  was  elected  mayor  and 
served  two  terms.

Christian  Churches  Are 
Concerned  and  Committed 
To  Benevolence 

The  Christmas  offerings  of  Chris- 
tian Churches  provide  an  important 
portion  of  the  year's  operating  costs 
of  the  NBA  Homes.  A  grand  total  of 
$1,943,213.76  will  be  needed  for 
"bread-and-butter"  maintenance  of 
The  National  Benevolent  Association 
of  The  Christian  Churches  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  and  the  16  NBA  Homes. 

The  oldest  concern  of  the  Christian 
Churches  is  Benevolence  as  recorded 
in  Acts  6:16.  Benevolence  has  a  scrip- 
tural mandate.  As  expressed  by  the 
Disciples  of  Christ,  Benevolence 
means  the  brotherhood's  concern,  re- 
sponsibility, and  vital  service  program 
of  care  and  guidance.  This  remedial 
service  provides  for  homeless  and 
distressed  children  and  needy  aging 
Disciples.  Most  are  dependents  who 
cannot  maintain  for  themselves  the 
basic  requirements  for  an  adequate 
Christian  life. 

The  long  history  of  Jewish-Chris- 
tian thought,  teaching,  and  action 
prompts  the  present  ministry  of  Ben- 
evolence by  the  Christian  churches. 
The  concern  should  be  an  essential 
P-ii't  of  every  Christian's  witness. 
The  "good  news"  which  Jesus 
preached  and  taught,  concern  the 
poor,  ignorant,  neglected,  captive, 
sick,  blind,  hungry,  and  oppressed 
people.  Persons  in  such  circumstances 
still  exist  in  every  community.  The 
NBA  Homes  shelter  nearly  1,800  chil- 
dren and  aging  people,  who  are  under 
the  w  a  t  c  h  c  a  r  e  of  the  Christian 
Churches. 

About  A.  D.  135,  Arisbides,  an 
Athenian  statesman  and  general, 
wrote  to  the  Roman  Emperor  Adrian 
(76-138).  The  Syriac  version  of  the 
letter,  recently  discovered,  states 
that  the  Christians  "walk  in  all  hu- 
mility and  kindness,  and  falsehood  is 
not  among  them.  They  love  one  an- 
other. They  do  not  refuse  to  help 
widows.  They  rescue  the  orphan  from 
violence.  He  who  has,  gives  ungrudg- 
ingly to  him  who  lacks.  If  they  see 
a  stranger,  they  take  him  home  and 
entertain  him  as  a  brother.  When  one 
of  their  poor  passes  from  this  world, 
any  one  of  them  who  sees  it  provides 
for  his  burial  according  to  his  ability. 
Truly  this  is  a  new  people  and  there 
is   something   divine   in  them." 

The  sick,  the  poor,  the  aging,  the 
homeless,  the  handicapped,  the  de- 
1  ivuen'.^.  Vnf  physcally  and  spirit- 
ually blind,  the  alcoholics,  and  many 
other  distressed  people,  including 
those  of  broken  homes,  are  victims 
of  need  and  always  deserve  prior  con- 
sideration. 

The  NBA's  work  is  to  give  love, 
home,  and  the  blessings  children  and 
the  aging  need.  Only  the  love  and 
concern  of  Chr'stians  can  help  to 
supply  these  necessit'es.  May  God 
bless  your  generosity  and  your  com- 
mittment to  this  Benevolent  enter- 
pi  ise. 
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Around  the  State  With 
the  Churches 


Northwest,  Kinston 

The  First  Anniversary  of  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Northwest  Chris- 
tian Church,  Kinston,  was  celebrated, 
November  24,  by  a  fellowship  supper 
and  program,  jointly  held  with  the 
members  of  Gordon  Street  Christian 
Church. 

Rev.  Douglas  A.  Bell,  minister  of 
the  Gordon  St.  Church,  issued  the 
words  of  welcome,  and  Dr.  H.  Glenn 
Haney,  minister  of  the  8th  St.  Chris- 
tian Church,  Greenville,  pronounced 
the  invocation.  Rev.  William  0.  Han- 
ey, minister  of  the  new  congreation, 
gave  a  brief  statement  of  purpose 
which  was  followed  by  the  reports 
of  progress  presided  over  by  Mr.  Roy 
R.  Robinson,  Chairman  of  the  Of- 
ficial Board'  of  Northwest.  Mr.  E. 
Walker  Sugg,  Chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Christian  Education,  re- 
ported the  total  enrollment  in  the 
Church  School  to  be  now  262  with 
average  attendance  of  157.  Mr.  T.  Ar- 
nold Walker,  Chairman  of  the  Wor- 
ship Department,  reported  the  re- 
ceipt during  this  first  year  of  new 
hymnals,  a  communion  set,  and  a 
silver  flower  vase  as  personal  gifts 
to  the  church  and  further  stated  that 
attendance  at  Morning  Worship  serv- 
ices was  ranging  between  100  and  150 
persons.  Mr.  R.  Dean  Evans,  Evange- 
lism Department  Chairman,  reported 
a  total  of  66  new  members  since  the 
organization  of  the  church,  15  by 
confession  and  baptism  and  51  by 
transfer.  At  the  Morning  Worship 
service,  Sunday,  Nov.  24,  there  were 
16  persons  who  joined  this  new  con- 
gregation. Mr.  E.  Merle  Edwards, 
Membership  Department  Chairman, 
reported  that  the  total  number  oj' 
members  had  increased  from  its  orig- 
inal 135  to  a  present  number  of  190. 
There  are  now  99  families  represent- 
ed among  the  membership.  As  cha'r- 
man,  Mr.  Rap  P.  Rouse  reported  both 
for  the  Stewardship  and  Finance  De- 
partment and  the  Building  Fund  cam- 
paign and  indicated  an  adequately 
subscribed  Current  Expense  and  Mis- 
sions budget  of  $11,000  and  a  present 
accumulation  of  $14,000  in  cash  and 
pledges  in  the  Building  Fund.  Al- 
though the  statistics  have  not  been 
compiled  as  yet  ,this  total  financial 
support  of  $25,000  represents  a  size- 
able increase  in  the  number  of  tithers 
and  proportionate  givers  among  the 
congregation  and  a  per  capita  giving 
of  $131.58.  Mrs.  Erma 'Charlton,  pres- 
ident of  the  CWF,  reported  a  total 
membership  among  the  women  of  90 
with  76  participating  and  working 
through  4  circles.  The  general  CWF 
budget  is  $720.  Mr.  James  S.  Hartis, 
president  of  the  CMF,  stated  that 
this  was  the  most  recently  activated 


group,  with  a  highly  enthusiastic 
group    of  approximately   40  men. 

After  these  reports  had  been  made, 
Mr.  Norman  McCaskell,  president  of 
the  congregation  of  Gordon  St.,  re- 
sponded on  behalf  of  the  "mother" 
church  with  words  of  praise  and  en- 
couragement and  pledge  the  contin- 
ued support  of  Gordon  St.  Then,  Mr. 
Guy  Elliott,  Sr.,  mayor  of  Kinston 
officiated  at  the  closing  of  the  Chart- 
er of  the  church,  which  had  remained 
open  during  this  first  year.  The 
names  of  the  190  members  appear  on 
this  Charter. 

As  a  fitting  climax  to  this  anni- 
versary service,  Rev.  Ross  Allen  gave 
an  inspirational  challenge  to  both 
congregations  encouraging  their  con- 
tinued vision  and  devotion  to  "the 
pre-eminence  of  Christ".

At  the  First  Christian  Church  in 
Wilson  the  stewardship  intentions  of 
the  members  were  made  during  the 
last  two  months.

By 
next  fall  this  mortgage  should  be 
repayed. 

A  new  class  has  been  formed  at 
the  First  Christian  Church.  This 
class  was  started  by  the  Educational 
Department  and  is  reaching  a  group 
of  people  who  do  not  have  a  class  in 
the  church  school.  At  the  present 
time  they  are  discussing,  "Christian 
Happiness  in  the  Home,"  a  quarterly 
by  F.  W.  Wiegmann. 


The  appointment  of  John  E.  Weems, 
Director  of  Admissions  and  Place- 
ment at  Atlantic  Christian  College, 
to  a  new  position  as  Director  of  Stu- 
dent Services  was  announced  recent- 
ly by  Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  ACC 
president.

North  Car- 
olina reports  receipts  of  $16,667.67. 
This  is  a  gain  of  $4,555.07  or  26.6%. 

While  North  Carolina  churches  are 
ahead  in  their  giving,  it  is  hoped 
that  none  will  rest  on  their  laurels  but 
in  the  light  of  increasing  world  needs 
will  continue  to  give  generously  for 
the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom.

essage  of  the  Month 


One  of  the  first  stories  in  my  mem- 
ory is  that  of  a  father  who  had 
twelve  sons.  His  sons  did  not  work 
together  very  well  for  each  wanted 
his  own  way  with  no  thought  of  his 
brothers.  I  need  not  say  that  all  were 
unhappy,  that  home  life  did  not  bring 
full  growth  to  any  in  that  home.  Each 
brother  exhausted  his  thought  and 
energy  to  his  own  selfish  end. 

One  day  the  father  called  the  sons 
together  and  took  twelve  sticks  and 
tied  them  together  and  gave  to  his 
sons  to  break  but  none  of  them  could 
break  the  sticks.  None  of  the  sons 
had  to  be  told  what  the  lesson  was, 
nor  did  they  forget  the  lesson. 

1958  has  twelve  months  in  it.  These 
months  can  be  a  time  of  strength 
that  cannot  be  broken  also,  if  they 
are  bound  with  the  cords  of  coopera- 
tion from  each  church  in  the  old 
North  State.  Since  twelve  is  the  num- 
ber that  carries  the  lesson  so  well, 
there  are  near  twelve  times  twelve 
churches  in  our  state.  These  churches 
have  a  common  tie  in  a  work  of  love 
not  only  to  the  local  church  but  to 
all  its  causes  throughout  the  brother- 
hood. The  big  question  is,  what  will 
be  our  attitude  toward  the  Marching 
orders  of  our  Master?  Namely,  "Go 
therefore  and  make  disciples  of  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name 
of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  teaching  them  to 
observe  all  that  I  have  commanded 
you;  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  always, 
to  the  close  of  the  ages."  This  is 
what  we  are  to  do,  and  in  whose 
name  we  are  to  do  the  work,  and 
whose  Spirit  we  are  to  use  as  we 
work. 

John  also  tells  us  of  the  reasons 
for  our  working  together  when  he 
said  in  the  17th  Chapter  these  words 
of  Jesus,  "Holy  Father,  keep  them  in 
thy  name  which  thou  hast  given  me, 
that  they  may  be  one,  even  as  we  are 
one.  I  do  not  pray  for  these  only,  but 
those  who  are  to  believe  in  me 
through  their  word,  that  they  may 
all  be  one,  that  the  world  may  believe 
that  thou  hast  sent  Me."

Your  Secretary  Reports 

The  opening  days  of  December 
found  us  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  attending 
the  State  Secretaries  Annual  Meet- 
ing which  is  always  an  inspiring  and 
helpful  experience  as  State  Programs 
and  plans  are  shared  across  the 
Brotherhood.  This  meeting  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  national  meeting  of  the 
Unified  Promotion  workers  on  De- 
cember 9th  and  that  in  turn  by  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Home  and 
State  Missions  Planning  Council  on 
December  10th  and  11.  In  these  meet- 
ings, programs  and  plans  are  formu- 
lated for  future  work  of  this  Broth- 
erhood of  ours,  particularly  as  it 
looks  toward  the  period  of  the  Sixties 
with  their  opportunities  and  respon- 
sibilities to  our  Brotherhood. 

We  attended  the  Coastal  Plains 
District  Union  at  Rocky  Mount  on 
December  15th,  Pamlico  District 
Union  at  Morehead  City  on  Decem- 
ber 28th  and  the  Southeastern  Dis- 
trict at  Comfort  on  the  29th.  These 
District  Meetings  not  only  provide  a 
splendid  opportunity  for  Fellowship, 
but  also  the  sharing  of  the  plans  and 
programs  of  the  churches  and  of  the 
Brotherhood  at  large. 

On  December  22nd,  we  were  priv- 
ileged to  share  in  the  Installation 
of  Mr.  Charles  B.  Brooks,  the  new 
minister  of  our  Plymouth  Church, 
and  in  the  Ordination  of  Mr.  Glen

Among  the  CYFers  of  our  State, 
there  is  an  organization  which  is 
known  as  Volunteers  Fellowship.  It 
is  a  rather  informal  group  of  those 
who  have  dedicated  their  lives  to  full 
time  Christian  service  and  of  those 
who  have  promised  to  prayerfully 
consider  such  a  dedication.  Purpose 
of  this  fellowship  is  to  strengthen 
each   other  through   association  and 


to  give  recognition  and  support  to 
those  heeding  this  call  of  the  Master. 

This  Fellowship  has  a  membership 
card  which  is  issued  to  all  persons 
who  have  qualified  themselves  as 
noted  above.  Whenever  the  State  Di- 
rector of  Christian  Education  learns 
of  someone  making  such  a  step  the 
card  is  sent  immediately.  If  there  are 
youns'  people  in  our  state  who  have 


decided  to  go  into  any  Christian 
ministry  and  not  received  such  a 
card,  they  should  notify  the  State 
Director  at  once. 

There  are  at  present  about  twenty- 
five  members  of  this  Fellowship. 
Next  piobable  get-together  of  the 
group  is  a  Volunteers  Fellowship  Re- 
treat at  Camp  Caroline  on  the  week 
end  of  June  fi-7-8. 
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Pension  Plan 
Student  Gift  Membership 

Since  1953  the  Pension  Fund  has 
made  available  grants  for  students 
preparing  for  the  ministry,  the  mis- 
sion field  or  related  church  vocations. 
They  have  been  awarded  to  more 
than  470  students. 

The  grant  makes  Pension  Plan 
membership  virtually  a  gift  to  the 
student.  It  pays  for  him  five-sixths 
of  the  Pension  Plan  member  dues 
{2V2  7'  of  the  salary  base)  when  the 
church  or  organization  he  serves  pays 
the  regular  church  dues.  The  stu- 
dent pays  only  the  remaining  one- 
hrJf  of  one  percent  dues.  This  grant 
c:.n  begin  with  the  senior  year  of 
college  and  continues  through  sem- 
inary and  graduate  study.  It  is  limit- 
ed, however,  to  four  years  for  each 
student. 

The  Student  Gift  Membership  is 
given  to  encourage  preparation  for 
the  ministry.  It  also  helps  prevent 
low  pensions,  or  lack  of  Pension  Plan 
benefits,  which  reflect  on  the  church 
and  the  ministry. 

One  student  killed  two  years  ago 
in  an  auto  accident  in  Iowa  left  a 
wife  and  child.  He  was  in  the  Pen- 
sion Plan  under  the  student  program. 
His  widow  received  .$5,486.00  in  the 
first  check.  She  receives  each  month 
a  widow  pension  with  added  sums 
for  the  child  benefits.  Additional 
amounts  will  be  added  when  the  child 
enters  college. 

Another  student  was  killed  in  an 
auto  accident.  Neither  he  nor  his 
church  participated.  Funds  had  to  be 
solicited  from  friends  and  among  the 
churches.  There  will  probably  be 
additional  calls  for  ministerial  relief. 

Student  membership  in  the  Pension 
Plan  is  a  way  to  avoid  these  heart- 
breaks that  are  added  to  the  tragedy 
of  such  untimely  deaths.  Every 
church  served  by  a  student  owes  it 
to  the  total  ministry  and  to  itself  to 
have  Pension  Plan  participation. 


Stokes 

We  had  our  Annual  Christmas  Pro- 
gram and  tree  followed  by  a  social 
hour  December  22nd.  It  was  well  at- 
tended. At  the  conclusions  of  the 
program  the  members  of  the  church 
pounded  our  minister's  family  with 
useful  items. 

The  Christian  Women's  Fellowship 
served  the  local  Puritan  Club  in  De- 
cember and  the  proceeds  will  go  to- 
ward our  building  fund. 

Progress  has  been  slow  on  our  new 
church  due  to  weather  conditions, 
however  the  brickwork  is  coming 
along  nicely.

Subsci'iptions  in  the  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  Capital  Fund  Campaign 
have  now  topped  the  $350,000  mark, 
it  was  reported  recently  by  cwm- 
paign  officials. 

Officials  are  currently  completing 
campaigns  for  leadership  gifts  in 
Greenville,  Farmville  and  K  nston. 
They  also  report  that  a  camp.;ign  is 
now  ready  to  begin  in  the  Goldsboro 
area  and  that  a  meeting  for  the  steei'- 
ing  committee  for  a  campaign  in  Ra- 
leigh will  be  held  in  the  last  week  in 
January. 

Early  in  November  the  campaign 
moved  out  of  Wilson  County  where 
the  initial  phase  of  the  effort  was 
conducted  with  good  results. 

Latest  reports  in  the  effort  have 
come  from  Greenville,  Farmville  and 
Kinston.  With  the  effort  still  under- 
way in  those  three  areas  officials 
have  reported  subscriptions  of  $33,475 
from  the  Farmville  area,  $15,300 
from  the  Kinston  area,  and  $8,340 
from  the  Greenville  area. 

A  complete  check  of  reports  from 
the  Wilson  campaign  shows  that 
members  of  the  First  Christian 
Church  in  Wilson  have  subscribed 
$90,752  to  the  effort.  The  total  Wil- 
son effort  netted  subscriptions  to- 
taling $260,572. 

Campaign  officials  will  continue  to 
set  up  area  or  community  campaigns 
where  Christian  Churches,  college 
trustees  and  alumni  of  the  college 
are  concentrated. 

The  goal  in  the  campaign  is  $500,- 
000,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  toj) 
the  $600,000  mark. 

The  $350,000  raised  in  the  effort 
thus  far  has  come  from  650  subscrib- 
ers, it  was  reported  by  campaign  of- 
ficials. 

It  was  also  reported  that  46  sub- 
scriptions have  come  from  faculty 
members  at  the  college.  Their  sub- 
scriptions total  $7,350.

In  Praise  of  the  Sea 

"I  must  go  down  to  the  sea  again, 
to  the  lonely  sea  and  the  sky."  I 
praise  the  sea — the  sea  in  its  silent 
splendor;  the  sea,  surging  with 
glory.  Its  moving  beauty  and  chang- 
ing moods  reveal  to  man  the  eternal 
truth  of  God's  love. 

As  the  incoming  tide  flings  itself 
on  the  shore,  it  leaves  its  impress 
upon  the  sand.

The  purpose  of  the  School  was  to 
train  Church  School  teachers  to  do 
a  better  job  and  to  train  some  more 
advanced  leaders  the  skills  so  they 
could  train  Church  School  teachers. 
The  first  of  these  purposes  was  ac- 
complished to  a  high  degree,  with 
many  persons  of  great  enthusiasm 
registering  and  attending  regularly.

But  there  were  persons  from  about 
10  other  churches  as  well  as  a  large 
number  of  students  from  Atlantic 
Christian  College  that  wanted  to 
take  advantage  of  this  training. 

Of  course,  the  big  reason  we  are 
so  happy  with  this  School  is  the  high 
quality  of  the  work.  The  faculty  was 
outstanding  and  the  quality  of  their 
work  inspired  all  that  were  present. 

It  is  expected  that  such  a  School 
w.ll  be  repeated  next  year.

It  has  been  said  that  history  re- 
peats itself,  I  cannot  say  whether 
this  is  ti'ue  or  not,  but  in  the  last  few 
years  I  have  been  made  to  almost 
believe  it. 

Let  us  take  a  trip  into  the  past 
and  see  what  happened;  some  years 
ago,  almost  one  hundred  years  ago, 
there  was  not  one  Negro  Disciple 
in  North  Carolina.  But  God,  working 
through  the  hearts  of  some  of  the 
White  Disciples,  started  us  off  in  the 
right  direction.  Some  of  us  do  not 
dare  to  believe  this  because  it  is  true, 
however,  history  confirms  this  fact. 

Most  of  our  forefathers  came 
from  a  Free-Will  Baptist  and  Meth- 
odist background.  In  as  much  as  they 
were  brought  out  of  such  back- 
grounds, our  Church  became  a  mix- 
ture of  beliefs  and  worship  prac- 
tices. But  as  they  worked  and  prayed 
God  gave  the  early  Negro  Disciples 
vision  and  inspiration  and  they 
moved,  in  their  worship  practices 
and  beliefs,  toward  the  true  Church 
Of  Christ.  They  did  not  have  the 
things  with  which  to  work  as  we 
have  today  but  they  did  a  job;  are 
we?  Their  light  was  not  as  bright 
as  we  think  ours  is  today,  but  they 
could  see  where  they  were  going; 
can  we  ?  God  gave  them  a  vision 
of  a  school  in  order  that  their  chil- 
dren could  be  taught  and  brought  up 
in  the  faith  and  practice  of  their 
parents.  This  vision  became  a  reality 
and  the  school  was  opened  and  the 
children  were  sent  to  be  taught  but 
the  same  spirit  that  fought  and  de- 
stroyed the  movement  then  is  fight- 
ing to  destroy  us  now. 

During  this  same  time  other 
schools  were  being  set  up  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  our  State  and  Na- 
tion and  today  they  are  no  longer 
small  Elementary  Institutions  but 
Colleges  and  Universities.  Look  at 
our  school  after  this  long  period  of 
years.  In  those  days  they  had,  as  we 
have  today,  men  who  know  not  God 
nor  His  Will,  but  to  satisfy  their 
greed  and  lust  for  power  and  money, 
were  willing  to  work,  cheat,  mis- 
represent the  truth,  deliberately,  to 
kill  or  destroy  the  school.  This  is  a 
fate  we  can  escape  if  humble  serv- 
ants of  God  will  work,  fight  and 
pray  to  forestall  it.

The  World  Day  of  Prayer 
February  21,  1958 

The  prayers  of  chanting  aborig- 
inies  in  the  wild  of  central  Austra- 
lia will  be  voiced  in  many  tongues 
circling  the  globe  when  the  1958 
World  Day  of  Prayer  dawns. 

A  committee  of  Church  women  in 
Melbourne  carefully  collected  four 
of  these  prayers  from  nomadic 
tribeswomen,  who  have  no  written 
language  but  have  been  taught  the 
Christian  gospel.  Around  them  was 
written  the  service  for  this  year's 
annual  international  observances  on 
the  first  Friday  in  Lent,  Feburai-y 
21st. 

The  women  of  Melbourne  noted 
that  the  supplications  of  these  sim- 
ple aboriginies  to  their  Maker  are 
in  tune  with  the  hopes  and  aspira- 
tions 0^  the  United  Nations  and  of 
the  concept  of  One  World.  For  they 
ask  God's  love  for  "people  of  all 
places  in  the  earth." 

World  Day  of  Prayer,  when  mil- 
lions of  woinen  around  the  world 
join  in  a  twenty-four  hour  prayer 
vigil,  is  set  aside  to  unite  all  Chris- 
tians in  the  bond  of  prayer  and  to 
make  an  offering  for  Christian 
missions  at  home  and  abroad. 

When  dawn  breaks  in  the  Ton- 
gas, west  of  the  International  Date 
Line,  the  first  invocations  rise  from 
the  people  of  Queen  Solote's  king- 
dom, led  by  that  popular  Christian 


monarch.  As  the  sun  wheels  across 
the  heavens,  the  cadenced  phrases 
pour  forth  in  ever-widening  arcs, 
carrying  the  spirit  of  faith,  broth- 
erhood, and  love  across  Asia,  Af- 
rica, Europe,  the  Americas,  and  the 
intervening  island  groups. 

The  voices  of  these  men  and 
women,  dedicated  to  peace  and  uni- 
versal goodwill,  cross  144  countries 
around  the  sphere.  By  nightfall  they 
die  to  a  whisper  in  the  Land 
of  the  Midnight  Sun — on  that  spec 
in  the  Bering  Sea  that  is  St.  Law- 
rence Island. 

At  no  time  in  the  twenty-four 
hour  period  will  the  chain  of  prayer 
be  broken.  The  theme  for  the  day 
is  "The  Bread  of  Life".  In  all  lan- 
guages men  and  women  will  ask  for 
bread  for  the  physically  hungry  and 
for  the  Bread  of  Life  for  those  who 
hunger  and  thirst  spiritually. 

In  the  United  States  where  World 
Day  of  Prayer  came,  into  being  in 
1887 — the  idea  of  a  small  group  of 
dedicated  women — ^more  than  twen- 
ty-five thousand  communities  will 
take  part  in  the  1958  observance.  In 
great  cathedrals  and  in  tiny  road- 
side chapels  the  special  service  will 
be  heard,  as  well  as  in  shops, 
schools,  colleges,  hospitals,  factories 
and  fields. 

Our  North  Carolina  Christian 
Women's  Fellowship  is  vitally  inter- 
ested in  this  observance.  And  as  we, 
with  Christians  everywhere  ask  God 
for  the  gifts  of  world  peace  and 
unity,  the  growing  contributions 
coming  from  these  meetings  will 
help  to  develop  Christian  leadership 
in  newly  awakened  Africa  and  Asia, 
will  provide  reading  materials  for 
new  literates  on  several  continents, 
will  bring  new  light  and  life  through 
the  mobile  unit  to  the  Mau  Mau  re- 
settlement camps,  will  minister  to 
village  children,  increase  Christian 
broadcasting  in  lands  where  this  is 
all-important  at  this  crucial  moment 
in  world  history,  and  carry  out  oth- 
er self-held  and  educational  services.

New  Boildings 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension 
has  prepared  an  analysis  of  the  1957 
Year  Book  reports  and  these  reveal 
that  55  (55%)  of  the  churches  in 
North  Carolina  own  parsonages.  This 
analysis  is  based  on  the  100  churches 
who  made  reports. 

These  same  churches  reported  that 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1957, 
they  had  spent  approximately  $600,- 
467.22  on  major  construction,  repair 
and  remodeling  projects.  They  also 
reported  that  a  total  debt  of  $269,- 
485.17  was  outstanding  as  of  June 
30,  1957,

More  than  800  checks  will  be 
mailed  to  aged  ministers,  missionar- 
ies or  their  widows;  checks  which 
assure  food  and  shelter  for  these 
Christian  leaders  who  are  now  in 
the  sunset  years  of  life.  In  many 
cases,  these  checks  represent  the  dif- 
ference between  maintaining-  self- 
respect  and  the  humiliation  of  be- 
coming wards  of  public  charity. 

In  club  rooms,  on  the  playgrounds, 
in  health  clinics,  in  the  class  rooms 
and  in  chapels  of  the  home  mission 
institutions,  hundreds  of  children, 
youth  and  adults  of  many  races  and 
nationalities  will  daily  be  influenced 
by  Christian  teachings  and  fellow- 
ship. 

Throughout  Canada  and  the  United 
States  scores  of  churches,  some  new- 
ly established,  others  weakened  by 
shifting  populations,  but  still  occupy- 
ing strategic  positions,  are  given 
temporary  financial  assistance  to 
make  possible  a  continuing  minis- 
try.. 

This  is  but  part  of  the  Christian 
work  dependent  upon  the  response 
of  our  people  at  Easter.  Superin- 
tendents and  pastors  should  imme- 
diately make  plans  for  the  promo- 
tion and  reception  of  this  offering, 
so  vitally  necessary  for  the  on-going 
of  the  work.

Church  Gsvins  to  Coflese  Is  Lagsing; 
$30,000  Is  Needed  to  Prevent  Deficit 


Current  oper  .tions  giving  to  At- 
lantic Christian  College  by  the 
Christian  Churches  is  lagging,  it  was 
revealed  th's  week  in  a  report  re- 
leased by  the  Division  of  College 
Growth  and  Development  headed  by 
Byron  Welch. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  college 
year  last  September,  the  college  re- 
ported to  the  churches  that  it  had 
to  have  a  minimum  of  $27,000  in 
church  giving  to  balance  the  bud- 
get for  the  current  college  year.  At 
that  time  it  was  also  pointed  out 
that  giving  totaling  $30,000  would 
be   more  realistic. 

In  the  report  for  the  fitst  six 
months  of  the  college  year,  the  di- 
vision of  growth  and  development 
revealed  that  the  churches  had  given 
only  $11,783.35  or  44  per  cent  of  the 
minimum  goal  of  $27,000.

below  the  hoped  for  figure  at  the 
end  of  six  months.  "Unless  church 
giving  picks  up  consideiiably  the 
last  six  months,  we  will  operats  at 
a  deficit  this  year,  Mr.  Welch  said. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  col- 
lege recently  had  to  add  a  supple- 
msnt  to  the  salaries  of  the  teaching 
faculty  at  the  college  in  order  to 
stay  above  the  minimum  require- 
ments set  up  by  the  Southern  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools.  "This  increase  in  faculty 
salaries  makes  it  mandatory  now 
that  we  receive  30,000  from  the 
churches  if  we  are  to  operate  with- 
out a  deficit,  Mr.  Welch  said. 

There  was  one  bright  note,  how- 
ever. During  the  first  quarter  of 
the  college  year,  churches  gave  only 
$4,715.05.  The  second  quarter  report 
showed  giving  totaling  $7,068.30.

From  "Lenten  Meditation"  by  Dr. 
Edwin  T.  Dahlberg,  President  of 
National   Council   of  Churches. 

Scripture:  Ephesian  4:36,  "Be 
angry  but  do  not  sin;  do  not  let  the 
sun  go  down  on  your  anger." 

"Years  ago  I  heard  a  sermon  by 
Dr.  Bernard  C.  Clausen  which  I  have 
never  forgotten.  He  said  that  if 
there  were  to  be  one  honorary  degree 
that  he  would  rather  have  conferred 
upon  him  than  any  other  it  would 
be  the  degree  of  "M.  A.,  Master  of 
Anger."  He  pointed  out  that  there 
was  a  place  for  righteous  anger.  But 
it  must  be  controlled  anger.  The 
person  who  can  be  righteously  angry 
and  still  master  his  anger  rather 
than  letting  his  anger  master  him 
has  indeed  won  a  distinguished  de- 
gree. 

Most  of  the  men  in  the  Bible  were 
strong  tempered  men.  Moses,  Elijah, 
the  Apostle  Peter,  and  even  our 
Lord  Jesus  himself,  all  had  tremen- 
dous capacities  for  anger  and  in- 
dignation. But  it  was  a  controlled 
anger;  directed  toward  good  ends. 
They  were  Master  of  Anger. 

What  we  have  to  watch  out  for  is 
anger  that  is  simply  bad  temper. 
Many  people  who  have  never  out- 
grown their  childhood  let  loose  their 
rage  in  all  kinds  of  tantrums  quar- 
rels ,and  emotional  explosions  which 
c?.use  an  immense  amount  of  trouble. 
This  kind  of  anger  breaks  up  homes, 
splits  up  churches,  upsets  the  pro- 
gram of  everyd?i,y  business,  and 
brings  on  v.'ars  among  nations.  Here 
is  where  we  have  a  great  responsi- 
bility, to  become  Masters  of  Anger, 
well  governed  human  beings,  able 
to  cooperate  with  others." 

The  truths  which  this  Article  lifts 
for  our  consideration  may  well  fur- 
nish solutions  for  our  immediate 
problems  if  ser'ous  thought  is  giv- 
en to  them,  and  followed  by  equally 
serious  action.

A  member  of  the  President's  cab- 
inet. 

The  greatest  "bear"  on  Wall  St.

Children's  Day  Offerinja:s 
Give  Life 

The  words  of  Christ — "I  am  come 
that  they  might  have  life  .  .  .  and 
that  they  might  have  it  more  abund- 
antly" assumes  the  greatest  signif- 
icance when  related  to  the  story  of 
Christian  missions.  Christian  Chur- 
ches (Disciples  of  Christ)  working 
in  cooperation,  have  51  mission  sta- 
tions in  11  foreign  lands.  Each  mis- 
sion station  is  a  center,  from  which 
channels  of  Christian  influence  and 
service  rad'ate  out  into  the  sur- 
rounding country.  This  work  is  di- 
rected by  some  250  missionaries  and 
mors  than  2,000  trained  nationals, 
or  native  workers. 

The  baptized  membership  of  our 
mission  churches  exceeds  123,000. 
Last  year  nearly  800,000  treatments 
were  given  in  our  mission  hospitals 
and  dispensaries.  Included  in  the 
work  is  a  school  system  consisting 
of  346  schools,  of  all  grades,  with 
an  enrollment  exceeding  21,800  stu- 
dents. 

The  Children's  Day  offerings  help 
sustain  this  Christian  missionary 
program.  Children's  Day  will  be  the 
last  special  offering  day  in  the  mis- 
sionary year  and  good  churchmin- 
ship  suggests  that  the  objective  for 
the  day  be  the  complt'tlon  of  the 
m  ssionary  goal.

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God  or  Mammon? 

Because  April  15th.  is  approach- 
ing I  am  reasonably  certain  of  three 
things : 

1 —  ^Right  now  yon  feel  cramped 
for  money  and  yet  when  you  com- 
pleted your  tax  forms,  you  were 
surprised  at  how  much  taxable  in- 
come you  had  in  1957. 

2 —  You  feel  very  sure  if  your  in- 
come were  larger,  you  would  be  re- 
lieved from  the  money  worries  that 
now  beset  you. 

3 —  You  almost  envy  that  man  with 
an  employer  who  permits  him  to 
spend  from  an  expense  account, 

I  dare  not  tell  anyone  how  much 
to  give,  spend  or  save;  but,  I  will 
comment  briefly  on  the  statements 
made  above. 

1 —  Are  we  not  guilty  of  placing  so 
great  an  emphasis  on  what  we  do 
not  have  or  what  we  want  next  that 
we  fail  to  see  the  priceless  treasures 
we  are  holding?  Just  think  how  hap- 
py you  would  be  if  you  lost  every- 
thing you  now  have,  then  suddenly 
got  it  back. 

2 —  If  we  can  not  arrange  to  give 
God  his  fair  share  of  our  present  in- 
come, then  with  a  larger  income  we 
would  have  the  same  difficulty. 

3 —  Each  man  with  an  expense  ac- 
count has  funds  available  for  use 
while  he  is  working  for  his  employ- 
er. He  is  expected  to  keep  himself 
fed  and  housed;  to  move  froin  place 
to  place  in  an  efficient  manner  as 
his  work  requires.  In  general,  he 
seems  to  have  funds  available  for 
whatever  will  contribute  to  his  to- 
tal usefulness  to  his  firm. 

But  examine  again  your  1957  in- 
come. What  portion  of  it  did  you 
make  alone  ?  What  portion  with 
God's  help?  Then  if  what  we  have 
came  from  our  Heavenly  Father  are 
we  not  operating  on  his  expense  ac- 
count? Without  God,  we  would  have 
absolutely  nothing,  not  even  life  it- 
self. 

What  is  allowable  on  God's  ex- 
pense account?  About  the  same  that 
a  business  firm  allows  its  responsi- 
ble agents:  Food,  shelter,  clothing, 
recreation  important  to  well  being; 
The  cost  of  any  program  of  self  de- 
velopment that  makes  us  more  use- 
ful to  God  or  that  develops  useful 
talents  with  which  he  has  endowed 


us;  and  certainly  whatever  best  con- 
tributes to  the  health,  well  being  and 
spiritual  and  mental  development  of 
our  children. 

Keeping  these  parallels  in  mind 
from  the  business  world,  will  simpli- 
fy the  task  of  compiling  for  our- 
selves a  satisfactory  list  of  allow- 
able expense  items.  It  takes  dedi- 
cated thinking,  though,  when  mak- 
ing this  list,  to  distinguish  between 
essentials  and  the  things  we  want 
because  others  have  them,  because 
they  will  make  us  more  comfortable 
or  free  us  from  drudgery  or  add 
variety  and  spice  to  our  lives.  It  is 
this  conflict  with  our  wants  and  our 
needs  that  keeps  that  expense  ac- 
count out  of  balance  and  which  gives 
the  affirmative  ansiwer  to  the  ques- 
tion, "Will  a  man  rob  God?" 

If  we  lack  sufficient  knowledge  to 
be  intelligent  stewards,  we  must 
seek  this  knowledge.  For  the  Chris- 
tian, the  Holy  Scriptures  give  the 
answers. 

The  object  of  man's  devotion  are 
betrayed  by  the  stubs  in  his  check 
book.  It  is  unrealistic  to  say  we  love 
God  without  bringing  to  him  the 
fruits  of  our  love.  There  is  an  in- 
separable relationship  between  lov- 
ing and  giving.  God  so  loved  the 
World  that  he  gave,  Christ  so  loved 
the  World  that  he  gave.  Christians 
must  not  live  under  the  illusion  that 
we  can  love  in  any  large  and  signif- 
icant sense  without  also  giving  in 
some  large  and  significant  sense. 
Money  represents  love  and  the  first 
commandment  requires  above  all 
else  that  our  love  be  dedicated  to 
God.

"You  are  the  light  of  the  world. 
A  city  set  on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid. 
Nor  do  men  light  a  lamp  and  put  it 
under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  stand,  and  it 
gives  light  to  all  the  house.  Let  your 
light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they 
may  see  your  good  works  and  give 
glory  to  your  father  who  is  in 
heaven."  Mt.  5:14-16. 

If  I  were  an  author  I  would  write 
a  book  about  these  words  of  Jesus 
and  I  would  title  my  book  "A  Man 
and  the  Light'. 

On  the  cover  I  would  suggest  to 
my  publisher  that  the  profile  of  a 
man  be  drawn,  holding  high  above 
his  bead  a  lantern,  its  rays  reaching 
out  to  the  earth,  searching,  seeking, 
guiding.  On  the  man's  face  a  look  of 
eagerness,  expectancy  and  faith  that 
the  lost  might  be  attracted  to  his 
light.  His  worn  garments,  that  of  a 
carpenter,  with  his  apron  and  his 
square — in  his  pocket  "a  Book.  The 
hero  of  my  book  would  be  named 
"Uncle  Joe".  Scenes  from  the  first 
chapter  would  show  Uncle  Joe  in  his 
carpenter  shop,  by  light  of  the  lan- 
tern, reading  from  the  dog-eared 
Book  to  a  small  eager-faced  boy — 
"You  are  the  light  of  the  world — let 
your  light  so  shine — give  glory  to 
your  Father." 

Scenes  from  early  chapters — Uncle 
Joe  with  his  calloused  but  gentle 
hands,  from  the  light  of  his  rafter- 
hung  lantern,  ministering  to  a  sick 
farm  animal — Lantern  lit  scene  of  a 
snow-covered  woodpile,  after  a  weary 
days  work,  filling  the  woodbox  of  a 
sick  neighbor — Uncle  Joe  with  his 
lantern  in  a  little  lad's  room,  one 
hand  on  a  fevered  brow,  the  other 
bearing  a  cup  of  cold  water — Out- 
side a  prison  cell,  reading  to  a  pris- 
oner from  a  Book — Finishing  a  gratis 
job  on  Aunt  Mandy's  roof  by  his 
faithful  lantern  I'ght — ^Sanding  a 
new  crutch  for  a  little  crippled  girl — 
On  the  bank  of  a  stormy  river,  hold- 
ing high  his  light,  searching,  calling, 
faithfully  waiting  that  some  lost  soul 
might  be  guided  to  the  safety  of  his 
light. 

Then  in  succeeding  chapters,  I,  the 
author  would  send  Uncle  Joe  and  his 
light  to  wider  circles  of  illumina- 
tion. Darkness  is  universal  and  the 
world  needs  Uncle's  Joe's  light.  I 
would  send  him  to  the  city  slums,  to 
the  courtroom,  to  the  .hospitals,  to  the 
Psychiatrist's  office,  to  the  White 
House,  the  Kremlin,  the  U.  N.  As- 
sembly. I  would  Tght  the  peace  table 
with  his  light.  To  the  dark  corners 
of  the  world  Uncle  Joe  would  travel 
to  the  man  who  has  never  heard  of 
his  Light. 

I  would  have  Uncle  Joe  push  back 
the  darkness  with  his  hope-giving 
light  wherever  there  is  despair,  fear,

They  were  made  of 
wash  cloths  and  soap  and  were  the 
gifts  of  our  Business  Women's 
Guild  of  Central  Church. 

However,  we  do  have  our  sad  mo- 
ments, too.  We  are  greatly  concerned 
about  Rev.  Frank  Huston,  song  writ- 
er of  note  and  evangelist  for  many 
years.  At  the  present  writing  he  is 
seriously  ill,  having  suffered  a 
stroke  early  in  March.  And  we  lost 
a  much  loved  guest,  Mrs.  Bessie  Rea- 
ser  who,  from  1929  through  1943 
was  Superintendent  of  our  Home. 
These  were  the  difficult  years  when 
funds  were  low  but  faith  high.  We 
are  happy  that  she  lived  to  see  our 
Home  serving  the  aged  of  our  Bro- 
therhood well  for  she  built  a  firm 
foundation  in  those  early  days.

Mrs.  Annie  Lapenotiere 
Lancaster 

On  January  13,  1958,  Annie  Lan- 
caster joined  her  husband  and  loved 
ones  in  the  other  world.  Her  hus- 
band, William,  preceded  her  in  death 
on  October  31,  1957,  Annie's  sev- 
entieth birthday. 

Annie  LaPenoTiere  Lancaster  was 
born  in  London,  England  on  October 
31,  1887.  She  lost  her  mother  when 
she  was  very  small  so  she  and  her 
brother  were  raised  by  their  father 
and  step-mother.  At  the  age  of  six 
they  came  to  the  United  States  and 
settled  in  Tampa,  Fla.  Her  father 
was  a  sea  captain.  When  she  was  a 
young  lady  she  came  to  Raleigh  to 
enter  nurses  training  at  the  old  Rex 
Hospital  and  at  one  time  she  nursed 
at  the  Pest  House  during  an  out- 
break of  smallpox.  While  in  training, 
she  met  William  H.  Lancaster  and 
on  Christmas  Day,  1909  she  married 
the  man  that  was  to  be  her  compan- 
ion for  forty-eight  years.  From  this 
union  three  children  were  born.  Only 
one,  Arthur  W.  Lancaster,  grew  to 
manhood. 

When  there  were  plans  for  start- 
ing a  new  Christian  Church  in  Jan- 
uary 1956  she  and  Bill  were  most  en- 
thusiastic from  the  very  start,  and 
they  gave  generously  of  their  time, 
presence,  finance  and  prayers  to  see 
this  work  go  forward.  It  was  with 
great  pride  that  they  became  charter 
members  on  Palm  Sunday  1956  of  the 
new   Sunset  Hills  Christian  Church. 


R.  V.  Hope 

R.  V.  Hope,  pioneer  North 
Carolina  minister,  died  at  his  home 
in  Burlington,  N.  C,  April  7,  1958. 

June  1955,  Rev.  Hope  celebrated 
his  50th  year  in  the  Christian  min- 
istry. He  was  ordained  in  1905.  He 
received  his  training  at  Eugene  Bible 
College,  Eugene,  Oregon;  College  of 
ths  Bible;  and  Transylvania  Uni- 
versity in  Lexington,  Ky. 

During  the  long  years  of  his  min- 
istry, he  served  the  churches  at 
Eutaw,  Alabama;  at  Washington,  N. 
C.  for  7  years;  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C, 
Central  Christian  Humbolt,  Tenn.  for 
12  years;  Decatur  Street  Christian 
Church,  Memphis,  Tenn.  In  1936.  he 
returned  to  North  Carolina  where  he 
served  several  rural  and  village 
churches.  In  1942,  he  went  to  Roa- 
noke Rapids,  where  he  served  for  2 
years;  and  then  in  1944,  located  with 
the  church  at  Burlington  where  he 
had  continued  until  the  time  of  his 
retirement,  January  1,  1956. 

During  his  ministry,  Mr.  Hope 
numbers  some  two  thousand  people 
he  has  won  to  Christ.  He  has  offi- 
ciated at  many  funerals  and  wed- 
dings, and  has  led  in  construction  of

"IT'S  NEAT  TO  SPEND",  says  the 
modern  teenager.  They  ought  to  know 
because  they  are  spending  $9,000,000 
a  year  in  the  United  States.  Year- 
round  jobs  give  steady  income  to 
800,000  youth,  ages  12-20.  More  than 
41/2  million  have  part-time  work.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  United  States  teenagers 
own  their  own  cameras  and  in  1956 
took  600  million  pictures,  which  is 
one-fourth  of  all  pictures  taken  in 
the  United  States.  Teenagers  bought 
10V<  of  the  single  phonograph  rec- 
ords sold — 150  million  of  them — an 
average  of  9  records  per  teenager 
per  year!  They  bought  50%  of  all 
small  radio  sales.  They  used  5%  of 
our  nation's  annual  gas  consump- 
tion— 2.5  billion  gallons. 

A  teenager's  weekly  income  ranges 
between  $10.00  and  $15.00.  (In  1941 
income  was  $1.00-$2.00).  In  1956  sec- 
ondary school  enrollment  increased 
lOVf  over  1955.  What  do  these  in- 
creases say  about  CWFF  possibilities 
in  your  state  ? 

We  in  North  Carolina  need  to  think 
carefully  about  such  facts  as  these, 
for  we  are  in  definite  danger  of  fall- 
ing way  below  our  CWFF  goal  again 
this  year.

Three  hours  after  they  left  the 
church  the  preacher  came  and  find- 
ing no  one  there,  he  decided  to  drive 
out  to  the  spot  designated  for  the 
day's  outing.  On  his  way  he  stopped 
at  a  Filling  Station  and  inquired,

Rocky  Mount  Church 
Occupies  First  Units 


The  first  two  units  of  the  First 
Christian  Church  occupy  a  spacious 
2  1-2  acre  tract  of  land  on  West 
Haven  Blvd.  The  present  building, 
the  Education  Building  and  the  So- 
cial Hall  (temporary  Sanctuary) 
are  of  Georgian  architecture  and 
red  brick  is  the  material. 

The  Social  Hall  is  34  feet  wide  and 
ninety-two  f?et  long.  It  adapts  ad- 
mirably for  a  sanctuary.  In  it  is  a 
baptistry  with  two  dressing  rooms. 
The  lighting  is  indirect  and  in  ad- 
dition are  five  chandeliers  that  add 
much  to  the  appearance  of  this  large 
room. 

The  Educational  Building  is  of 
two  stories  and  is  40  feet  wide  and 
200  feet  long.  On  the  ground  floor 
are  the  Nursery,  Kindergarten  and 
Primary  departments.  On  this  floor 
are  the  church  office,  the  mirtis- 
ter's  study  and  a  work  room.  The 
church  parlor  is  ample  in  size  and 
featured  is  a  large  fire  place  with 
marble  facing  and  hearth.  Adjoin- 
ing the  parlor  used  as  a  classroom 


by  the  Women's  Bible  Class  is  a 
kitchenette,  powder  room  and  toi- 
lets. On  the  second  floor  of  the  Ed- 
ucational Building  are  14  class 
rooms  and  office  for  the  Bible  School 
Superintendent.  There  is  a  modern 
kitchen,  ample  in  size  and  all  elec- 
tric. This  kitchen  is  distinctive  be- 
cause of  the  many  storage  spaces  it 
provides. 

The  exterior  approaches  to  both 
buildings  are  of  flagstone  as  is  the 
children's  terrace  just  outside  Nur- 
sery department. 

The  cost  of  the  building  was  214,- 
000.00  which  includes  the  heating 
and  plumbing  systems.  The  offices 
and  the  church  parlor  are  air  con- 
ditioned. 

Chas.  C.  Bento!;,  and  Sons,  Wil- 
son were  architects  and  the  North 
State  Construction  Company,  Rocky 
Mount,  were  General  Contractors. 

The  Building  was  opened  for  use 
in  October  1957,  though  it  was  not 
entirely  completed  at  that  time.

Plans  are  for  the  fencing 
of  the  grounds  this  fall  and  open- 
ing it  for  occasional  use  by  appoint- 
ment. 

A  number  of  improvements  have 
been  made  in  the  camp  during  the 
winter  months  including  painting  of 
the  buildings,  concrete  work  in  the 
pump  house,  the  graveling  of  the 
roads  and  other  repairs  which  will 
put  the  camp  in  splendid  condition 
for  the  summer  season. 


Durham 

The  Holloway  Street  Christian 
Church  continues  to  receive  new 
members.  Since  the  revival  ended  on 
March  16th,  seven  additional  mem- 
bers have  been  received.  This  brings 
the  total  new  members  to  thirty- 
two  since  January  1st. 

The  first  Sunday  in  April  brought 
to  an  end  a  project  conducted  by 
the  Ladies  Bible  Class  of  the  Church 
School  to  apply  their  "talents"  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Building  Fund. 
This  project  began  the  first  Sunday 
in  January  and  enriched  the  Build- 
ing Fund  by  $315.87. 

We  have  been  using  our  new  Edu- 
cation Building  for  several  months 
now  and  at  the  time  the  building  was 
erected,  the  Sanctuary  -was  merely 
"hulled  in".  We  have  recently  named 
a  new  committee  to  study  the  neces- 
sary minimum  amount  of  work  to 
be  completed  on  the  inside  before 
we  can  move  our  worship  service 
in. 

The  teachers  of  the  Church  School 
and  their  husbands  and/or  wives 
were  recently  honored  at  a  banquet. 
About  fifty  adults  attended.  The 
Minister  and  his  wife.  Chairman  of 
the  Official  Board  and  his  wife, 
Chairman  of  the  Christian  Educa- 
tion Committee  and  his  wife,  at- 
tended as  guests.  After  a  delicious 
chicken  supper,  those  in  attendance 
were  treated  to  a  performance  of 
Mr.  W.  T.  Cash,  a  member  of  the 
church  and  a  professional  magician. 


Opportunity  Knocks 
Responsibility  Demands 

Young  people  in  increasing  num- 
bers are  applying  for  admission  to 
The  College  of  the  Bible  each  year 
for  the  purpose  of  preparing  them- 
selves for  the  Christian  ministry. 
We  now  discover  anew  that  to  pray 
is  also  to  be  ready  to  accept  respon- 
sibility. 

At  this  time  there  are  twice  as 
many  young  people  applying  for  ad- 
mission for  next  Fall  as  will  be  grad- 
uating this  Spring.  This  means  a 
large  increase  in  enrollment  for  next 
year.  The  College  of  the  Bible  has 
been  admitting  all  qualified  appli- 
cants in  the  name  of  the  churches  ex- 
pecting that  the  churches  would  glad- 
ly and  generously  respond  to  provide 
the  increased  costs  for  their  support. 
However,  only  424  churches  in  all 
the  eleven  states  comprising  the 
Seminary's  territory  contributed  any 
amount  to  this  cause  last  year.  Most 
contributions  were  so  small  as  to 
he  only  token  contributions.  This 
slowness  of  churches  to  respond  has 
caused  an  accumulated  deficit  of 
$45,000.00  in  operating  expenses 
over  the  last  six  years.  This  deficit 
has  developed  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  Seminary  has  been  operat- 
ing on  a  curtailed  and  tight  budget. 

The  churches  are  now  at  the  de- 
cision point.  They  must  decide  wheth- 
er they  will  force  their  Seminary  to 
refuse  admission  to  many  young  peo- 
ple who  have  dedicated  themselves 
to  Christ  and  the  ministry  of  his 
church  or  whether  they  will  give  their 
Seminary  the  adequate  support  with 
which  to  carry  forward  its  responsi- 
bility and  sacred  task.

Sixty  Crucial  Days 

Thre  is  no  period  in  brotherhood 
life  more  determinative  of  our 
spiritual  welfare  than  the  period 
from  March  1  to  June  30  each  year. 
During  that  period  the  budgets  of 
fifty-seven  agencies  in  Unified  Pro- 
motion are  either  met  or  unmet. 

What  does  this  mean  in  brother- 
hood life?  At  home  it  means  that 
our  state  missionary  societies  will 
continue  their  help  to  new  churches 
and  mission  churches,  or  it  may 
mean  that  they  have  to  say  no  to 
strategic  opportunities. 

It  means  that  aged  ministers  may 
or  may  not  have  supplementary 
support  during  1958  and  during  the 
months  ahead.  It  means  that  pro- 
grams in  evangelism,  Christian  ed- 
ucation, and  church  development 
may  go  forward  or  be  stopped,  de- 
pendent upon  the  degree  of  steward- 
ship reflected  in  these  sixty  days. 

Each  church  needs  to  rejgard  these 
sixty  days  as  a  very  significant  in- 
dex of  its  commitment  to  the 
Christ  and  to  the  brotherhood. 

Your  remittances  to  Unified  Pro- 
motion should  be  postmarked  not 
later  than  June  30. 


I  Message  of  the  Month 

The  religion  of  the  Israelites,  as 
recorded  in  the  Old  Testament,  was  a 
"hard"  religion  by  modern  stand- 
ards. In  Deuteronomy  17:10  we  find: 
"You  shall  not  sacrifice  to  the  Lord 
your  God  an  ox  or  a  sheep  in  which 
is  a  blemish,  any  defect  whatever; 
for  that  is  an  abomination  to  the 
Lord  your  God."  j 

This  chapter  goes  on  to  point  out 
religious  evils  that  were   to  result 
even  in  death  for  the  guilty  party. 
The  element  of  sacrifice  was  an  in- 
timate part  of  the  worship  of  these 
ancient  Jews  and  yet,  with  all  its 
importance    there  were  those  sacri-  i 
fices    which    were    unworthy.    It  is 
true  that  if  we  properly  understand 
the    word    "sacrifice"    an  unworthy 
sacrifide    would    be    impossible.  If 
man's  gift  to  God,  whether  physical 
or   spiritual,   is   really   unworthy  oT 
acceptance  it  is  no  sacrifice  at  all.  i 
The    Sinai-founded   law   of   right-  ; 
iousness  for  the  Jew  included  worthy 
sacrifices  in  the  form  of  the  meal 
offering,    the    meat    offering,  the 
thank  offering,  the  tithe,  etc.  Such 
sacrifices   were   summarized   by  the  [ 
fact  that  they  were  to  come  from 
the  best  that  the  Jew  had;  and,  if 
not,    they    were    unworthy.    When  i 
Cain  and  Abel  brought  offerings  to  I 
the  Lord,  God  beheld  Abel  because  j 
his    represented    true   firstlings   but  | 
Cain  just  brought  a  gift  and  kept  the 
major  share. 

The  New  Testament,  under  which  | 
we  live,  led  this  idea  forward  to  the  j 
place  that  it  was  not  the  thing  sac- 
rificed that  mattered  but  it  was  the 
love  in  the  heart  that  counted.  "Let 
each  man  do  according  as  he  hath 
purposed  in  his  heart;  not  grudging- 
ly 01-  of  necessity;  for  God  loveth  a 
or  of  necessity;  for  God  loveth  a 
cheerful  giver."  In  the  final  analy- 
sis the  acceptability  of  any  sacrifice 
lies  in  the  intention  and  background 
of  the  individual. 

As  individuals  we,  too  often,  at- 
tempt to  offer  sacrifices  or  gifts  to 
God  that  are  really  unworthy.  The 
God  of  power  by  force  or  size  is 
unworthy.  Churches  are  made  up  of 
people  and  reflect  their  degrees  of 
godliness.  If  the  church  seeks  to  of- 
fer to  God  a  sacrifice  of  power  of 
force,  or  size,  or  success  then  God 
must  cast  this  out. 

Even  more  personal  is  the  God  of 
social  lust.  What  pastor  has  not 
stood  amazed  in  the  face  of  the 
moral  evil  evidenced  among  men, 
church  members  not  excluded.  It 
seems  that  some  people  can  resist 
anything  but  temptation. 

But,  perhaps,  most  tragic  is  the 
attempt  to  offer  to  God  the  evidence 
of  neglect.  We  not  only  hinder  the 
movement  for  righteousness  when 
we  neglect  Christ  and  the  church; 
but  we  weaken  ourselves  by  this 
same  neglect.

Good  health 
projects  center  around  the  doll 
adoption  and  many  lessons  are 
taught.  Silvia  will  tell  other  play- 
mates what  she  has  learned  in  the 
mission  school.  In  the  picture  with 
Silvia  are  Mrs.  Raymond  Mills,  mis- 
sionary, and  Arsenia  Martinez, 
teacher. 

The  Children's  Day  offerings  help 
support  the  missionary  work  of  our 
brotherhood.  This  program  includes 
346  mission  schools  of  all  grades, 
aggressive  programs  of  evangelism 
and  church  development  and  a 
health  program  wherein  over  785,- 
000  medical  treatments  were  given 
in  our  mission  hospitals  and  dispen- 
series  last  year. 

The  57  mission  stations  in  11  for- 
eign lands  about  which  centers  the 
cooperative  missionary  work  of  the 
Christian  churches,  are  really  cen- 
ters or  "hubs"  from  which  lines  of 
Christian  influence  and  service  ra- 
diate outward,  contacting  and  in- 
fluencing thousands  of  persons.  The 
257  missionaries  who  direct  the 
work  are  ably  assisted  by  more  than 
2,000  nationals  (trained  native 
Christians).  These  include  preach- 
ers, evangelists,  doctors,  teachers 
and  nurses — all  working  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  Christ's  Kingdom. 

Sunday  school  and  church  leaders 
should  plan  to  receive  generous  of- 
ferings in  support  of  this  work. 
Since  this  is  the  last  special  offer- 
ing day  in  the  missionary  year  of 
the  church,  a  worthy  objective  would 
be  the  achievement  of  the  world 
outreach  goal  for  the  year.  Mater- 
ials are  available  from  Unified  Pro- 
motion, Box  5636,  Indianapolis,  In- 
diana.

We  have  a  very  serious  problem 
confronting  us  now  and  a  plan  has 
been  set  in  motion  which  is  designed, 
especially,  to  give  relief.  We  are  now 
three  months  behind  in  our  pay- 
ments on  the  Auditorium.  This 
should  never  have  happened.  When 
we  were  planning  to  erect  the  build- 
ing, we  were  told  that  it  could  be 
done  and  paid  for  without  calling 
upon  the  churches  to  increase  their 
Budget  Payments  to  The  Assembly. 

However,  just  as  soon  as  the  Au- 
ditorium was  completed,  rumors 
were  started  by  "Higher  Ups"  cal- 
culated to  destroy  our  Educational 
Program.  Those  who  led  in  spread- 
ing these  damaging  rumors  have 
never  been  too  much  concerned  about 
The  Educational  Program  and  since. 
The  Auditorium,  which  always  held 
the  center  of  their  interest,  was  com- 
pleted, they  reasoned  that  they 
could  now  organize  their  forces  for 
destruction  of  The  Educational  Pro- 
gram. 

This  they  did  and  for  the  last 
three  years  have  succeeded  in  per- 
suading many  of  the  churches  to 
pay  less  than  their  Budget  Require- 
ments to  The  General  Treasurer. 
From  now  on,  we  do  not  expect  them 
to  cease  their  undermining  activi- 
ties; even  against  our  plan  to  catch 
up  on  our  delinquent  payments.  We 
feel  sure  that  they  will  have  some- 
thing to  say  against  it.  But  those 
of  us  who  are  concerned  about  the 
total  program,  must  turn  deaf  ears 
to  all  damaging  rumors  and  spend 
our  energies  in  repairing  the  dam- 
age already  done. 

"Dedication  Day,"  July  19,  1958,  is 
the  day  on  which  we  will  dedicate 
the  auditorium.  This  occasion  will 
afford  us  a  splendid  opportunity  to 
demonstrate  our  determination  and 
ability  to  overcome  the  barriers 
which  have  caused  a  slow-down  in 
our  forward  movement  and  also  con- 
vince the  opposition  that  we  now 
see  through  their  Smoke-Screen. 
You  will  hear  more  about  this  proj- 
ect later  and  when  you  do,  please 
urge  YOUR  CHURCH  to  comply 
with  the  request  of  The  Finance 
Committee.

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God  Or  Mammon? 

Discipleship  requires  Stewardship 
in  3  areas  of  life:  TIME,  TALENT 
and  TREASURE.  During  April  our 
thoughts  were  directed  toward  our 
treasures.  Today  let's  think  of  our 
talents. 

The  church  is  not  a  resting  house 
for  saints  but  a  training  center  for 
service.  There  was  nothing  in  Peter, 
in  his  education,  in  his  eloquence,  in 
his  understanding  of  the  situation  or 
in  his  position  that  produced  Pente- 
cost. The  fact  is,  Pentecost  produced 
Peter.  Pentecost  was  the  Holy  Ghost 
working  through  men.  The  Disciples 
went  forth  after  Pentecost  to  do 
what  all  humanly  planned  organiza- 
tions on  earth  have  never  done  and 
could  never  do.  Let's  take  a  look  at 
these  Disciples  as  described  by  Pe- 
ter Marshall  in  "Mr.  Jones  Meet 
the  Master." 

Suppose  you  had  been  on  a  nom- 
inating committee  about  1900  years 
ago  and  inquired  into  the  qualifica- 
tions of  those  who  sought  to  become 
disciples  of  Jesus.  How  would  you 
have  voted  on  them? 

The  first  candidate  is  leaving  his 
fishing  boat.  He  is  nearly  bald  and 
the  fringes  of  hair  that  remain  are 
already  gray.  He  smells  of  fish.  He 
is  a  bulstering,  clumsy,  impulsive 
and  stubborn  individual.  Would  you 
choose  this  Simon  Peter  or  send  him 
back  ? 

The  next  candidates  are  brothers 
who  successfully  operate  a  fishing 
boat  in  partnership.  They  not  only 
manage  to  catch  more  fish  than  the 
other  boats  but  they  also  get  bet- 
ter prices  for  their  catch.  Their  at- 
titude irritates  the  others  because 
they  are  boastful.  If  they  became 
disciples  of  Jesus  they  would  want 
to  be  his  chief  lieutenants.  From 
testimony  of  people  who  know  them, 
our  verdict  would  be  that  James  and 
John  would  not  do. 

What  about  this  other  fisherman? 
He  is  very  cautious,  slow  to  be  con- 
vinced. He  will  take  nothing  on 
Faith.  Can  you  imagine  him  as  a 
member  of  the  Apostolic  Band?  The 
Kingdom  is  a  venture  of  Faith — not 
of  Doubt.  It  is  a  matter  of  percep- 
tion— not  of  proof.  How  could 
Thomas  fit  into  that  picture? 

Can  you  imagine  a  quisling  as  a 
friend  of  Jesus?  A  man  who  had 
made  a  God  of  money.  No,  Levi  or 
Matthew  must  be  rejected. 

What  about  Andrew  ?It  is  said  he 
has  no  personality.  He  is  Peter's 
brother,  but  I  know  of  no  good  rea- 
son why  he  should  be  chosen. 

There  are  still  others:  Bartholo- 
bew,  Thaddaeus,  Philip,  and  another 
James  and  Simon  from  Cannan.  Had 
you  and  I  been  members  of  this 
nominating  committee,  would  we 
have  nominated  any  one  of  them? 
Yet  Jesus  chose  them. 

When  God  calls,  he  guarantees 
the  Grace  necessary  for  meeting  the 


and  because  of  this  fact  no  one  can 
be  supremely  happy  until  he  has 
found  God's  plan  for  his  life.  Our 
abilities  are  not  realized  until  we 
work  hand  in  hand  with  God. 

After  the  crucifixion  and  Resur- 
rection these  Disciples  were  filled 
with  the  Holy  Spirit  and  they  were 
changed  and  developed  immeasure- 
able.  'Cowardice  gave  way  to  cour- 
age. Unbelief  became  a  flaming 
faith  and  conviction  that  nothing  on 
earth  could  shake.  Jealousy  was 
swallowed  up  in  brotherly  love.  Self 
interest  was  killed  and  became  a 
ministry  to  others.  Fear  was  ban- 
ished and  they  were  afraid  of  no 
man,  no  threat,  no  danger.  And 
therein  lies  our  hope.  We  have  the 
same  opportunity  to  be  changed  be- 
cause the  same  Holy  Spirit  is  avail- 
able to  us  today  to  help  us  find 
God's  plan  for  our  lives.  The 
measure  of  a  man  is  not  the  great- 
ness of  his  abilities  as  much  as  the 
greatness    of   his  consecration. 

Christian  service  is  not  a  monop- 
oly held  by  the  12  disciples  or  our 
present  day  full  time  Christian 
workers.  Every  Christian  has  a  post 
assigned  by  God.  Are  you  and  I  of- 
fering objections  at  our  assignment 
or  accepting  it  and  asking  for  God's 
guidance  in  the  completion  of  the 
assignment.  Are  we  burying  our  tal- 
ent or  letting  it  increase?  Are  we 
using  our  abilities  in  service  to  God 
or  Mammon?

In  1947,  Mr.  McKinney  was  called 
to  head  the  newly-organized  depart- 
ment of  men's  work,  of  the  United 
Society,  an  international  board  which 
administers  Christian  education, 
world  missions  and  services  to 
churches.  These  ministries  are  all 
carried  on  by  voluntary  cooperation 
among  Christian  churches  (Disci- 
ples). From  offices  in  Indianapolis, 
this  board  serves  the  majority  of  the 
8,000  churches  of  Disciples  of  Christ 
throughout  North  America  and  their 
missions  in  the  United  States  and 
eleven  other  countries. 

Since  Mr.  McKinney's  appointment. 
Christian  churches  have  seen  an  in- 
crease in  local  and  state  men's  groups, 
regular  production  of  materials  for 
laymen,  organization  of  the  (National 
Christian  Men's  Fellowship  Advisory 
Commission,  development  of  retreats 
for  laymen  and  increases  in  support 
of  missions  by  men.  The  department 
also  has  extended  its  service  to  men's 
groups  in  Jamaica  and  Puerto  Rico. 

Prior  to  1947  Mr.  McKinney  was 
director  of  evangelism  for  the  Ohio 
Christian  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Disciples  of  Christ.  He  also  served 
pastorates  in  four  eastern  states.  He 
received  degrees  from  Bethany  Col- 
lege, Bethany  West  Virginia,  and 
Yale  Divinity  School,  New  Haven, 
Connecticut.  For  outstanding  achieve- 
ment, Bethany  has  since  bestowed  on 
him  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity 
degree. 

Mr.  McKinney  also  served  as  chap- 
lain with  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  during 
World  War  II.  He  continues  as  a 
chaplain  in  the  A.  F.  Reserve  with 
the  rank  of  colonel.

I  Message  of  the  Month  | 

The  Double  Standard 

There  is  today  in  all  of  the  Chris- 
tian churches  a  very  definite  line 
drawn  between  the  clergymen  and  the 
laymen.  The  minister  of  the  church 
is  supposed  to  be  or  to  set  himself 
up  to  be  the  shining  example  of  the 
ideal  Christian  man.  It  is,  in  most 
cases,  automatically  understood  that 
this  charge  is  not  necessarily  bind- 
ing on  any  other  person  on  the  con- 
gregation. 

There  are  some  exceptions,  of 
course,  but  generally,  there  is  a 
wide  barrier  created  between  the 
clergy  and  the  laity  as  a  result  of 
this  double-standard.  I  could  give  you 
examples,  but  I  think  you  need  only 
to  stop  and  consider  a  few  of  the 
things  which  you  feel  are  perfectly 
all  right  for  you  to  do,  but  which 
you  had  better  not  catch  your  mini- 
ster doing! 

I  submit  to  you  that  this  is  a 
great  fallacy.  Understand,  I  am  not 
saying  that  the  minister  should  not 
be  a  good  example,  for  I  believe  that 
he  should  be.  But,  I  am  saying  that 
all  Christians  share  an  equal  respon- 
sibility when  it  comes  to  living  the 
Chr'stian  life.  The  demand  for  quali- 
ty is  the  same  .  .  .  else,  the  layman 
declares  that  he  is  satisfied  with 
"second-class'  citizenship  in  the 
Kingdom!! 

I  have  heard  it  said  many  times: 
"Well,  Brother  Jones  surely  built  up 
that  church,  didn't  he?"  May  I  pre- 
sent to  you  what  I  believe  to  be  an 
unvarnished  fact,  a  complete  truth: 
no  minister  ever  built  up  any  church 
by  himself  simply  because,  by  him- 
self, no  minister  ever  could.  Any- 
where you  see  a  church  increasing, 
anywhere  you  see  great  crowds 
attending  a  church,  you  may  be 
certain  that  the  laymen  of  that 
church  are  working  hard  for  Christ! 
Of  course,  the  minister  plays  his 
part,  but  a  minister  can  go  just  so 
far  by  himself. 

I  wonder  sometimes  how  many  lay- 
men ever  stop  to  consider  what  an 
inspiration  they  are  or  can  be  to 
their  m-nister.

have  to  come  through  with  this 
amount. 


The  $10,745.65  needed  from  the 
Churches  of  North  Carolina  by 
Atlantic  Christian  College  during 
the  fourth  quarter  of  the  college 
year  is  a  highly  important  amount 

It  would  all  but  pay  the  salaries 
of  faculty  members  teaching  in 
the  college's  summer  session. 

Twenty-seven  faculty  members 
are  teaching  in  the  summer  ses- 
sion. Their  total  salaries  for  the 
two  five  week  terms  run  slightly 
over  $12,000. 


For  the  1957-68  school  year,  the 
college  wrote  into  its  budget  an- 
ticipated giving  of  $27,000  from  the 
Churches.  During  the  first  three 
quarters  of  the  college  year,  the 
Chm-ohes  have   given  $16,254.33 

Mr.  Welch  commended  the 
churches  for  their  giving  during 
the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year. 
He  said  the  $27,000  anticipated  giv- 
ing is  a  12  percent  increase  over  the 
previous  year,  Indication  that  the 
Churches  are  attempting  to  meet  the 
goal  was  furnished  by  the  report  that 
the  giving  for  the  first  three  quar- 
ters is  six  percent  ahead  of  last  year 
when  the  churches  subscribed 
$15,385.22   during  the   same  period. 

In  making  the  report  Mr.  Welch 
pointed  oat  that  some  churches  that 
have  supported  the  college  in  pre- 
vious years  are  not  doing  so  this 
year.  He  said  gifts  have  been  received 
from  only  64  churches  as  against 
the  78  that  participated  in  support 
of  the  college  laat  year. 

"Atlantic  Christian  College  needs 
a  vigorous  program  of  church  partici- 
pation with  Atlantic  Christian 
College  in  the  work  of  educating  both 
the  ministry  and  Ohe  lay  leadership 
of  our  churches,"  Mr,  Welch  said. 
"Our  concern  for  the  work  that  is 
to  be  done  by  this  institution  must 
be  matched  with  funds  if  the  work 


is  to  be  successful,"  he  said.  "The 
$27,000  needed  this  year  is  only  four 
and  a  half  percent  of  the  total  bud- 
get of  the  college,  yet  it  is  the  margin 
between  operating  in  the  black,  or 
slipping  over  into  the  red.  Atlantic 
Christian  College  operates,  of  neces- 


A  national  problem — the  critical 
shortage  of  Ministers — is  not  being 
felt  as  much  by  the  Christian 
Churches  of  North  Carolina  as  it  is 
by  Churches  in  many  of  the  states. 

The  North  Carolina  situation  is 
much  better  thanks  to  the  fact  that 
the  state  has  a  Christian  College 
preparing  students  to  enter  the 
m  nistry. 

In  a  report  released  this  week  by 
the  Department  of  Religion  at 
Atlantic  Christian  College,  the  im- 
portant role  a  church  college  can 
play  in  providing  leadership  in  a 
field  in  which  it  is  so  vitally  needed, 
was  clearly  pointed  ont. 

The  report  showed  that  students 
enrolled  in  the  Department  of  Re- 
ligion at  ACC  served  135  churches 
during  the  past  college  year. 

The  program  of  "pulpit  supply 
by  students  at  the  college  is  directed 
by  Allan  R.  Sharp,  Acting  Chairman 
of  the  department. 

In  the  report  he  issued,  statistics 
showed  that  students  at  the  college 
traveled  more  than  102,000  miles 
during  the  college  year  in  service  to 
the  churches.  The  students  delivered 
1,469  sermons  during  the  nine  month 
period  which  the  report  covers,  and 
made  an  additional  292  talks  in 
churches.  They  also  taught  403  Sun- 
day School  lessons  in  the  churches 
of  the  area. 

The  pastoral  call,  an  important 
part  of  the  work  of  any  minister,  was 
not  neglected  by  students  at  the 
college.  They  made  6,011  such  calls 
during  the  period.  They  also  were 
responsible  for  the  addition  of  185 
members  to  the  churches.  Tliey  also 
led  or  participated  in  43  leadership 
institutes  during  the  college  year. 

A  comparison  of  recent  statistics 
also  indicates  clearly  the  increasing- 
ly important  role  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  and  its  students  are 
playing  in  the  matter  of  providing 
ministers  for  churches  that  arc  either 
without  ministers  or  unable  to  have 


sity,  on  a  close  budget.  The  churches 
hold  the  key  to  the  success  or  failure 
of  the  operational  program  of  the 
college.  The  funds  needed  must  be 
forthcoming  through  ACC  offerings, 
budgeted  gifts,  and  through  the  gen- 
erous sharing  of  any  church  surplus." 


a  permanent  pastor  on  the  field. 

This  year  51  students  at  the  col- 
lege served  in  the  program  as 
against  only  36  four  years  ago. 
Only  65  churches  were  served  in 
1954-55  as  compared  to  the  135 
served  this  year.  Student  ministers 
at  the  college  traveled  five  times 
the  number  of  miles  this  year  than 
they  did  in  1954-55.  They  made  seven 
times  as  many  pastoral  calls.  They 
won  four  times  as  many  people  for 
the  church.  They  preached  five  times 
as  many  sermons  as  they  did  four 
years  ago. 

The  report  is  also  highly  signifi- 
cant in  that  the  college,  in  a  period  of 
rapid  growth,  has  been  able  to  en- 
large its  ministerial  training  pro- 
gram on  a  par  with  other  academic 
programs  and  at  a  time  when  na- 
tional leaders  are  finding  it  almost 
impossible  to  give  an  asswer  to  the 
cry  for  more  young  ministers.  At- 
lantic Christian  College  is  answering 
the  shortage  by  joining  with  the 
Churches  and  the  N.  C.  Christian 
Missionary  Society  in  a  spirited  re- 
cruitment program  for  young  mini- 
sters.

In  an  attempt  to  set  up  a  program 
that  will  enable  the  college  to  in- 
terpret its  program  to  its  church 
constituency,  Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger, 
ACC  President,  announced  this  week 
that  the  college  will  provide  speakers 
during  the  months  of  September. 
October  and  November  to  various 
church  groups  in  the  state  upon 
request.

1.  The  Stewardship  Committee  rec- 
ommends that  in  co-operation  with 
the  suggestion  of  the  Unified  Pro- 
motion Committee,  goals  of  Unified 
Promotion,  A.  C.  C,  College  of  the 
Bible,  N.  B.  A.  and  Program  of 
Advance  be  released  at  one  time.  It

churches  in  September  to  present 
these  goals — to  such  churches  whose 
budgets  are  prepared  in  the  Spring, 
the  goals  will  be  mailed  out  this 
year 

2.  Recommends  we  have  at  least 
25  local  church  tithinr'-  committment 
rallies  in  the  state  and  the  State 
Board  be  requested  to  give  this  pro- 
gram r:"'on'ty 

3.  Recoiu'T'ends  emp!'  asis  be  given 
to  Stewardship,  esipe.Jally  tithiVig 
and  wills  at  Area  and  ^tate  Conven- 
tions. 

4.  Recommends  that  a  Steward- 
ship Committee  training  program  be 
conducted  in  each  local  church  with 
the  minister  or  an  invited  guest  as 
leader,  in  order  that  the  work  of  the 
Stewardship  Committee  be  more 
effective. 

5.  Recommends  that  the  churches 
give  consideration  to  the  Steward- 
ship of  Life,  in  the  recruitment  of 
at  least  1  young  person  per  year 
for  Christian  Service  and  financial 
assistance. 

6.  Recommends  we  encourage 
every  church  to  emphasize  Steward- 
ship Education  in  the  home,  with 
special  emphasis  given  to  training 
children  and  youth  through  Special 
Days,    church     giving     and  Youth 


organizations.  It  further  recommends 
use  of  the  book  (75  cents)  as  a 
help  in  this. 

7.  Recommends  that  the  Steward- 
ship column  in  the  N.  C.  Christian 
sponsored  by  the  Stewardship  Com- 
mittee be  continued,  as  part  of  our 
Stewardship  Education  Program. 

8.  Recommends  that  a  Steward- 
ship Committee  display  be  made 
at  the  State  Convention  and  also 
suggests  other  functional  Commit- 
tees prepare  a  similar  display. 

9.  Recommends  that  in  Pastor's 
classes  and  counseling  with  new 
members,  he  not  over  look  that  re- 
sponsible Disciples  must  be  com- 
mitted to  full  Stewardship  of  Life.

New  Church  Committee 

1.  Whereas,  the  Smithfield  site 
previously  approved  by  the  new 
Church  Committee  is  unavailable  due 
to  building  restrictions  and  whereas, 
said  Smithfield  Church  has  secured 
a  larger  site  in  the  same  neighbor- 
hood and  request  the  same  amount 
of  money,  this  Committee  recom- 
mends that  $5,000  be  paid  to  the 
Smithfield  Church  for  the  purpose 
of  said  second  approved  site. 

2.  Whereas,  the  pastor's  salary  in 
the  Mission  Church  at  Smithfield 
was  deemed  below  minimum  stand- 
ard this  Committee  recommends  a 
$10.00  per  month  increase  effective 
June  1,  1958  from  our  State  Board 
with  the  understanding  that  the  local 
church  will  raise  said  salary  in  an 
additional  amount  of  $15.00  per 
month. 


3.  Whereas,  the  growth  and  poten- 
tial growth  of  certain  communities 
has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of 
this  committee  we  recommend  that 
the  State  Office  be  instructed  to  in- 
vestigate as  possible  future  sites  for 
Christian  Churches  the  communities 
as  follows:  Henderson,  Cary,  Salis- 
bury, Asheboro  and  Hertford.  It  is 
further  recommended  that  the  inves- 
tigations he  made  as  follows: 

a.  That  a  team  of  ministers  be  sent 
into  the  community  to  investigate  for 
a  period  of  two  or  three  days. 

b.  That  adequate  publicity  of  this 
visit  be  utilized  both  before  and 
during  the  visit  of  the  team. 

c.  That  a  public  meeting  be  held 
in  the  community  for  all  Disciples 
and  other  interested  persons,  looking 
forward  to  ascertaining  the  feasibili- 
ty of  organizing  a  new  Congregation 
in  said  community. 

4.  Whereas,  it  has  been  the  policy 
of  this  committee  in  the  past  to 
rely  upon  the  State  Secretary  for 
his  recommendations  concerning  sal- 
ary appropriations  to  mission  pas- 
tors, we  recommend  that  this  prac- 
tice be  continued  until  such  time  aa 
the  State  Secretary  may  deem  it 
wise  to  make  a  change,  said  change 
to  be  formulated  and  presented  by 
the  State  Secretary  to  this  commit- 
tee. 

5.  Recommends  the  following  pol- 
icy relative  to  Mission  Church  ap- 
propriations: 

a.  For  each  new  congregation  the 
amount  of  appropriations  would  con- 
sist of  an  amount  to  be  determined 
in  the  light  of  the  needs  as  shown 
to  the  Committee. 
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b.  That  the  maximum  amount  paid 
to  the  building  of  an  already  estab- 
lished Mission  Church  be  limited  to 
the  amount  of  $5,000. 

6.  Whereas,  Mr.  Stamey  Teachey, 
pastor  of  Central  Christian  Church, 
High  Point  appeared  before  this 
committee  and  presented  a  plan  for 
expansion  for  their  church,  projected 
through  the  year  1960,  that  would 
require  the  assistance  of  the  Com- 
mittee for  financial  aid  and,  whereas, 
we  believe  the  future  of  our  move- 
ment in  High  Point  is  a  necessity  we 
recommend  that  the  New  Church 
Committee  place  the  High  Point 
Church  high  on  our  priority  list  as 
a  possible  project  following  present 
committments. 

7.  Whereas,  an  urgent  appeal  has 
come  from  Mr.  C.  L.  Parks,  Execu- 
tive Director  of  the  Goldsboro  Chris- 
tian Institute  for  financial  assistance 
for  Elder  D.  C.  Artis  of  Wilson  to 
assist  the  cooperative  Negro  work 
at  a  district  level,  we  recommend 
an  appropriation  of  $25.00  per  month 
8s  an  aid  to  this  venture. 

8.  The  New  Church  Committee 
wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
commend  the  churches  that  have  al- 
ready given  guidance  and  assistance 
in  helping  establish  second  churches 
in  their  communitie-s. 

Because  of  the  strong  needs  for 
second  churches  in  other  communities 
we  strongly  urge  the  continuation  of 
this  procedure  following  these  ex- 
amples. 

9.  The  New  Church  Committee  also 
strongly  urges  that  all  churches  in 
North  Carolina  give  continuing  and 
adequate  support  to  the  Program  of 
Advance.

Evangelism  Committee 

Your  Evangelistic  Committee  ex- 
presses deep  concern  at  two  points: 

1.  We  recommend  that  whereas 
Our  communion  for  many  years  led 
the  other  christian  bodies  in  the  per- 
centage of  increase  year  by  year  we 
are  now  falling  behind  in  that  in- 
crease and  are  lagging  behind  the 
national  populption  increase. 

2.  W€  are  concerned  also  at  the 
lack  of  that  urge  we  find  in  New 
Testament  Evangelism  wherein  the 
"mystery  of  redemption"  was  empha- 
sized. 

Therefore,  we  recommend:  that  a 
State-Wide  Simultaneous  Evange- 
listic Program,  to  consist  of  Visita- 
tion, Fireside,  or  other  form  of  per- 
sonal evangelism,  and  an  evangelis- 
tic preaching  service,  be  held  during 
the  period  of  March  8-22,  1959. 

That  the  local  churches  be  urged 
to  secure  and  use  the  flip-over  chart 
booklets  ""Two  by  Two  for  Laymen" 
and  other  available  material  in  train- 
ing for  evangelistic  visitation; 

That  area  meetings  for  inspiration 
and  training  be  held  during  the  week 


of  January  11,  said  meetings  to  in- 
clude ministers,  chairmen,  of  Church 
Board  and  Evangelism  Committees, 
with  team  leadership  for  these  meet- 
ings to  be  selected  from  tihe  minis- 
ters and  laymen  of  the  state. 

2.  That  local  churches  bring  their 
church  membership  records  up  to 
date  and  that  they  seek  to  reactivate 
inactivate  members  through  visita- 
tion and  other  methods. 

That  each  church  write  to  their 
non-resident  members,  suggesting 
that  they  unite  with  the  church  in 
the  community  in  which  they  live; 

That  each  church  notify  the  min- 
ister's of  churches  in  the  communi- 
ties in  which  non-resident  members 
live  giving  them  desirable  informa- 
tion concerning  the  members. 

That  the  Church  Loyalty  Month  of 
October  be  a  time  of  special  empha- 
sis on  the  above,  and  that  we  make 
this  program  a  part  of  the  perman- 
ent conservation  program  of  the 
church. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  the  Disciples  of 
Christ  have  always  had  as  a  basis 
of  our  existence  a  passion  for  Chris- 
tian Unity,  and  since  the  theme  for 
the  coming  year  is  "Read,  Remember 
and  Unite".  Therefore,  be  it  resolved 
that  our  delegates  to  the  N.  C.  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  be  alerted  to  their 
responsibilities  as  Disciples  to  attend 
and  participate  in  all  the  actions  and 
assemblies  thereof,  and  that  our  mini- 
sters be  encouraged  to  take  member- 
ship in  the  Ministerial  Alliance  or 
Associations    in    their  communities.

The  Rural  Church  Committee  rec- 
ommends: 

1.  A  full  time  Rural  Church 
worker 

2.  In  recognition  of  the  success 
of  the  two  experimental  Rural 
Church  Institutes  held  this  year, 
we  recommend  that  such  Institutes 
be  held  in  pastoral  unities  as  far  as 
nossible,  and  to  cover  all  remaining 
rural  churches. 

3.  We  further  recommend  that  the 
program  of  ministerial  recruitment 
he  an  integral  part  of  the  institutes. 

4.  We  further  recommend  that  all 
of  our  churches  have  attractive  and 
adequate  signs  or  bulletin  boards  for 
indcntification  and  direction. 

5.  We  commend  the  Rural  Churches 
of  our  state  for  their  improvements 
to  properties,  through  new  buildings, 
painting  repairing  and  remodeling 
and  we  urge  all  others  needing  re- 
placement or  remodeling  to  consider 
this  at  their  earliest  moment. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  feature  in  each 
issue  a  rural  church  of  the  month, 
selected  by  a  committee  disignated 
by  the  State  Board.

We  recommend  that  a  series  of  one 
day  meetings  for  Children's  Work- 
ers be  held  around  the  state.  Persons 
to  be  involved  are  those  three  or  four 
in  the  local  church  who  have  special 
ability  and  interest  in  the  field  of 
Children's  Work.  Our  schedule  as 
follows.:

We  recommend  that  the  use  of 
Camp  Caroline  be  offered  on  a  fee 
basis  (Covering  room,  board,  insur- 
ance) for  local  churches  or  a  group 
of  local  churches  for  week  end  Ju- 
nior Camping.  Scheduling  of  Camp 
Caroline  is  to  be  through  the  State 
Office.  The  sponsoring  group  for  the 
Camp  is  to  supply  its  own  leadership 
and  materials,  with  the  state  direc- 
tor to  serve  as  a  resource  person 
and  to  help  with  training  when  de- 
sired. 

We  recommend  to  the  CYF  Com- 
mission that  they  consider  putting 
all  the  World  Fellowship  Youth 
Meets  on  the  same  week  end,  and 
that  they  consider  carefully  April 
3-4,  1959.  It  is  further  suggested 
that  they  consider  making  the  study 
for  the  WFYM's  of  1959,  the  mis- 
sion theme  of  1959-60.  This  will  help 
to  strengthen  their  interest  in  and 
concern  for  missions  and  help  to 
;'liminate  ^' ork  and  thinking  on 
CWPF  in  our  state.  It  is  further  rec- 
ommended that  in  order  to  catch  up 
the  one  year's  missions  study  they 
would  miss  under  this  arrangement, 
that  they  use  the  missions  theme  of 
1958-59  in  some  way  in  the  State 
Youth  Convention. 

We  recommend  that  we  have  Youth 
Institutes,  with  the  Coaching  Con- 
ference for  these  to  be  on  Septem- 
ber 18-20,  1958,  and  the  Institutes 
themselves  to  come  the  week  end  of 
September  26-27.  1958.  The  Coach- 
ing Conference  is  to  be  conducted 
by  a  national  person.  The  State  Di- 
rector in  counsel  with  the  chairman 
of  the  Christian  Education  Commit- 
tee and  such  others  as  he  may  wish 
is  to  set  up  these  Youth  Institutes 
in  the  number,  date  and  place  deemed 
advisable. 

We  recommend  that  we  keep  work- 
ing on  plans  for  a  Family  Camp  for 
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1959  with  the  Virginia  State  So- 
ciety at  a  site  suitable  for  both  states. 

The  Christian  Education  Commit- 
tee goes  on  record  as  strongly  fav- 
oring and  encouraging  the  merger  of 
the  Disciple  Student  Fellowship  and 
the  United  Student  Fellowship. 

We  recommend  that  we  have  a 
State  Leadership  School  the  week  of 
November  1-7,  1959,  with  the  State 
Director  moving  ahead  in  the  mean- 
time on  securing  of  faculty  and  other 
long  range  arrangements. 

The  Committee  discussed  further 
a  State  Program  of  Family  Life  that 
would  undergird  the  work  of  the 
local  churches  at  this  point.  It  is 
felt  desirable  by  the  members  of  the 
Committee  that  we  do  whatever  is 
possible  to  help  churches  develop  a 
continuing  program  of  family  empha- 
sis. For  the  immediate,  this  will  be 
done  through  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  as  much  as  possible.  Fur- 
ther development  of  this  phase  of 
our  program  to  come  later. 

Committee  felt  very  strongly  the 
need  for  going  ahead  on  the  Home 
Church  plan  of  securing  money  to 
underwrite  the  program  of  Student 
Work  on  some  campuses  in  our  state. 
As  soon  as  a  chairman  of  a  state 
Student  Life  Program  can  be  ap- 
pointed, he  in  consultation  with  the 
State  DSF  advisor  and  the  State 
Director  of  Christian  Education  are 
to  map  a  program  to  carry  to  the 
churches. 

The  Committee  discussed  possibili- 
ty of  Vacation  Church  School  Insti- 
tutes for  1959.  It  was  decided  to  have 
the  State  Director  investigate  with 
the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches  possi- 
bility of  doing  these  interdenomina- 
tionally.  Report  to  made  in  next 
meeting  of  the  Committee.

World  Outreach  Committee 

1.  Since  the  State  Unified  Promo- 
tion goal  of  $102,000  for  1958-59  and 
additional  goals  of  $88,000  for  A.  C. 
College,  N.B.A.  College  of  the  Bible 
and  Program  of  Advance  now  being 
considered  by  the  State  Committee 
on  Promotional  Relationships  enables 
the  churches  of  our  state  to  support 
and  undergird  Brotherhood  agencies, 
the  World  Outreach  Committee  rec- 
ommends that  an  aggressive  plan  for 
unified  presentation  of  goals  of  all 
agencies  to  local  churches  be  fol- 
lowed. 

The  Committee  heartily  endorses 
the  tentative  plans  of  State  Commit- 
tee on  Promotional  Relationships  to 
conduct  personal  visitation  by  teams 
of  two  with  local  church  officials. 

2.  We  strongly  recommend  that 
each  church  hold  a  School  of  Mis- 
sions during  the  winter  season  of 
this  year  promoted  jointly  by  the 
World  0-uti-each  Committee,  Chris- 
tian Education  Committee,  CMF. 
CYF  and  CWF.  The  purpose  to  pro- 
mote intelligent  concerned  participa- 
tion in  the  total  Brotherhood  Pro- 


gram. Since  many  of  our  churches 
are  hesitant  to  set  up  School  of  Mis- 
sion, we  strongly  recommend  that  a 
series  of  School  of  Missions  Work- 
shops be  conducted  in  North  Caro- 
lina between  October  4-10.  It  would 
be  our  desire  to  secure  Prof.  Wm. 
Hall  of  Brite  College  as  a  resource 
person. 

We  recommend  that  the  proposed 
School  of  Missions  Workshops  be 
planned  by  the  following  persons: 
State  R.  E.  Director.  State  Executive 
Secretary  Chairman  of  the  World 
Outreach  Committee  and  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  CWF.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  team  conducting  the 
workshops  be  composed  of  the  re- 
source person  and  four  other  leaders 
representing  the  age-level  groups. 
We  recommend  that  leaders  of  vari- 
ous age-level  groups  of  the  local 
church,  with  their  pastor,  be  urged 
to  attend  these  workshops. 

We  recommend  that  the  Work- 
shops include  the  following  features: 

a.  Reasons  for  conducting  Schools 
of  Missions. 

b.  'Mechanics  for  conducting  Schools 
of  Missions. 

1.  Recruitment  of  leaders. 

2.  Materials. 

3.  Schedules. 

c.  Closing  inspirational  moments. 
We  recommend  that  a  minimum  of 

five  workshops  be  conducted  in  the 
state. 

3.  We  urge  the  preparation  of  a 
brochure  interpreting  the  World  Out- 
reach opportunities,  confronting  the 
churches  of  North  Carolina;  the  cost 
to  be  borne  by  the  participating 
agencies. 

4.  We  recommend  that  interpre- 
tive and  informative  material  be 
given  in  the  N.  C.  Christian  periodi- 
cally and  in  advance  of — activities 
and  events  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches. 

5.  It  is  recommended  that  Septem- 
ber 21st  be  designated  as  the  Sun- 
day when  the  ministers  of  our  state 
exchange  pulpits,  delivering  morn- 
ing sermon  emphasizing  the  state 
wide  program.  Then  the  visiting  min- 
ister will  meet  with  a  represen/tative 
group  in  the  afternoon  to  discuss 
financial  commitments  to  cooperating 
causes.

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The  New  Church  Program 

The  Stewardship  Program  of  every  church  in  the  Disciple  Brother- 
hood and  every  member  of  the  Disciple  churches  should  have  a  provision 
for  assistance  to  new  churches.  When  a  study  is  made  as  to  what  is 
being  done  in  the  establishment  of  new  churches  in  other  denominations 
and  an  analysis  is  made  of  the  growth  that  has  taken  place  for  the 
past  several  years,  it  is  obvious  that  emphasis  has  been  placed  upon 
new  church  development.  The  ihistory  of  new  church  development  in 
our  own  Brotherhood  does  not  reveal  the  same  degree  of  emphasis 
being  placed  on  new  church  development  as  has  been  the  case  with 
other  denominations. 

Can  anyone  who  is  seriously  interested  in  seeing  religious  life  and 
the  good  to  be  derived  from  it  grow  and  reach  people  who  are  hungry 
for  what  it  has  to  offer  fail  to  plan  and  provide  in  their  Stewardship 
Program  for  new  church  growth  and  development?  There  are  ex-imples 
spotted  over  North  Carolina  that  show  what  this  can  mean.  Sunset 
Hills  Christian  Church,  Raliegh,  N.  C.  is  a  good  illustration.  Construc- 
tion will  begin  during  this  month  on  an  Educational  Building  and 
had  it  not  been  for  the  assistance  and  consideration  given  by  individ- 
uals and  churches  of  the  Brotherhood  throughout  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  this  construction  could  not  be  started  at  this  time.  Sunset 
Hills  Christian  Church,  with  a  membership  of  126,  is  two  years  old 
and  with  the  help  that  it  has  received  as  a  result  of  the  new  church 
development  program  throughout  the  Brotherhood  in  North  Carolina,  it 
will  have  a  church  home  by  the  time  it  is  2'/2  years  old.  This  congrega- 
tion has  purchased  and  paid  for  property  in  the  City  of  F,aleigh 
costing  $30,000  and  now  has  been  able  to  accumulate  enough  funds 
with  the  appropriation  of  $5,000  by  the  State  Board  to  enable  it  to 
borrow  enough  money  to  erect  a  building  that  will  provide  for  church 
school  and  church  worship  services.  The  total  cost  of  this  building, 
furniture  and  equipment  will  approximate  $60,000.  When  time,  growth 
and  other  factors  permit,  a  sanctuary  will  be  constructed  and  the 
building  to  be  constructed  now  is  designed  so  that  it  will  then  ade- 
quately provide  space  for  the  church  school.  There  are  other  established 
new  church  groups  who  badly  need  financial  assistance  and  there 
would  be  other  groups  that  would  organize  if  only  limited  assistance 
could  be  assured. 

As  a  member  of  the  New  Church  Committee  of  our  State  Brother- 
hood, I  am  confident  that  our  growth,  strength  and  responsibility 
toward  a  greater  and  enlarged  religious  life  for  the  people  of  North 
Carolina  lies  in  the  hands  of  the  churches  of  our  Brotherhood  and 
the  members  of  these  churches.

Time  is  one  of  God's  most  precious 
gifts  to  humanity.  God's  universe  op- 
erates with  precision  and  dependabil- 
ity. God  ordained  Time  and  Seasons 
and  mankind  seeks  to  regulate  its 
affairs  by  the  time  clock.  This  is  one 
aspect  of  Stewardship  in  which  each 
person  receives  an  equal  allotment 
of  24  hours  per  day. 

We  not  only  have  the  freedom  but 
the  obligation  of  determining  how 
we  will  use  our  time.  We  can  waste 
it,  use  it  only  for  ourselves,  neglect 
it,  or  employ  it  wisely  but  we  can 
never  hoard  it. 

Christian  Stewardship  of  time  has 
far  reaching  effects  as  illustrated 
by  this  true  story: 

When  a  certain  church  in  Cleve- 
land, Ohio  struggling  under  a  crush- 
ing load  of  indebtedness,  lost  its  pas- 
tor, the  members  voted  to  disband. 
The  church  clerk  was  instructed  to 
give  letters  of  dismissal  to  any  and 
all  who  wished  to  take  their  member- 
ship elsewhere,  and  the  church  doors 
were  locked. 

Not  all  members  asked  for  their 
letters.  With  no  pastor,  and  no  of- 
ficial board  to  consult  one  man  de- 
cided to  consult  himself  and  God. 
Each  Wednesday  evening  he  kept 
trust  with  God  on  the  front  steps  of 
the  abandoned  church. 

For  several  weeks  he  went  alone 
to  those  self  styled  prayer  meetings. 
Before  long,  this  man  discovered  an- 
other receptive  member.  So  there 
were  two  men  there  on  Wednesday 
evenings.  The  two  found  another  two, 
and  the  four  gained  another  four 
until  the  church  steps  were  crowded. 

With  the  end  of  summer  a  new 
problem  arose.  The  nights  were  too 
chilly  for  outdoor  meetings.  Should 
the  church  "steppers"  sign  off  until 
warmer  weather?  No,  with  fresh 
determination  and  renewed  depend- 
ence upon  God,  the  little  group  made 
bold  and  asked  the  trustees  for  the 
keys  to  the  church  and  got  them. 

Out  of  that  organization  grew  the 
Euclid  Avenue  Baptist  Church.  Over 
the  years  its  congregation  have  num- 
bered in  the  thousands,  its  pastors 
have  included  men  of  national  repu- 
tation, its  mission  projects  have  cir- 
cled the  world.  Among  many  disting- 
uished parishoners  whom  that  little 
"one-man  plus  God"  church  gave  to 
the  world  was  a  great  philanthropist, 
a  man  who  joined  the  church  as  a  lad 
of  15  and  kept  his  membership  for 
72  years.  His  name  was  John  D.  Rock- 
efeller. 

The  name  of  the  man  that  refused 
to  let  his  church  die  is  gone  from 
the  church  roll;  he  is  remembered 
not  as  an  excessive  user  of  tranquil- 
izing  drugs  or  an  applicant  for'  a 
mental  institution  but  more  like  the 
unknown  soldier,  representing  all 
people  who  counsel  with  God  for  the 
answer  to  Christian  Stewardship.  As

Then  the 
rest  of  the  summer  months  might 
move  along  with  business  as  usual. 
Whatever  plan  or  suggestion  is 
valid,  it  remains  a  fact  that  most 
church  activities  are  curtailed  during 
the  warmer  months  of  the  year.  The 
modern  miracle  of  air-conditioning 
l':as  not  so  far  changed  this  very 
mucli. 

However,  there  is  an  important 
task  that  must  receive  attention  dur- 
ing the  good  old  summertime.  It  is 
in  the  midst  of  this  time  (July  1st), 
that  we  begin  a  new  brotherhood 
program  emphasis.  The  Longe  Range 
Program  for  1958-59  is  summed  up 
in  three  words:  "Read,  Remember, 
Unite".  Let  all  ministers,  boards  and 
committees  use  the  summer  months 
to  fullest  advantage  in  planning  for 
full    participation   in   this  program.

With  these  docu- 
ments to  guide  you,  your  board  and 
committees  may  effectively  use 
these  warm  months  to  study,  plan 
and  schedule  the  ideas  of  this  pro- 
gram, There  is  no  excuse  for  any 
Christian  Church  to  approach  the 
busier  fall  and  winter  seasons  una- 
ware of  the  values  of  this  year's 
emphasis.  Plan  well  now  in  the  good 
old  summertime  and  your  church  will 
be   richer   the    whole   year  through.

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Goldsboro,  Tithing  Rally 
Receipts 

Many  weeks  of  prayerful  and  care- 
ful planning  came  to  fruition  in  the 
First  Christian  Church  of  Goldsboro 
on  Sunday  morning,  June  22.  At  that 
time  thirty  six  persons  responded  to 
the  invitation  to  sign  a  tithing  coven- 
ant. Others  are  being  added  from 
week  to  week.  The  total  number  of 
tithers,  both  verbal  and  written,  has 
passed  the  fifty  mark.  An  attractive 
roll  of  tithers  has  been  set  up  in  an 
accessable  part  of  the  Church  as  a 
constant  reminder  of  the  higher  call- 
ing of  Christian  Stewardship.  Addi- 
tional names  are  added  as  desired. 

The  commitment  service  on  June 
22  was  the  culmination  of  many 
weeks  of  planning.  Two  months  pre- 
viously the  Official  Board  had  been 
challenged  to  set  the  example  for 
the  congregation.  Nearly  two  thirds 
of  the  Board  members  indicated  their 
willingness  to  try  tithing.  Members 
of  the  Board  appeared  before  adult 
Sunday  School  classes  and  challenged 
them  to  tithe.  The  minister  Griffith 
Hamlin,  spoke  from  the  pulpit  on  the 
purpose  and  meaning  of  tithing. 
Until  June  22,  however,  there  was 
no  Church-wide  invitation  to  sign  a 
tithing  roll.  On  that  date,  Rev.  Ross 
Allen  brought  the  message  on  Chris- 
tian Stewardship  in  which  he  lifted 
tithing  to  its  rightful  place  in  the 
Christian's  life.  The  spiritual  sig- 
nificance of  tithing  was  brought  into 
sharp  focus  and  in  a  new  light.  At  the 
close  of  the  service  the  invitation  was 
extended  to  sign  the  tithing  roll 
placed  in  front  of  the  chancel.  Board 
members,  Church  school  teachers, 
committee  chairmen,  loyal  church 
men  and  women  came  forward  in  a 
spontaneous  answer  to  the  challenge 
to  take  God  into  a  business  partner- 
ship. 

No  doubt  such  a  service  has  been 
conducted  in  many  other  Churches. 
Those  -vho  have  not  tried  it  have 
missed  a  wonderful  experience.  Every 
Church  that  does  it  with  careful  pre- 
paration is  bound  to  receive  a  great 
spiritual  blessing  from  it.  Any  con- 
gregation that  goes  on  record  as 
taking  God  into  partnership  will  dis- 
cover dc;jrways  of  service  now  opened 
which  hitherto  had  been  closed.  A 
revival  of  Christian  stewardship  can 
mean  as  much  to  other  churches 
who  are  wilUng  ;q  try  to  as  it 
meant — and  otill  means — to  the  First 
Christian  Chuich  o^  Goldsboro. 


Adult  Conferences 

The  Adult  Conference  was  brought 
back  into  being  after  a  lapse  of  about 
thre  years.  It  proved  to  be  highly 
successful,  with  some  twenty-six 
people  from  fourteen  of  our  churches 
registering.  The  conference  was  held 
on  the  campus  of  Atlantic  Christian 
College  in  Wilson  and  the  hospitality 
arrangements  were  splendid. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  Confer- 


ence was  the  discussions  on  worship 
with  vesper  services  growing  out 
of  the  classes  on  this  subject.  These 
were  conducted  by  Rev.  Jo  Riley  of 
Wilson.  Dr.  George  Earle  Owen  of 
the  United  Christian  Missionary 
Society  in  Indianapolis,  was  the 
speaker  for  three  discussion  periods 
on  "Our  Brotherhood  Today."  This 
was  most  stimulating  and  informa- 
tive. A  fine  sense  of  fellowship  was 
evident  as  the  whole  group  entered 
well  into  the  activities  of  the  Con- 


ference. This  was  greatly  helped  by 
the  leadership  in  social  life  which 
Mrs.  Fred  Nickell  of  Pfafftown  gave. 

The  entire  conference  benefitted 
from  the  guidance  and  spirit  of  its 
director.

tu  build  further  nor  are  the  present 
buildings  in  a  condition  for  repair. 

After  a  careful  study  and  consul- 
Uition  with  the  new  church  program, 
it  was  recommended  that  the  church 
purchase  a  site  in  a  new  residential 
section  of  Smithfield.  The  agreement 
being  that  if  the  site  would  be  pur- 
chased by  funds  from  the  Program 
of  Advance  the  Smithfield  Church 
would  assume  the  responsibility 
through  the  sale  of  their  old  property 
and  funds  which  they  might  raise  and 
borrow  to  erect  a  new  building. 

As  a  result  of  the  above  action, 
funds  were  borrowed  by  the  State 
Society  from  A.  C.  College  enabling 
the  purchase  of  this  site.  This  loan 
will  be  repaid  as  advance  funds  come 
in.

Mattie  Harris  Archer 

With  the  passing  of  Mattie  Harris 
Archer  on  May  24th,  Hillyer  Me- 
morial Christian  Church  lost  one  of 
its  very  few  ties  with  those  who  were 
the  founding  fathers  of  our  Brother- 
hood. She  was  a  great  niece-in-law  of 
Dr.  Daniel  Hook,  founder  in  1835  of 
the  Savannah  Christian  Church,  sec- 
ond in  Georgia, 

She  was  the  daughter  of  Mary 
Smith  and  Thomas  Marcus  Harris. 
She  with  her  husband  became  a  mem- 
ber of  Hillyer  Memorial  in  1919. 

Mrs.  Archer  became  the  teacher  of 
the  Women's  Bible  Class  continuing 
in  this  office  until  1936.  She  and  Mrs. 
E.  C.  Hillyer,  also  deceased,  were 
elected  as  this  church's  first  dea- 
conesses and  Mrs.  Archer  was  an 
honorary  deaconess  at  the  time  of  her 
death. 

It  was  Mrs.  Archer  who  turned 
the  first  spade  of  dirt  when  the  pre- 
sent building  was  begun  in  1924. 

Mrs.  Archer's  personal  influence 
was  incalculabel.  Well-educated,  an 
excellant  and  capable  Bible  student, 
well-blanced,  with  lots  of  wit  and 
humor;  living  what  she  preached; 
speaking  ill  of  no  one;  knowing  her 
was  "a  great  inspiration  and  chall- 
enge to  do  better  things." 

Dispite  being  a  shut-in  for  most  of 
the  past  twenty  years,  she  loved 
callers,  loved  to  discuss  the  Bible, 
loved  to  help.  One  went  to  cheer  her, 
came  away  having  been  cheered  one's 
self.  She  was  always  charming, 
courteous,  and  happy  and  visiting  her 
was  a  joy.

With  only  two  months  to  go  before 
Atlantic  Christian  College  closes  out 
its  1957-58  fiscal  year,  only  75  per- 
cent of  the  funds  needed  from  the 
Churches  of  North  Carolina  has  been 
received. 

The  Division  of  College  Develop- 
ment reported  this  week  that  the 
college  still  needs  $7,000  from  the 
Churches  in  order  to  operate  on  a 
balanced  budget. 

Officials  pointed  out  that  Church 
giving  in  August  is  always  relative- 
ly small  and,  in  effect,  only  one 
month  remains,  July,  to  make  up  the 
deficit. 

The  development  office  reported 
that  the  Churches  have  now  given 
$20,376.51  during  the  first  10  months 
of  the  colege  year.  Of  this  amount, 
$4,122.18  was  received  during  the 
month  of  June. 

There  are  about  15  Churches  in 
the  state  who  have  pledged  funds 
for  the  current  operating  budget  at 
the  college  and  have  not  yet  fulfilled 
their  pledges.  In  order  to  make  the 
$27,000  figure,  some  churches  will 
have  to  give  over  and  above  their 
pledges,  it  was  pointed  out.

These  funds  come  from  the 
Christian  Churches,  from  >,  the 
alumni  of  the  college  and  from  the 
college's  endowment  fund.

have  been  budgeted  it  well  mean  the 
college  will  operate  with  a  deficit." 

Dr.  Wenger  pointed  out  that  the 
college  had  wiped  out  any  surplus  it 
might  have  had  in  its  operations  this 
year  when  it  was  forced  to  increase 
teaching  salaries  during  the  spring 
in  order  to  meet  the  requirement* 
of  the  Southern  Association  of  Col- 
leges and  Secondary  Schools. 

"We  had  not  anticipated  a  supple- 
mentary increase  in  teaching  salaries 
at  that  time  and,  therefore,  did  not 
have  the  funds  in  our  budget.  We 
had  to  increase  the  salaries  to  meet 
the  minimum  requirements  of  the 
accrediting  association,"  Dr.  Wenger 
said. 

The  $27,000  budgeted  from  the 
Churches  each  year  is  only  four  and 
a  half  percent  of  the  total  operating 
budget  of  the  college,  however  it 
is  a  highly  important  amount.  It 
marks  the  difference  in  the  color  of 
the  operating  picture  at  the  College. 
Without  Church  giving  the  college 
could  not  meet  its  financial  responsi- 
bilities.

Mrs.  J.  A.  Taylor  Gives 
Book  Review  at  Church  of 
Christ 

The  Christian  Women's  Followship 
of  the  Church  of  Christ  met  Friday 
evening  at  the  church  to  hear  Mrs. 
J.  A.  Taylor,  the  wife  of  a  former 
pastor  of  the  church,  give  a  review 
of  their  study  book"Cross  and  Crisis 
in  Japan"  by  Charles  W.  Inglehart. 

At  six  thirty  a  picnic  supper  was 
enjoyed  in  the  church's  dining  room 
with  a  large  group  of  the  families 
present.  After  the  supper  the  ladies 
went  into  the  sanctuary  to  have  their 
program.  Many  who  did  not  get  to 
the  supper  came  in  for  the  review. 

Mrs.  Thelma  Carter,  president  of 
the  C.  W.  F.  presided  at  the  service. 
Various  reports  were  heard  from  the 
groups  and  they  were  so  fine  that 
Mr.  J.  A.  Taylor  arose  and  congra- 
tulated the  ladies  on  their  achiev- 
ments  for  the  past  year.  Mrs.  Ann 
Dwiggins  sang  as  a  special  solo  "Oh, 
What  Love".  She  was  accompanied 
at  the  piano  by  Mrs.  Jack  Anderson. 

Mrs.  Carter  then  introduced  Mrs. 
Taylor,  who  gave  a  most  interestmg 
review  of  the  study  book.  In  this 
report  she  gave  a  history  of  the 
beginning  of  the  missionary  work  in 
Japan  end  of  the  hardships  that  the 
first  missionaries  endured.  Today, 
though  there  are  only  about  two  per- 
cent of  the  people  in  Japan  who  are 
Christians,  their  influences  is  so 
great  that  it  is  making  a  great  im- 
pression on  the  culture  and  the  his- 
tory of  Japan.  In  the  Japan  of  today 
the  churches  are  working  together 
under  the  name  of  "The  United 
Churches  of  Christ  of  Japan''.  Many 
of  the  teachers  in  the  colleges  are 
outstanding  Christian  leaders  and 
there  are  many  schools  that  have 
been  established  by  the  various  com- 
munions which  are  doing  a  great  work 
in  teaching  the  youth  of  Japan  the 
ideals  of  the  Christian  life. 

Mrs.  Taylor  told  many  interesting 
incidents  of  the  work  and  of  the 
leaders  in  the  Christian  movement. 
She  made  special  mention  of  Kagawa 
as  he  continues  in  his  work  even 
though  his  health  is  gone  and  he  is 
almost  blind.  But  he  still  carries  on 
and  his  influences  has  been  most  out- 
standing in  the  program  of  Christi- 
anity. 

The  study  of  Japan  has  been  made 
in  most  of  the  churches  in  the  United 
States  and  has  been  most  helpful  to 
those  interested  in  the  mission  work 
of  that  country.

Reports  of  the  Missionary  Year 
which  has  just  closed  indicates  that 
the  churches  of  North  Carolina 
made  outstanding  advances  in  their 
giving  this  past  year.

North  Carolina  Churches  Gain 

In  Unified  Promotion  Giving 


North  Carolina  Ministers 
Will  Exchange  Pulpits 
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Unified  Promotion 
Achievements 

During  the  year  closing  June  30, 
1958,  there  was  an  increase  of  $233,- 
747.72  in  the  offerings  received  by 
Unified  Promotion  over  1956-57. 

The  offerings  from  the  Churches, 
Bi.bJe  (Schools,  Christian  Women's 
Fellowships,  Youth  Groups,  Children's 
Groups,  and  individuals,  comprising 
amounts  reported  by  the  cooperating 
agencies  as  well  as  the  amounts  re- 
ceived directly  by  Unified  Promo 
tion,  subject  to  division,  totaled  $4,- 
763,734.24  as  of  June  30,  1958,  which 
is  an  increase  of  5.16071"  over  June 
30,  1957. 

Giving  Over  1949-50 
On  June  30,  1958,  doubled  giving 
in  dollars  over  June  30,  1950,  was 
exceeded   by  $467,799.16.   This  is  a 
121.779%  increase  over  1949-50. 

This  is  a  remarkable  achievement 
at  the  close  of  eight  ^years  of  the 
decade.  The  decrease  in  the  purchas- 
ing power  of  the  dollar  and  the  pres- 
sure of  expanding  work  continues  to 
put  a  terrific  strain  on  all  agencies. 
The  only  answer  to  this  problem  is 
more  dollars  subject  to  division. 

Offerings  Not  Subject  to  Division 

In  addition,  there  was  received  by 
the  agencies  cooperating  in  Unified 
Promotion  $1,757,161,70,  which  is  an 
increase  of  $70,371.55  over  last  year 
and  is  not  subject  to  division.  This 
report  on  capital  funds  is  not  com- 
plete and  will  be  much  larger  than 
is  indicated  here.  Campa'gns  for  cap- 
ital funds  is  largely  responsible  for 
this  increase. 

The  churches  and  their  organiza- 
tions as  well  as  the  agencies  are  com- 
mended for  the  5.160%  victory.

We  feel  .iiuat  fortunate  to  have 
Harold  Johnson,  Director  of  Youth 
Work  in  Indiana,  to  train  the  work- 
ers for  our  North  Carolina  Youth 
Institutes.  Mr.  Xohnson  will  be  pres- 
ent at  a  three  day  meeting  in  Golds- 
boro  at  which  time  the  persons  who 
will  conduct  our  Youth  Institutes  will 
get  their  training  for  this  job. 

Mr.  Johnson  received  his  college 
training  at  Bethany  and  did  graduate 
work  at  University  of  Pittsburgh.  He 
served  for  twelve  years  in  local 
church  pastorates  and  has  been  Youth 
Work  Director  of  Indiana  for  over 
three  years.  He  has  taught  for  three 
years  in  the  National  Training  School 
for  Workers  with  Youth  and  has  also 
taught  and  deaned  other  Laboratory 
Schools.  He  is  at  present  chairman  of 
the  National  Study  Committee  on 
Camps  and  Conferences. 

A  selected  group  of  our  state  lead- 
ers will  assemble  for  three  days  train- 
ing, with  Mr.  Johnson  taking  the 
lead  in  this.  They  will  go  to  the  five 
centers  at  which  our  State  Youth  In- 
stitutes will  be  held  on  September  27 
to  serve  as  leaders  in  training  all 
persons  in  the  state  that  work  with 
Youth.

C.  W.  F.  F.  Report 

Youth  in  North  Carolina  Christiai. 
Churches  gave  $2,654.81  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1958  for  the 
Christian  World  Friendship  Fund 
(youth  giving  to  our  Brotherhood's 
unified  fund,  Unified  Promotion). 
This  was  $12.82  or  .5%  more  than 
youth  in  our  state  gave  a  year  ago. 
CWFF  offerings  were  received  for 
64  youth  groups,  an  increase  of  12 
groups  over  the  past  year.  Based  on 
the  number  of  Junior  High,  Senior 
High  and  Older  Youth,  ages  12-20, 
in  North  Carolina  churches  cooperat- 
ing in  Unified  Promotion,  youth  giv- 
ing averaged  49c  per  youth. 

Youth  in  U.  S.  and  Canadian  Chris- 
tian Churches  gave  $152,027  for 
CWFF  during  the  year  ending  June 
30.  This  is  an  increase  of  $15,520  or 
11.4'/,  over  last  year.  It  is  S'/o  of  the 
total  given  by  all  church  members 
for  the  55  agencies  in  Unified  Pro- 
motion.

A  Christian  Will 

The  Book  of  Genesis  says  of  Me- 
thuselah "All  the  days  of  Methesulah 
were  nine  hundred  and  sixty-nine 
years;  and  he  died."  Apparently  his 
only  historical  significance  was  the 
longevity  of  his  life.  How  strange 
that  a  man  should  live  so  long  and 
contribute  so  little.  Yet  the  simple 
epitaph  of  Methuselah — He  Lived! 
He  died! — represents  that  of  count- 
less millions.  It  could  so  easily  re- 
present our  own.  However,  it  need 
not.  Through  our  Anglo-Saxon  heri- 
tage we  possess  a  privilege  denied 
Methuselah.  We  have  the  right  to 
acquire  personal  wealth,  then,  through 
the  ."nedium  of  the  Last  Will  and 
Testament,  leave  it  for  the  benefit  of 
generations  yet  unborn. 

We  spend  a  lifetime  working  and 
accumulating  but  we  give  little 
thought  as  to  what  will  become  of 
the  accumulation  once  we  have  p..  sed 
on.  The  best  administrators  cannot 
dispose  of  an  estate  as  the  deceased 
might  have  wished  without  the  bene- 
fit of  a  Will.  The  Will  is  that  instru- 
ment which  determines  the  disposition 
of  the  surplus  of  our  life's  labors. 
Many  would  have  Christian  causes 
included,  but  failure  to  make  a  Will 
entirely  eliminates  such  causes. 
Others,  in  making  their  Will,  fail  to 
comprehend  the  lasting  contribution 
which  can  come  from  remembering 
CJiristian  Causes. 

Think  of  what  it  would  mean  to 
leave  a  sum  of  money  to  the  United 
Christian  Missionary  Society  or 
Atlantic  Christian  College  or  the 
North  Carolina  Missionary  Society. 
For  long  after  one  ceases  to  be  a 
memory,  the  labors  of  their  life  will 
continue  lo  speak  for  Christ  in  re- 
mote corners  of  the  earth  or  help 
toward  the  education  of  a  deserving 
ministerial  student  or  aid  in  the 
establishment  of  a  new  witness  right 
here  in  our  state.  Such  action  would 
not  place  one  among  the  immortals 
of  history,  but  it  would  make  life 
more  meaningful  and  give  it  lasting 
purpose. 

As  Christians  we  recognize  that 
all  things  come  from  God,  and  that 
the  tithe  is  the  portion  we  return  to 
him  in  recognition  of  his  ownership. 
To  remember  Christian  causes 
through  a  Will  is  not  a  substitute  for 
laying  by  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week  as  God  has  prospered.  It  is, 
however,  a  means  whereby  we  may 
glorify  God  beyond  the  full  return 
of  the  portion  which  we  recognize  as 
belonging  to  God. 

Victor  Hugo  once  said,  "There  is 
nothing  so  powerful  as  an  idea  whose 
time  has  come."  The  idea  of  the 
Christian  Will — what  an  untapped 
source  of  power  for  Christ  and  hia 
church.  The  time  when  the  idea  of 
the  Christian  Will  might  come  into 
full  fruition  depends  upon  the  depth 
of  our  Christian  commitment..

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College  Faces  Church  Giving  Crisis 


A  bleak  picture  of  inadequate  sup- 
port from  the  Christian  Churches 
faced  officials  of  Atlantic  Christian 
College  on  September  1,  as  they 
opened  the  56-year  old  church  insti- 
tution for  the  1958-59  college  year. 

With  the  biggest  enrollment  in  its 
history  waiting  to  bulge  the  walls  of 
every  campus  structure,  college  of- 
ficials were  faced  on  one  hand  by 
demands  for  growth  that  are  being 
sounded  loud  and  clear,  and  on  the 
other  hand  by  a  lack  of  support  from 
many  churches,  support  that  is  need- 
ed if  the  college  is  to  carry  out  its 
church  guided  education  program. 

A  report  handed  to  Dr.  Arthur  D. 
Wenger,  ACC  President,  by  the  church 
relations  department  on  September 
1,  showed  that  the  churches  had 
failed  to  come  up  to  expectations  in 
their  support  during  the  1957-58  col- 
lege year  by  about  $3,000.  It  also 
showed  that,  although  the*  college 
had  grown  in  every  department  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  church  support 
had  increased  by  less  than  $300. 

"We  cannot  continue  to  increase 
our  services  to  the  constituency  if 
that  constituency  does  not  see  fit  to 
keep  its  support  in  step  with  our 
program,"  Dr.  Wenger  said. 

He  had  some  interesting  figures 
to  point  up  the  facts  in  the  situation. 

Dr.  Wenger  said:  "During  the  1957- 
58  school  year,  the  following  increas- 
es over  the  previous  year  were  ex- 
perienced at  the  college:  teaching 
faculty  salaries,  six  percent;  enroll- 
ment, 17  percent;  Disciple  student 
enrollment,  52  percent;  Religion  ma- 
jors, 26  percent;  budget,  7.5  percent. 

"During  the  same  period,  church 
giving  to  the  College  increased  .8 
of  one  percent  and  Unified  Promo- 
tion receipts  increased  by  only  2.4 
percent. 

"Meanwhile,  during  the  1957-58 
year,  the  average  teaching  faculty 
salary  at  ACC  was  $4,400  the  national 
average  for  the  same  period  was  $6,- 
193,  a  difference  of  28.2  percent. 

"Furthermore,  the  highest  contract 
salary  at  the  beginning  of  the  1957- 
58  term  for  a  teaching  faculty  position 
at  ACC  in  the  rank  of  full  professor 
was$5,000,  as  compared  with  the  na- 
tional average  of  $8,072  for  full  pro- 
fessors. Note  also  that  the  highest 
salary  for  a  full  professor  at  Atlantic 


Christian  was  $1,193  below  the  aver- 
age of  all  faculty  salaries." 

Dr.  Wenger  went  further  to  say 
that,  "even  in  relationship  to  salaries 
in  other  church  related  colleges  in 
North  Carolina,  Atlantic  Christian 
College's  relative  position  has  been 
extremely  unfavorable.  In  two  in- 
stances positions  on  our  faculty  were 
offered  to  persons  who  had  been 
members  of  junior  college  faculties 
in  North  Carolina.  Both  declined  con- 
tracts for  the  reason  that  the  maxi- 
mum salary  allowable  under  our  scale 
would  have  resulted  in  a  $200  salary 
reduction  for  one  person  and  $100  per 
year  for  the  other." 


"The  constituency  of  the  College 
will  determine  in  its  actions  on  our 
requests  for  funds  based  upon  the 
foregoing  desperate  needs  whether 
Atlantic  Christian  College  retains  its 
present  status  or  whether  its  admin- 
istration will  be  cmpelled  to  regulate 
it  to  second  rate  status." 

Dr.  Wenger's  apprehensions  are 
real,  the  record  shows.  Churches  gave 
only  $24,128.64  to  the  college  this 
year.  A  total  of  $27,000  had  been  ex- 
pected. Next  year,  if  the  college  is 
to  operate  within  the  budget  now 
established,  the  churches  must  give  at 
least  $30,000.

Sadly,  however,  the  plain  records  seem  to  indicate  that  too  many 
of  our  churches  and  their  members  seem  to  feel  that  the  need  for  new 
churches  is  a  nice  idea  but  really  just  a  sideline  of  more  important 
business.  Most  conventions  and  assemblies  of  our  people  in  North 
Carolina  express  enthusiastic  support  of  the  effort  to  build  new  churches 
in  the  state.  We  listen  diligently  to  statements  about  population  shifts 
and  growth,  about  needs  for  second  churches  in  many  communities  and 
the  like.  We  create  an  impressive  "smoke"  for  all  to  see. 

One  of  the  characteristics  of  contemporary  American  life  (especi- 
ally in  its  move  to  urban  and  suburban  areas)  is  that,  like  it  or  not, 
people  attend  neighborhood  or  community  centers  of  trade,  education' 
society  and  religion.  Thus  if  a  Christian  church  is  not  in  their  neighbor- 
hood they  go  somewhere  else.  The  state  New  Church  Committee  is 
making  every  effort  possible  to  put  "fire"  into  the  answer  to  this 
need:  build  new  churches  where  interested  people  will  establish  active 
and  cooperative  congregations.  You  and  your  church  can  make  this

The  Otway  Christian  Church  was 
organized  about  forty-four  years  ago 
with  four  members,  as  a  result  of  a 
revival  meeting  held  in  the  one-room 
schoolhouse  in  the  Otway  community.

After  six  years  of  full 
time  service  on  a  free-will  offering 
basis,  Mr.  Lollis'  health  prevented 
him  from  serving  longer. 

The  R.  B.  Hurts,  who  were  living 
on  Marker's  Island  and  worshipped 
at  the  Otway  Church,  were  asked  to 
render  such  services  as  they  could. 
They  did  so  until  the  church  was 
able  to  secure  another  minister.  The 
outstanding  service  Mr.  Hurt  ren- 
dered to  the  Otway  church  was  to 
start  them  on  a  sound  basis  of  week- 
ly giving  to  support  full-time  serv- 


ices. The  question  in  the  minds  of  the 
people  for  many  years  had  been  "Can 
we  afford  full  time  services,  and  keep 
a  minister  on  the  field"?  The  ques- 
tion now  is,  "Can  we  afford  not  to 
have  full  time  services  with  a  mins- 
ter on  the  field?"  The  leaders  in  the 
Church  know  now  that  they  cannot 
afford  any  less  than  both. 

Six  years  ago  the  Church  called 
the  Zeph  N.  Deshields  to  the  field 
on  a  stipulated  salary,  pension  fund 
dues,  and  parsonage.  Sunday  School 
rooms  were  started  (roughed  in)  to 
care  for  more  than  80  young  people 
and  children  of  the  community.  Plans 
were  drawn  for  the  remodeling  of 
the  one-room  sanctuary  of  the 
church. 

On  January  16th  1955,  the  R.  Paul 
Parkers'  were  called  to  serve  the 
Church.  Since  that  date,  the  educa- 
tional plant  has  been  finished,  and 
the  money  borrowed  from  A.  C.  Col- 
lege to  construct  it  has  been  repaid. 
The  sanctuary  has  been  lengthened 
10    feet,   indirect    lighting  installed, 


and  a  new  piano  and  chimes  pur- 
chased. An  extra  bedroom,  bath,  and 
utility  room  also  have  been  added  to 
the  parsonage. 

Some  of  the  outstanding  things 
about  the  church  are:  They  love  one 
another,  their  Pastor  and  wife,  and 
most  of  all,  their  Christ  and  His 
ChQrch.  They  support  all  the  Broth- 
erhood agencies  as  far  as  they  are 
able,  while  they  make  improvements 
on  the  home  base.  The  Sunday  School 
is  doing  a  splendid  work  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Willis.  The  Chi  Rho 
is  doing  an  outstanding  work  led  by 
Mrs.  Lois  Hill.  The  CWF  is  wide 
awake  and  going  strong.  The  Vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools  are  well  attended 
and  supported  by  the  whole  communi- 
ty. Mrs.  Parker  has  planned  and 
conducted  these  schools  for  the  du- 
ration of  our  stay  here.  Our  elders 
and  deacons  are  rendering  a  grand 
service  to  the  church,  leading  in 
evangelism,  serving  the  communion 
to  the  shut-ins.  Souls  are  being  saved 
by  this  work  of  love. 
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Miss  Etta  Nunn 

With  the  death  of  Miss  Etta  Nunn, 
last  July,  the  church  universal  suf- 
fered a  great  loss.  "Miss  Etta"  was  a 
world  citizen,  not  only  because  she 
travelled  extensively,  but  chiefly 
because  she  had  the  needs  of  the 
world  in  her  heart  and  because  of  her 
concern  for  the  world  missionary  en- 
terprise. This  great  concein  l?d  her 
to  fields  of  service  in  its  cause  which 
are  richer  and  better  because  of  her 
devotion. 

Miss  Nunn  heard  the  call  to  "Go 
into  all  the  world"  to  make  disciples 
of  all  people  in  her  classroom,  while 
she  was  teaching  in  Craven  County. 
She  left  her  home,  her  family  and  her 
beloved  community  around  New  Bern 
and  went  to  Indianapolis  to  study  at 
the  College  of  Missions.  Then  she 
labored  for  twenty-five  years  as  a 
foreign  missionary  in  Latin  America, 
serving   mostly   in  Mexico. 

Miss  Etta  never  retired  from  the 
mi.ssion  field  when  she  came  home 
to  serve  as  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Women's  Missionary  Woi'k  in 
the  state  of  Virginia.  She  left  the 
foreign  mission  field,  but  her  in- 
fluence and  concern  for  this  tremen- 
dous task  never  faltered. 

About  fourteen  years  ago  Miss 
Etta  moved  to  Washington  to  begin 
the  Community  Kindergarten,  where 
she  worked  for  a  number  of  years. 
When  Miss  Etta  handed  this  respon- 
sibility to  younger  hands,  she  became 
an  Ambassador  of  Missions  and  Good 
Will.  She  travelled  extensively  in  this 
country   and  abroad,   still  spreading 


the  "good  news"  along  with  her  con- 
cern and  devotion  to  our  world  task 
to  children,  young  people  and  adults. 
Her  great  work  in  this  area  can  not 
be  actually  estimated,  because  with 
her  wide  background  of  experience 
she  touched  the  heart  and  concern  of 
many  people  for  missions  and  left 
them  with  a  deep  challenge. 

Less  than  a  week  before  her  death, 
the  announcement  was  made  that  a 
project  was  underway  to  have  a  por- 
trait painted  of  Miss  Nunn  to  be 
hung  in  the  education  building  of  the 
First  Christian  Church,  in  Washing- 
ton. The  building,  to  be  built,  had  al- 
ready been  named  in  her  honor.  Miss 
Etta  was  bui'ied  in  her  family  plot  in 
Cedar  Grove  Cemetry  in  New  Bern, 
following  funeral  services  in  the 
First  Christian  Church  in  Washing- 
ton and  in  the  Broad  Street  Christian 
Church  in  New  Bern. 

Miss  Etta  was  a  charming  little 
lady  who  never  aged  in  spirit  nor  in 
interest  in  people  of  all  ages.  To 
describe  her  as  a  sincere,  humble 
Christian,  and  as  a  great  Disciple  of 
Christ,  nothing  can  be  bettei-  said 
than  the  final  words  of  her  will:  "To 
all  my  family,  and  friends,  I  give  my 
love  and  gratitude  for  all  they  have 
meant  to  me  and  have  done  foi-  me. 
To  each  of  them  I  leave  my  most 
pi'ecious  and  endLu-ing  gift,  my  joy 
and  faith  in  JesLis  Chiist  as  the  Son 
of  God."

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Youth  Workers  Institutes

We  want  also  to  acknowledge  grate- 
fully the  hospitality  of  our  host 
churches.  One  was  First  Christian  in 
Goldsboro  that  entertained  the  three 
day  training  session  for  leaders.  The 
ones  that  entertained  the  Institutes 
were  the  Christian  Churches  of  Rich- 
lands,  Jamesville,  and  Ayden  and 
First  Christian  in  Winston-Salem  and 
Hillyer  Memorial  in  Raleigh.  Such 
meetings  speak  well  for  the  future 
quality  of  youth  work  in  our  state.

We  have  read  it  to 
discover  the  patterns  of  the  early 
church.  We  have  read  it  to  discover 
the  theological  ideas  which  brought 
the  church  hi^^  being.  Now  we  can 
read  it  as  the  intensely  human  story 
of  the  men  and  women  who  were 
"Christians  Together." 

The  sixteen  chapters  are  filled 
with  familiar  names — Peter,  James 
and  John,  Saul,  Philip  and  Stephen, 
Dorcas,  Lydia  and  Priscilla.

Student  Work 

Our  Brotherhood  in  North  Carolina 
is  losing  a  large  percentage  of  its 
best  potential  leaders — young  men 
and  women  who  could  give  the  quality 
of  leadership  needed  to  make  our 
church  a  vital  force  in  our  complex 
world. 

How  are  we  losing  these  potential 
leaders?  Every  year  our  churches  are 
sending  the  "cream"  of  their  young 
people  to  the  colleges  of  our  state 
without  making  adequate  provision 
for  their  religious  nurture.  The  tragic 
result  of  our  folly  is  often  a  four 
year  vacation  from  the  church.  Dur- 
ing these  four  years,  our  young  people 
are  developing  a  new  understanding 
of  themselves  and  their  world.  But, 
too  often,  this  understanding  is  not 
a  Christian  one.  They  are  making 
such  important  decisions  as  their  life 
work  and  their  mate  for  life.  The 
church,  by  default,  is  letting  other 
forces  guide  these  decisions.  They  are 
developing  commitments  to  new  phil- 
osophies and  institutions.  But,  at  the 
same  time,  their  commitment  to 
Christ  and  his  work  through  the 
church  is  growing  weaker. 

Our  Brotherhood  cannot  afford  to 
turn  its  back  on  the  future  leaders 
of  our  communities.  This  year  we  are 
beginning  a  program  to  provide  fi- 
nancial support  for  an  adequate  min- 
istry to  our  students.  We  are  asking 
that  each  church  send  $10  for  each 
student  it  has  in  college.  We  are  mak- 
ing available  speeches  and  films  ex- 
plaining our  program  of  ministry  to 
our  students.  Won't  you  and  your 
church  take  part  in  this  program 
which  is  so  vital  to  the  welfare  of  our 
Brotherhood  ?

Church  Subscribes  Professorship 


Officials  of  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege today  announced  that  the  First 
Christian  Church  of  Wilson  has  sub- 
scribed a  professorship  to  the  college 
for  the  curient  academic  year. 

Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  ACC  Presi- 
dent, said  the  Wilson  church  has  sub- 
scribed $5,000  to  the  current  operat- 
ing budget  of  the  college  for  the  1958- 
59  year.  It  will  pay  the  salary  of  a 
full  professor. 

"I  cannot  commend  the  members  of 
the  Wilson  Church  too  highly,"  Dr. 
Wenger  said.  "They  have  grasped  the 
importance  of  Christian  Higher  Edu- 
cation and  their  desire  to  do  some- 
thing to  help  their  college  at  a  time 
when  it  is  facing  its  most  serious 
challenges  is  most  gratifying  to  us 
who  are  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  operating  this  institution." 

The  pledge  by  the  Wilson  church  is 
the  largest  the  college  has  ever  re- 
ceived toward  the  operating  budget 
from  a  church  in  the  state. 

Making  the  pledge  at  a  time  when 


Atlantic  Christian  College  made  a 
report  to  the  people  who  have  sup- 
ported it  in  its  current  $500,000 
capital  funds  campaign  at  a  Progress 
Assembly  held  on  the  college  campus 
October  2. 

Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  ACC  presi- 
dent, reported  that  the  college  now 
has  subscriptions  totaling  more  than 
$408,000.  The  effort  was  kicked-off 
last  October  and  still  has  two  years 
to  run. 

Dr.  Wenger  made  the  report  at  a 
dinner  climaxing  the  assembly.

Director  of  the  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Colleges,  was  the  principal 
speaker  at  the  dinner.  He  said  that 
American  education  is  not  totally 
responsible  for  the  country's  inability 
to  keep  up  with  Russia  in  the  space 
race. 

"In  a  short  space  of  time,  as  the 
life  of  nations  is  measured,  we  have 
settled  and  exploited  a  vast  and  virgin 
continent,"  he  said.  "From  a  handful 
of  simple  agrarian  communities  we 
have  built  up  a  great  industrial  na- 
tion of  175  million  people.  This  is  a 
tremendous  achievement  of  which  we 
are  justly  proud.  But  unhappily  the 
process  left  us  little  time  or  energy 


the  college  is  faced  with  the  necessity 
of  raising  at  least  $30,000  from  the 
churches  of  the  state  if  it  is  to  operate 
within  the  regulations  laid  down  by 
the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools,  has  made  it 
possible  for  officials  of  the  college  to 
begin  hoping  that  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Churches  will  feel  this  great 
need  and  provide  the  necessary  funds 
for  the  1958-59  year. 

"This  action  by  the  Wilson  church 
should  serve  as  an  incentive  to  the 
other  churches  of  the  state,  "Dr. 
Wenger  said.  "Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege, today,  is  serving  the  churches  as 
it  never  has  before.  We  have  the 
largest  disciple  enrollment  in  our 
history.  We  have  77  students  study- 
ing for  church  vocations  which  is  also 
the  largest  enrollment  in  this  area 
that  the  college  has  ever  had.  Our 
total  enrollment  is  the  largest  in  our 
history.  We  have  1,098  students." 

"If  we  are  to  serve  these  young 
people  and  if  we  are  to  provide  them 


for  study  and  reflection,  for  artistic 
creation  or  mystical  contemplation. 
We  got  rich  a  bit  too  quickly  for  our 
own  good." 

"We  are  still  disposed  to  think  of 
achievement  as  physical  achievement, 
measured  in  tons  or  cubic  yards  or 
miles  per  hour,  or  in  the  dollars  and 
cents  into  which  physical  achievement 
is  readily  translated.  We  are  apt  to 
equate  worth  with  success  and  to 
gage  success  by  its  dollar  value,"  he 
said.  "We  are  prone  to  regard  cultural 
values,  and  even  I  am  afraid,  ethical 
values,  as  mere  frills,  something  in- 
cidental and  unnecessary  to  the  main 
business  of  life.  But  in  the  world  of 
the  mid  twentieth  century  we  shall 
have  to  outgrow  these  crude  measures 
of  achievement." 

John  D.  Palmer,  local  tobacconist 
and  chairman  of  the  progress  assem- 
bly, presided  at  the  dinner. 

Later  in  his  address  Dr.  Distler 
said:  "We  must  learn  to  respect 
scholarship  and  teaching.  We  must 
rid  ourselves  of  our  distrust  of  the 
'egghead'  and  recognize  him  for  what 
he  is,  the  most  valuable  member  of 
our  society,  the  man  to  whom  above 
all  others  we  owe  our  national  se-

with  the  preparation  and  inspiration 
they  need  to  fulfill  their  desires  to 
live  a  Christian  life,  we,  as  churches, 
must  assume  our  obligations  to  them. 
This,  the  Wilson  Church  has  done. 
It  is  now  necessary  for  the  other  con- 
gregations of  the  state  to  take  a  long 
look  at  the  program  of  the  college 
and  to  determine  its  importance  to 
the  work  of  the  church." 

Last  year  the  churches  of  the  state 
subscribed  $24,000  to  the  college.  It 
was  hoped  that  at  least  $27,000  would 
be  received.  This  year  the  college 
must  have  $30,000  if  it  is  to  succeed  in 
its  operations. 

Problems  facing  the  college  include 
increased  expenditures  for  faculty 
salaries,  more  money  for  instruction 
of  students,  and  additional  purchases 
of  books  for  the  college  library. 
"These  things  are  necessary  and  must 
be  done,"  Dr.  Wenger  said.  "We  can 
do  them  only  with  the  help  of  the 
churches." 


Religious  Program  Opens 
At  College 

Th  i  Campus  Christian  Association 
at  Atlantic  Christian  College  opened 
its  program  for  the  1958-59  session 
on  September  22  with  a  three-day 
"kick-off"  religious  emphasis  pro- 
gram. 

Dr.  C.  Manly  Morton,  Minister  of 
the  Parkway  Christian  Church,  Fort 
Lauderdale,  Fla.,  was  the  principal 
speaker.  His  topic  for  the  week  was, 
"What  Seek  Ye?" 

Dr.  Morton,  in  his  opening  address, 
said  that  education  is  not  merely  the 
seeking  of  facts,  but  also  the  seeking 
which  an  individual  experiences  as 
he  attempts  to  make  a  contribution 
to  society  and  to  Jesus  Christ. 

Dr.  Morton,  a  retired  missionary, 
was  the  first  graduate  of  Atlantic 
Christian  College.  He  is  well  known 
to  Disciples  in  North  Carolina  having 
served  a  number  of  churches  in  the 
state.  Local  churches  in  Wilson  sup- 
plied their  ministers  to  serve  as  dis- 
cussion leaders  for  the  three-day 
program.

Why  People  Give 

Usually  the  question  asked  is  why 
people  do  not  give  or  why  they  do 
not  give  more.  But  Christians  do 
give  much  money  through  theii 
churches.  Disciples  of  Christ  gave 
$61,530,628  for  local  work  and 
$11,219,203  to  "Others"  in  1957. 
There  has  been  a  great  increase  in 
the  last  seven  years.  In  1950,  there 
were  only  five  churches  which  gave 
over  $10,000  through  Unified  Pro- 
motion. In  1957,  there  were  seventy- 
eight  churches  in  that  bracket.  There 
were  many  churches  of  all  sizes 
which  made  a  comparable  gain. 
Why  did  they  give? 

Is  it  because  Disciples  generally 
have  become  so  prosperous  and  gen- 
erous? Would  that  this  were  true, 
but  it  is  not.  The  same  1957  Year 
Book  reveals  many  churches  that 
gave  nothing  and  multitudes  of  oth- 
ers gave  the  same  or  gained  very 
little.  If  all  the  churches  increased 
their  giving  in  proportion  to  some. 
Disciples  could  achieve  wonderful 
things  for  the  Kingdom. 

What  makes  the  difference  in 
churches  and  in  Christians?  So 
many  have  never  really  learned  to 
give.  Perhaps  it  is  because  they 
have  never  been  taught  the  prin- 
ciples and  privileges  of  Christian 
stewardship.  Can  it  be  that  they 
have  not  been  challenged  with  the 
great  Cause  of  Christ  for  a  needy 
and  lost  world?  Easter  to  Pente- 
cost is  a  period  for  teaching  Stew«- 
ardship  and  committing  Christians 
to  the  full  practice  of  stewardship. 
Do  not  let  it  be  said  in  your  church 
that  Christians  have  not  learned  to 
give  because  they  have  never  been 
taught. 
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curity  and  our  vaunted  standard  of 
living,  the  man  without  whom  they 
would  both  vanish  in  short  order.  We 
must  defend,  in  face  of  misrepresen- 
tation and  abuse,  his  unfettered  free- 
dom to  discover  new  knowledge  and 
to  teach  the  truth  as  he  sees  it.  We 
must  teach  our  children,  by  precept 
and  example,  to  put  first  things  first, 
Physics  before  football,  history  before 
hot  rods,  principle  before  popularity, 
decency  before  dollars."

All  offerings  sent  to  either  ftome  go  to  the 
support  of  that  Home.  All  offerings  sent  to  the  NBA  St.  Louis 
office  and  designated  as  offerings  for  either  Home,  go  to  the 
Home  designated. 

All  offerings  sent  to  the  NBA  St.Louis  office,  if  not 
designated  as  Christmas  offerings,  or  not  designated  for  either 
The  Southern  Christian  Home,  or  The  Florida  Christian 
Home,  or  for  both,  are  credited  to  the  support  of  the  National 
Benevolent  Association's  General  Fund,  which  carries  on  our 
national  program  of  service  to  the  Homes  and  the  Brother- 
hood. 

To  recapitulate:  Offerings  sent  to  one  of  the  Homes,  or 
designated  for  one  or  both  Homes,  the  Home  or  Homes  so 
designated  receive  the  funds.  Offerings  sent  to  the  NBA  St. 
Loulis  office,  undesignated,  are  credited  to  the  General 
Fund.  All  three  funds  need  support,  so  continue  to  send  gen- 
erous offerings.

Engelhard-Middletown 
Unity 

The  third  oldest  church  in  Hyde 
County,  Middletown  was  organized 
in  the  late  summer  of  1872  and  in 
November  of  that  year  was  enrolled 
as  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Missionary  Society.  By  1910 
the  congregation  included  in  its  mem- 
bership many  residents  of  near-by 
Engelhard.  Travel  difficulties  present- 
ed by  the  roads  of  that  era  plus  a 
desire  for  a  congregation  of  Disciples 
in  Engelhard  led  to  the  formation  of 
a  congregation  in  that  place.  Al- 
though the  Engelhard  brethren  met 
for  work  and  worship  and  even 
erected  a  building  to  serve  as  a 
house  of  worsnip  prior  to  October  1, 
1911,  it  was  not  until  that  date  that 
the  group  was  formally  organized,  a 
charter  adopted  and  the  church  en- 
rolled as  a  member  of  the  N.C.C.M.S. 

Beginning  with  the  organization  of 
the  church  in  Engelhard  there  began 
between  the  two  churches  a  policy  of 
cooperation  and  sharing  that  con- 
tinues to  this  day.  They  have  pooled 
their  resources  in  support  of  the  pas- 
toral ministry  and  have  given  of 
their  combined  strengh  to  spiritual 
and  community  efforts. 

The  Middletown  group  still  meets 
in  the  building  erected  shortly  after 
the  group's  organization.  The  edifice 
has  undergone  enlargement,  "face- 
lifting," modernization,  and  this  sum- 
mer the  sanctuary  was  remodeled. 
Engelhard  brethren  now  meet  in  their 
second  house  of  worship,  the  first 
having  been  destroyed  by  the  hurri- 
cane of  1925.  The  first  parsonage  built 
by  the  two  congregations  was  erected 
in  1916  and  was  sold  during  the  de- 
pression years.  In  1954  the  churches 
began  building  a  modern  seven  room 


building  with  an  expansion  attic. 
Standing  adjacent  to  the  Engelhard 
Church's  building  the  parsonage  was 
completed  in  1955  and  Amos  Huffman 
was  called  to  serve  as  resident  pastor 
of  the  two  churches. 

Among  the  pastors  who  have 
served  these  two  churches  are  some 
who  are  still  serving  the  brotherhood 
in  the  Tar  Heel  State~J.  D.  Waters 
of  Plymouth;  Harold  Tyer,  Bath; 
Zeph  DeShields  now  serving  the  Has- 
sel  and  the  Oak  City  churches;  Frank 
Lilly,  minister  of  benevolence  for 
the  Washington  Church;  and  R.  Paul 
Parker  of  Otway. 

Not  widely  separated  geographical- 
ly the  composition  of  the  two  mem- 
berships nevertheless  differs.  Middle- 
town  bi-ethren  are  dependent  pri- 
marily upon  agriculture  for  their  in- 
come. Engelhard,  the  smaller  in 
membership,  has  among  its  in- 
come  articifers,   trades-people,  tech- 


nicians, and  farmers.  Both  groups 
share  and  manifest  the  good-will  and 
warm  heartedness  so  typical  of  East- 
ern North  Carolina  folk. 

Frank  W.  Wibiral,  the  present  pas- 
tor, came  to  the  unity  after  a  three 
year  service  with  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Missionary  Society  whch 
tenninated  in  June  1957.  During  his 
ministry  both  churches  have  undei'- 
taken  extensive  building  repair  and 
modernization  programs,  support  of 
brotherhood  programs  has  increased, 
and  local  activities  have  been  in- 
tensified. 

Although  this  area  has  for  years 
been  declining  in  population  the 
churches  are  building  with  an  eye  to 
the  future  confident  that  the  new 
roads  and  increased  interest  in  the 
area  as  a  food  processing  center  will 
bi'ing  an  upturn  in  population  and 
income.

With  fall  fast  approaching  we  are 
adjusting  back  to  normal  life  again — 
23  of  our  Family  went  away  on  va- 
cations, of  course  friends  or  relatives 
always  provide  these  lovely  trips.

We  also  have  problems,  this  month 
our  T.V.  was  the  major  problem,  our 
first  T.V.  was  a  real  luxury  but  our 
last  one  had  become  a  REAL  NECES- 
SITY and  when  our  picture  failed  to 
show  up,  well,  something  just  had  to 
be  done  and  we  didn't  know  just  who 
we  could  call  on  for  this  gift  but  it 
just  had  to  come,  and  come  it  did.  We 
now  have  a  beautiful  new  21"  screen 
and  we  hope  it  will  be  here  in  good 
order  for  a  long  time. 

Our  second  problem,  minor  to  the 
Family,  our  16  years  old  "deep  freeze' 
just  stopped,  just  the  same  as  did  the 
picture  tube  of  the  T.V.  There  again 
someone  had  to  come  to  our  rescue, 
but  someone  came  and  we  now  have 
a  new  deep  freeze. 

Some  of  our  problems  which  are 
actually  minor  in  a  household  such  as 
this  Home  are  the  plumbing,  electric- 
al, carpenter  repairing,  replacing 
china,  silverware  and  kitchen  utensils, 
garden  implements  and  hospital 
equipment,  replacing  worn  out  rugs 
and  broken  furniture,  reupholstering 
chairs  and  sofas.  We  know  that  all  of 
you  have  these  problems,  but  where 
more  than  100  individuals  are  using 
these  items  they  do  have  a  way  of  not 
lasting  as  long. 

Then  we  have  the  problems  of 
sharing  the  things  that  are  'ours' 
and  ours  often  times  is  thought  of 
as  'mine',  consequently,  we  sometimes 
almost  have  to  hold  court  in  order  to 
reach  a  decision.  But  decisions  are 
reached  and  a  few  unhappy  moods 
gradually  and  perhaps  reluctantly  re- 
vert back  to  "And  they  lived  happily 
everafter." 

To  those  of  you  who  read  this  col- 
umn, you  have  no  idea  what  you  are 
missing  until  you  come  and  visit  this 
Family  and  see  just  how  pleasantly 
we  can  live  together  in  spite  of  little 
frictions. 


Individual  Gifts 

A  total  of  $100,045.99  was  received 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1958, 
from  individuals.  Walter  D.  Card- 
well  and  L.  0.  White  have  been  giving 
special  attention  to  cultivating 
special  gifts  and  have  made  visits 
in  Kansas,  Oregon,  Washington  and 
California. 


Some  Gains  Marked  Up  in 
Disciple  World  Outreach 

An  increase  of  4.35  per  cent  was  re- 
corded for  1957-58  over  the  previous 
year  by  Disciple  churches  of  the 
homeland  in  supporting  Christian  ed- 
ucation and  world  outreach  through 
The  United  Christian  Missionary  So- 
ciety. 

World  mission  staff  (245  mission- 
aries and  2,183  nationals)  faced  un- 
precedented opportunities.  For  ex- 
ample, baptisms  reached  a  record  high 
of  9,681  in  1957,  an  increase  of  41.5 
per  cent  over  1956.  Total  medical 
treatments  rose  26  per  cent  to  991,695 
— another  record.  Thousands  of  pros- 
pective pupils  had  to  be  turned  away 
from  mission  schools  which  were 
jammed  beyond  capacity. 

Dr.  A.  Dale  Fiers,  United  Society 
president,  emphasized  that  funds  in 
all  fields  and  the  home  office  must 
be  administered  with  extreme  care 
as  income  levels  off  and  some  costs 
(mail,  travel,  supplies)  rise.

The  ability  to  love  is  a  G<od-given 
characteristic.  Therefore,  to  love 
sincerely  is  akin  to  God.  AND  when 
one  loves  sincerely  what  is  the  nor- 
mal reaction?

The  International  Convention  of 
Christian  Churches  met  at  St.  Looiis, 
Mo.  on  October  17  -  22nd.  It  was 
well  attended  with  over  8,000  regis- 
tered delegates.  Over  50  of  our  lay- 
men and  ministers  from  North  Caro- 
lina attended. 

The  empihasis  of  the  Convention 
was  placed  upon  our  historical  goal 
of  Christian  Unity.  Outstanding 
speakers  were  Dr.  Alfred  T.  DeGroot 
of  Texas  Christian  University,  Dr. 
Edwin  Daihlberg,  President  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  of 
Christ  in  U.  S.  A.  Dr.  Harold  Bosley, 
Minister  of  First  Methodist  Chureh, 
Evanston,  111.  (Mrs.  Wedel  President 
of  National  Council  of  Churchwomen 
and  many  others  brought  fine  and 
ihelpful  messages.

He  symbol- 
izes ooir  efforts  as  Christian  Youth  to 
have  a  share  in  the  world  program 
of  our  Brotherhood.  He  continually 
calls  us  to  better  and  more  consecrated 
efforts. 

We  in  North  Carolina  are  consciovis 
of  the  need  to  make  felt  our  witness 
in  this  effort.  We  have  a  goal  this 
year  of  $3000  toward  the  national 
goal  of  $190,000.  We  are  making  an 
all  out  effort  this  year  to  raise  our 
goal,  something  which  we  have  not 
achieved  for  several  years. 

We  are  off  to  a  good  start  on  our 
objective  for  the  year.  For  the  first 
three  months,  from  July  1st  through 
September  30th,  we  are  one  of  thir- 
teen states  that  have  made  a  gain 
over  the  same  perod  of  last  year. 
Throoigh  this  three  month  period  we 
have  given  $456.15.  Thus  with  one 
fourth  of  the  missionary  year  gone 
we  have  given  about  15%  of  our  goal. 
This  clearly  indicates  that  we  will 
have  to  pick  up  the  pace  by  quite  a 
bit.

College  Reports  Reeord  Rudget 


Because  of  an  increase  in  enroll- 
ment above  that  expected  for  the  Fall 
Semester,  Atlantic  Christian  College 
had  to  revise  its  budget  upward  re- 
cently. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a 
budget  of  $721,900  at  its  meeting 
held  at  the  college  on  October  29.  It 
was  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
the  college. 

A  survey  of  the  budget  shows  that 
the  college  will  have  to  receive  about 
$49,000  from  the  Christian  Churches 
through  Unified  Promotion  and  direct 
giving,  if  the  budget  is  to  be  bal- 
anced. 

About  $20,000  of  this  will  be  re- 
ceived through  Unified  Promotion. 
The  remainder  will  be  needed  froim 
the  churches  through  direct  giving. 

The  First  Christian  Church  of  Wil- 
son, understanding  the  college's  sit- 
uaton,  recently  announced  that  it 
was  plannng  to  give  the  college  a 
professorship  of  $5,000  this  year.  Sev- 
eral other  churches  in  the  state  are 
planning  to  increase  their  giving  to 
the  college. 

In  making  his  report  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  college  concerning 
the  budget.  Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger, 
ACC  President,  said:  "The  long-pre- 
dicted tide  of  increase  enrollment  is 
upon  us — although  many  colleges  and 
universities  both  large  and  small 
experienced  net  decreases  in  enroll- 
ment during  the  year.  While  the  tide 
of  enrollment  has  not  yet  reached 
the  flood  stage,  we  have  already  found 
it  necessary  to  deny  admission  to 
many  students  wlio  had  applied. 
Since  the  Fall  of  1955  our  enrollment 
has  risen  from  716  students  to  1,098 
for  a  gain  of  382  students  or  53  per- 
cent.'' 

Later  in  his  report  Dr.  Wenger 
said.  "The  special  Study  Commission, 
which  had  been  appointed  to  restudy 
the  aims  of  the  College  and  then  to 
make  recommendations  regarding  the 
future  growth  of  the  College  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  is  at  work.  This 
promises  to  be  an  extremely  reveal- 
ing experience  as  members  of  our 
larger  College  Family  including 
alumni,  churchmen,  the  citizens  of 
Wilson,  and  our  faculty  ponder  the 
important  question,  "What  kind  of  a 
College  should  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege be?" 

"Subcommittees  of  the  Commis- 
sion  are  meeting  periodically  in  order 
to  pursue  their  studies.  It  is  hoped 
that  a  progress  report  can  come  from 


this  group  at  the  Spring  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,"  Dr.  Wenger 
said. 

It  was  also  announced  at  the  meet- 
ing  that  bids  for  the  construction 
of  the  college's  new  dormitory  for 
men  will  be  opened  on  November  12,

mission of  students  for  enrollment, 
and  a  breakfast  for  alumni  chap- 
ter leaders  around  the  areas. 

Homecoming  will  open  on  Friday 
night.  November  21,  at  8  p.  m.  with 
a  basketball  game  between  ACC 
and  William  and  Mary  (Norfolk  Div- 
ision) in  the  new  Wilson  Community 
Center.  At  the  halftime  of  the  game, 
the  college's  Homecoming  Queen  will 
be  crowned. 

Faculty  members  will  dntertaim 
alumni  at  open  houses  on  Friday 
night. 

On  Saturday  morning,  November 
22,  the  alumni  breakfast  will  be  held 
in  the  college  dining  hall  at  8:30 
p.  m.  The  annual  Homecoming  Pa- 
rade will  be  held  at  11  a.  m.  and  this 
will  be  followed  by  the  annual  Alum- 
ini  Luncheon  and  Business  Session 
at  noon  in  the  college  dining  hall. 

The  Panel  Discussion  will  be  held 
at  2:30  p.  m.  in  Howard  Chapel.. 
Moderator  of  the  discussion  will  be 
Dr.  Millard  P.  Burt,  ACC  Dean.  Panel 
Members  will  be  Bruce  W.  Riley  of 
Wilson,  Miss  Madeline  Tripp  of  Ra- 
leigh, Dr.  Mildred  Hartsock,  mem- 
ber of  the  ACC  faculty,  and  Kenneth 
Brinson,  an  ACC  student  from  Rocky 
Mount.

Our  ministers,  board  officials  and 
individuals  can  make  a  fine  contri- 
bution to  the  World  Convention  in  its 
effort  to  provide  this  World  Fellow- 
ship, by  cooperating  wholeheartedly 
in  using  the  official  transportation 
and  tour  services  being  offered  by  the 
World  Convention.

Saratog£i  Christian  Cliiiri 


The  Saratoga  Christian  Ohurch 
began  regular  services  in  1909.  In 
1910,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Jo 
Rice,  the  first  confession  was  taken. 

In  the  summer  of  1914  the  church 
received  new  life.  Mr.  John  Legrand 
held  a  revival  and  33  were  added  to 
tihe  church  roll. 

During  the  late  years  of  World 
War  II  Mr.  Roy  Wilkerson  came  to 
Wilson  County  and  through  the  State 
Stecreta'ry  became  the  minister, 
preaching  on  two  Sundays  a  month. 
It  was  during  Mr.  Wilkerson's  tenure 
that  the  "Missionary  Society"  became 
inspired  to  stir  the  community  into 
action  and  make  Saratoga  into  a 
town  that  was  really  representative 
of  its  people.  It  was  during  this  time 
that  many  changes  were  made  in 
the  original  church  plant.  Class  rooms, 
ohoi/r  section,  xiew  flurnitune,  etc., 
were  added  to  the  old  or  remodeled. 
The  church  with  its  new  life  found 
in  the  returning  service  men,  was 
awake  to  the  needs  of  the  community. 

By  1954  some  long  range  planning 
was  underway.  The  church  knew  that 
if  it  was  to  continue  to  grow  it  must 
have  a  resident  minister.  In  the  fall  of 
1955  Dr.  Vere  Rogers  came  with  his 
family  to  live  in  the  new  brick  par- 
sonage. Dr.  Rogers  came  on  a  part- 
time  basis,  teaching  during  the  week 
at  the  college,  but  the  church  was 
soon  having  worship  services  every 


Sunday.  The  work  grew  rapidly  under 
Dr.  Rogers  but  the  work  needed  the 
efforts  of  a  full-time  minister.  Mr. 
Wilkerson  was  re-called  as  ad  inter- 
minister  during  the  winiter  of  1957- 
58. 

In  June  of  this  year  the  church 
made  its  latest  istep.  It  employed  Mr. 
Billy  Bennett  as  its  first  full-time 
resident  minister. 

Mr.  Bennett  took  advantage  of  the 
work  of  previous  ministers.  With  a 
little  revamping  a  number  of  com- 
mittees were  put  to  work.  Under  this 
constant  advisory  relationship  each 
committee  has  begun  to  share  in  the 
growth  of  the  churoh.  In  membership 
seven  new  members  have  been  added 
tO'  bring  the  total  active  resident 
membership  to  96.  There  are  only 
three  inactive  resident  members  and 
several  group  are  trying  to  help 
in  clearing  up  this  situtation.  The 
Membership  Committee  is  making 
an  effort  to  either  transfer  or  make 
"living-link"  members  of  about  twen- 
ty non-resident  members.  A  youth 
choir  meets  weekly  with  about  thirty 
for  normal  attendance.  The  Adult 
Choir  has  organized.  The  men  have 
recently  otrganized  the  Christian's 
Men's  Fellowship  and  at  their  second 
meeting  just  held  had  17  present.  The 
Christian  Education  Committee  is 
planning  a  Leadership  Training 
School. 


The  churches  at  Macclesfield,  Wii- 
banks,  and  Walstonburg  are  aiding 
in  this  effort.  The  Property  Com- 
mittee has  painted  the  inside  of  the 
church,  the  outside  of  the  parsonage, 
and  built  a  utility  room  at  the  par- 
sonage. There  are  strong  hopes  that 
very  soon  we  may  begin  work  on  plans 
for  an  educational  plant.  The  church 
has  done  a  good  job  in  the  past  in 
aiding  brotherhood  agencies,  and 
prospects  are  now  even  better  for 
at  least  25%  of  the  budget  going 
for  others.  The  budget  is  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  church  and 
indications  are  that  the  church  will 
have  an  income  of  between  two  and 
three  thousand  dollars  more  than 
the  budget. 

Many  families  are  giving  every 
night  of  the  week  to  the  work  of 
the  church.  Much  more  could  be  said 
about  the  progress  of  the  church 
such  as  the  98%  use  of  the  envelope 
system  with  regular  giving,  the  near 
100  mark  for  Vacation  Church  School, 
the  packed  house  for  special  days  such 
as  World  Wide  Communion  Sunday, 
Homecoming,  etc.,  the  renewed  inter- 
est in  the  District  Convention,  the 
weekly  use  of  personalized  bulletins, 
the  sharing  of  their  minister  with 
brotherhood  work  when  needed  and 
many  other  interests  which  are  too 
numerous  to  mention.

mittee, The  State  New  Church  Com- 
mittee at  Raleigh  and  the  State 
Board  Meeting  at  Raleigh. 

We  also  met  with  Mr.  Glen  Lacy 
of  Commission  on  Brotherhood  Fi- 
nance and  the  planning  of  the  1959- 
60  budget.  Conferences  were  held 
with  the  Pulpit  Committees  at  Wil- 
mington, Morehead  City  and  Gold 
Point. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we 
taught  at  the  Goldsboro  Training 
School  at  Goldsboro  and  also  shared 
in  a  Rural  Church  Institute  at  Eu- 
reka and  attended  the  Coastal  Plains 
District  Meeting  at  Macclesfield. 

The  following  churches  were  visit- 
ed during  the  month:  Haw  Creek, 
Asheville,  First,  Greensboro,  Rober- 
sonviile, New  Bern,  Dunn,  Morehead 
City,  Wilmington,  Wilson,  Arapahoe, 
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Gold  Point,  Macclesfield  and  Eureka. 

A  total  of  16  days  were  spent  in 
the  office  and  19  days  in  the  field 
with  40  field  conferences  and  13 
office  conferences.  A  total  of  2,223 
miles  were  traveled.

Did  you 
know  that  it  could  be  said  that  during  these  first  75  years  our  movement 
spread  like  wildfire  as  people,  yearning  for  a  true  freedom  in  worship  and 
belief,  enthusiastically  answered  the  call  of  our  leaders  to  come  into  this 
new  movement? 

Then,  about  50  years  ago,  as  our  young  people  might  phrase  it,  this 
movement  came  to  "a  screeching  halt!"  The  spread  of  our  movement 
slowed  down.  Many  theories  could  be  advanced  as  to  the  reasons  of  this 
slowing  down.  Perhaps  the  biggest  reason  has  been  the  fact  that  we  have 
been  content  to  talk  a  lot  and  act  but  little. 

We  started  out  as  a  church  writh  our  leaders  debating  witli  anyone  of 
any  other  group  who  wanted  to  debate — which  was  perfectly  all  right  for 
the  times.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  might  be  said  that,  because  of  the 
willingness  of  our  leaders  to  debate  our  position  openly  with  anyone,  our 
movement  did  spread  rapidly. 

However,  with  the  coming  of  new  eras  and  new  times,  less  debate  and 
more  action  was  demanded.  We  must  admit  that  we  did  not  and  have  not 
always  measured  up  to  the  challenges  of  new  days. 

We  can  say,  though,  that  in  recent  years  our  people  have  come  to  see 
more  clearly  that  we  must  measure  up  to  the  challenges  of  new  days.  The 
increase  of  the  scope  of  our  State  program  in  North  Carolina  in  recent 
years  is  at  least  partial  proof  of  this  fact. 

The  continuous  establishment  of  new  churches  always  reflects  the 
zeal,  consecration,  the  commitment,  and  the  spiritual  depth  of  any  move- 
ment in  His  Name.  Won't  you,  therefore,  as  a  part  of  this  great  movement 
of  ours,  learn  more  about  the  New  Church  program  of  our  state  and 
plant  yourself  firmly  behind  it?

Trained  Leadership  For  Your  Church 


Surveys  of  recent  years  indicate 
that  above  80%  of  the  people  join- 
ing the  church  are  coming  mainly 
through  the  influence  of  the  Sunday 
Church  School.  Besides  this,  the  main 
tool  for  the  church  in  its  efforts  to 
make  better  informed  and  committed 
Christians  is  the  Sunday  Church 
School  and  other  Educational  oppor- 
tunities it  has.  These  two  facts  alone 
point  up  the  tremendous  need  for 
making  the  Educational  program  of 
the  church  the  best  possible. 

The  most  important  part  of  the 
Educational  program  of  the  church 
is  the  teacher,  the  one  who  works 
with  the  learner.  Even  the  materials 
and  equipment  are  secondary,  for 
the  skill  of  the  teacher  is  what  makes 
these  good  and  effective,  if  they 
are.  The  point  we  are  driving  at  is 
simply  that  there  is  a  great  need  for 
all  possible  trainmg  fci'  the  teachers 
in  our  churches.  This  is  true  of  the 
ones  that  teach  in  the  Sunday 
Church  School,  those  that  counsel  a 
Youth  Fellowship  group,  or  those 
that  work  in  any  special  educational 
project,  such  as  a  School  of  Missions. 

An  increasing  number  of  our 
churches  are  holding  Leadership 
Education  Schools  for  the  training 
of  their  leaders.  Many  other  church- 
es need  such  Schools.  In  these 
Schools  there  are  offered  any  num- 
ber of  First  Series  courses  for  the 
training  of  leaders.  These  courses 
have  as  their  purpose  making  the 
teachers  and  leaders  more  skilled 
and  better  informed  and  prepared. 

The  scope  of  these  courses  indi- 
cates how  very  helpful  these  may 
be  to  the  church  that  undertakes 
them.  There  are  six  areas  of  courses 
available.  The  first  area  is  called 
General.  It  includes  over  twenty 
different  courses,  which  includes 
things  on  Stewardship,  Old  and 
New  Testament,  Jesus,  Paul,  Wor- 
ship, Missions  and  Teaching.  The 
second,  third,  and  fourth  areas  are 
on  Children,  Youth  and  Adult  Work 
respectfully.  Each  of  these  include 
some  on  understanding  the  various 
ages  involved,  on  organization,  and 
on  the  work  of  an  actual  class. 

The  fifth  area  is  known  as  Leader- 
ship Development.  It  is  sntaller  than 
the  others  but  seeks  to  help  develop 
a  better  understanding  of  this  whole 
field  and  seeing  ways  of  maintaining 
a  continuous  program  of  Leadership 
Education.  The  sixth  area  is  called 
Administration.  It  includes  a  course 
on  Improving  the  Sunday  Church 
School,  one  on  Planning  a  Vacation 
Church  School  and  one  in  each  of  the 


areas  of  the  churches  Functional 
Committees. 

This  brief  description  should 
clearly  show  the  wide  possibilities 
available  to  any  church  that  wants 
to  improve  the  quality  of  its  educa- 
tional program.  Many  churches  have 
Leadership  Education  Schools,  in 
which  they  offer  several  of  these 
courses.  These  Schools  can  be  had 
by  any  church  by  itself,  but  it  is 
usually  better  in  many  ways  to  work 
with  several  churches  in  close  dis- 
tance to  each  other. 

For  a  program  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation that  really  makes  a  difference 
in  your  church's  growth  and  aware- 
ness of  its  task,  begin  NOW  to  out 
line  a  Leadership  Education  School. 


Christian  Literature  Essay 
Contest 

This  year  our  Brotherhood  is  em- 
phasizing as  a  part  of  the  Long 
Range  Program  the  theme,  "Read, 
Remember,  Unite."  This  suggests  to 
us  the  three  areas  of  Christian 
Literature,  Historical  Society,  and 
Council  on  Christian  Unity.  Those 
who     have     the    responsibility  for 


these  areas  want  to  get  our  Youth 
involved,  so  they  have  announced 
an  Essay  Contest. 

This  Essay  Contest  is  being  spon- 
sored by  the  Christian  Literature 
part  of  this  year's  emphasis.  It  is 
open  to  all  Senior  High  School  age 
youth.  The  purposes  of  this  contest 
are  to  increase  interest,  information 
and  research  in  Christian  Literature; 
to  discover  new  Christian  writers; 
and  to  focus  attention  on  educational 
advantages  in  writing  essays. 

Through  the  guidance  of  our 
State  Christian  Education  Commit- 
tee, judges  have  been  selected  and 
procedures  established  for  having  a 
contest  in  North  Carolina.  The  two 
winning  Essays  in  our  state  will  be 
submitted  to  the  National  contest  for 
judging.  There  are  prizes  for  tlie 
best  eight  essays  in  the  national 
contest. 

Any  person  interested  in  entering 
this  contest  should  speak  to  his  or 
her  minister  about  it  or  write  to 
your  State  Director  of  Christian 
Education,  Bernard  C.  Meece.  Dead- 
line for  entries  in  our  state  contest 
is  March  15,  1959.  Those  interested 
should  begin  now  to  work  out  their 
essay.  Be  sure  and  have  a  copy  of 
the  rules  before  starting  that  you 
may  comply  and  thus  be  eligible.

Vocations  Conference  Planned 

Plans  for  the  Fourth  Annual  North  Carolina  Church  Vocations  Conference,  sponsored  by  Atlantic 
Christian  College,  have  been  announced.

More  and  more  young  ministers  are  needed  to  staff  the  church  as  it  grows.  Not  enough  are 
now  seeking  the  education  that  is  needed  if  the  church  is  to  prosper,  officials  have  said. 

Every  minister  in  the  state  has  been  asked  to  see  that  qualified  young  people  attend  the  con- 
ference. 

Principal  speaker  for  the  conference  will  be  Dr-  Daniel  Joyce,  prominent  Disciples  Minister  from 
Richmond,  Va. 

Joining  Dr.  Joyce  on  the  list  of  the  officials  participating  in  the  program  are  Ross  J.  Allen, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Missionary  Society,  Rev.  Douglas  Bell  of 
Kinston,  Bernard  C.  Meece,  state  youth  worker,  Mrs.  H.  H.  Settle,  director  of  women's  work  in 
the  church,  Dr.  George  Cuthrell,  ad-interim  minister  at  Fayetteville,  Rev.  Kermit  Traylor  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, Rev.  Jo  M.  Riley  of  Wilson,  Rev.  Robert  Jarman  of  Greensboro,  Rev.  Jack  Daniell  of 
Farmville,  Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  Dr.  G.  A.  Constantine,  Dr.  Vere  Rogers.  Eugene  Purcell,  Jr.. 
Dr.  Vida  Elliott,  all  of  the  ACC  faculty  and  staff,  Pete  Warren,  youth  worker  at  Kinston,  Rev. 
Raymond  Alexander  of  Washington,  and  Miss  Sharon  Hazelrigg  of  the  ACC  student  body. 

In  discussing  the  conference  today,  Mr.  Sharp  said  that  all  ministers  should  plan  to  bring  their 
young  people  to  the  conference  after  invitations  have  been  extended  to  them. 

Students  Mast  Apply  IVow 

The  days  are  past  in  North  Carolina  when  a  student  could  apply  for  admission  to  college  at  the 
last  minute  and  be  accepted. 

Because  of  the  present  pressure  of  college  applicants.  Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  President,  recently  attempted  to  emphasize  the  enrollment  situation  so  that  many 
young  people  of  the  Christian  Churches  of  the  state  would  not  find  themselves  victims  of  the 
enrollment  crisis. 

Atlantic  Christian  College  is  crowded,  Dr.  Wenger  pointed  out,  and  many  young  people  of  the 
Christian  Churches  want  to  enroll 

"We  will  be  hard  pressed  again  this  year,"  Dr.  Wenger  said. 
"We  want  every  qualified  young  man  or  woman  of  the  Christian 
Churches  of  the  state  to  have  the  opportunity  to  attend  college 
at  ACC  if  he  so  desires." 

"In  order  to  assure  them  of  a  place,  however,  we  must  have 
the  cooperation  of  all  concerned,  students,  parents  and  ministers." 
"This  is  the  situation,"  Dr.  Wenger  explained.  "If  a  young  man 
or  woman  wishes  to  attend  Atlantic  Christian  College  next  Sep- 
tember, he  must  apply  immediately.  Already  our  application  list 
is  quite  long." 

The  ACC  president  said  the  college  will  have  to  deny  admis- 
sion to  more  applicants  than  it  did  last  year. 

"We  have  a  sincere  interest  in  the  young  people  of  our 
church.  We  want  them  to  have  every  opportunity  to  attend  their 
church  college,"  he  said. 

Ministers  are  urged  to  suggest  to  those  young  people  who 
are  planning  to  enroll  at  ACC,  that  they  must  submit  applications 
as  quickly  as  possible. 

Parents  are  urged  to  be  cooperative  with  their  youngsters  in 
completing  applications  forms  so  that  they  can  be  submitted  to 
the  college  admissions  office. 


Ministers  Institute 

The  annual  North  Carolina 
Ministers'  Institute,  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Missionary  Society  and 
Atlantic  Christian  College,  will 
be  held  at  the  First  Christian 
Church  in  Wilson,  February  10, 
11,  and  12. 

Principal  speaker  for  the  insti- 
tute will  be  Dr.  L.  N.  D.  Wells. 
Past  Minister  of  the  East  Dallas 
Christian  Church,    Dallas,  Texas. 

Letters  will  be  sent  to  all  min- 
isters in  the  state  in  the  near 
future  providing  them  with  spe- 
cific information  concerning  the 
institute,  it  was  explained. 

The  institute  will  open  with  an 
evening  session  on  February  10. 
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Goldsboro  Christian 
Institute 

Our  Training  School  opened  on 
schedule  the  night  of  November  18th. 
We  expected  a  top  enrollment  of 
twenty  but  instead,  the  enrollment 
for  the  first  night  was  thirty-nine 
and  since  has  grown  into  the  mid 
forties.  The  interest  and  enthusiasm 
shown  that  first  night  offered  great 
encouragement  to  those  of  us  who 
have  labored  for  the  last  eight  years 
to  reach  this  stage  in  the  expansion 
of  our  Educational  Project.  We  do 
expect  further  increase  in  enrollment 
and  our  desire,  our  hope  and  our  ef- 
fort will  be  directed  toward  prepara- 
tion to  meet  the  challenge  which  an 
added  enrollment  will  present.  For 
example:  our  monthly  Travel  Budget 
for  ministers  is  $25.00,  the  actual 
Travel  Budget  for  two  weeks  is 
$99.55.  This  poses  a  problem  which 
will,  unless  satisfactory  adjustment 
is  made,  force  us  to  cut  down  on 
enrollment.  We  hope  this  will  never 
come  to  pass  and  it  must  not  come  to 
pass. 

The  Administrative  Committee  is 
now  searching  for  a  solution  of  the 
problem  and  the  hope  of  finding  one 
which  will  stimulate  rather  than  min- 
imize the  interest  and  enthusiasm  of 
the  students  calls  for  active  concern 
of  friends  and  well-wishers  of  our 
Expanded  Educational  Project.  Your 
active  concern  will  be  the  strongest 
boost  possible  for  the  effort  during 
this  crisis. 

Thirty-five  of  the  students  are 
ministers.  Ten  laymen  have  been  at- 
tending classes  regularly  and  there 
would  have  been  more  but  for  the 
fact  that  we  have  not  done  strong 
promoting  at  this  point.  But  since 
they  are  coming  any  way,  it  has  been 
decided  that  a  class  should  be  set 
up  for  them,  this  we  will  do  with  em- 
phasis. We  did  not  want  them  to  out- 
number the  Ministers  at  the  very  be- 
ginning of  our  Expanded  Program. 
Now  that  we  plan  to  organize  a  Class 
for  Laymen,  it  is  highly  possible  that 
our  enrollment  will  exceed  one  hun- 
dred.

I  recall  a  beautiful  Christmas 
message  I  read  years  ago  entitled 
"Corridor  to  Christmas".  For  varia- 
tion, I  might  call  it  the  "Avenue 
to  Christmas".  By  whatever  name 
we  call  it,  the  fact  is  the  same — the 
real  Christmas  is  not  something  that 
just  happens,  suddenly  and  unex- 
pectedly, over  and  over  again;  it  is 
an  achievement — an  attractive  des- 
tination accomplished  only  after  364 
days  of  traveling  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. Whether  the  arrival  is  a 
disappointment  or  a  glorious  and 
exciting  climax  depends  on  the 
traveler. 

We  begin  on  December  26  moving 
toward  the  next  birthday  of  the 
Christ  child.  If  we  celebrate  it  with 
things,  we  begin  that  day  accumu- 
lating things  for  the  next  celebra- 
tion; if  we  celebrate  it  with  good 
deeds  and  lovely  thoughts,  we  begin 
reflecting  those  thoughts  and  per- 
forming those  deeds.  Thus  by  the 
end  cf  another  year  Chiristmas 
comes  again  as  another  grand 
climax, 

Very  early  in  its  history,  Chris- 
tianity was  called  "The  Way."  So 
we  might  call  that  long  Avenue  to 
Christmas  "The  Way  ".  Properly 
celebrated  Christmas  gets  down  to 
the  very  heart  of  Christmas  motives 
and  purposes.  It  is  a  time  for  mak- 
ing others  happy — and  in  so  doing, 
happiness  comes  to  us  as  a  by-prod- 
uct.

The  Wheat  Swamp  Christian  Church, 
located  nine  miles  from  Kinston  on 
the  famous  Hull  Road,  celebrated  its 
100th  anniversary  of  the  present 
church  building  this  year.  The  Wheat 
iSwamp  church  was  organized  and 
founded  by  one  Joseph  Parker  as  a 
Free  Will  Baptist  church  in  1752, 
which  makes  the  church  site  and 
congregation  206  years  old.  In  1941 
it  was  organized  as  a  Disciples  of 
Christ  church,  making  it  117  years 
old  as  a  Disciples  church.  The  Wheat 
Swamp  congregation  has  built  two 
church  buildings,  the  first  of  which 
was  made  of  sand.  The  present  build- 
ing was  completed  and  dedicated  the 
fourth  Sunday  in  May  1958.  Thomas 
and  Alexander  Campbell  along  with 
Barton  W.  Stone,  Robert  Bond,  and 
Benjamin  Parrot  were  among  those 
who  contributed  the  most  in  the  fac- 
tors concerning  reformation  of  the 
Disciples  in  the  early  days  of  the 
movement.  Since  then  a  long  and  Im- 
pressive list  of  Disciples  ministers 
have  contributed  their  leadership  to 
her  growth. 

The  first  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety as  a  statewide  organizatioTi 
was  formed  at  the  Wheat  Swamp 
Church  on  October  5,  1876. 

In  more  recent  years  this  church 
has  made  some  significant  strides 
toward  progress.  In  1847  an  educa- 
tion unit  was  erected  consisting  of 
several  Church  School  classrooms,  the 
doors  of  which  can  be  folded  back  to 
make  a  Fellowship  Hall.  A  kitchen, 
office,  and  baptistry  were  also  added, 
1947  also  saw  stained  glass  windows 


installed  to  take  the  place  of  the 
plain  panes. 

In  1958  an  organ  was  purchased  and 
installed  to  take  the  place  of  the 
piano.  Other  highlights  of  this  year 
include  the  calling  of  a  full-time  resi- 
dent pastor,  Morgan  McKinney;  the 
adoption  of  a  much  needed  oonstitu-
